Inquests 

At  Rotherham,  on  December  31,  an  inquest  was  held 
on  the  body  of  Elizabetli  Thorpe,  Brampton,  who  died 
after  taking  an  overdose  of  chlorodyne.  It  was  stated 
that  the  deceased  had  often  taken  chlorodyne  for 
insomnia.  A  verdict  in  accordance  with  the  evidence 
was  given. 

The  Islington  (London)  coroner  concluded,  on  Decem- 
ber 28,  the  inquiry  concerning  the  death  of  Richard  Jolin 
Chappell  (G.  &  D.,  December  15,  p.  Vl9).  An  inspector  of 
factories  represented  the  Home  Office.  Dr.  Roche  Lynch, 
senior  analyst  to  the  Home  Office,  stated  that  in  the 
contents  of  the  stomach  he  found  about  J-  oz.  of  oil  of 
wintergreen.  In  the  urine  there  was  also  a  little  of  the 
oO.  He  thought  it  was  taken  "  neat."  A  fatal  dose 
tvould  be  about  an  ounce.  The  deceased  must  have  taken 
at  least  that  quantity.  Dr.  M.  Hynes  stated  that  tha 
congestion  of  the  lung  was  very  marked.  He  was  of 
opinion  that  death  was  due  to  poisoning.  Mr.  W.  J. 
Beardsley,  a  partner  in  the  firm  by  wliom  the  deceased 
was  employed,  stated  that  he  liad  access  to  drugs.  In 
reply  to  the  coroner,  Dr.  Lynch  said  that  the  drug  was 
not  scheduled  as  a  poison.  Mr.  Beardsley  added  that  if 
the  deceased  took  the  oil  with  tincture  of  ginger,  tha 
latter  would  mask  it.  By  the  coroner:  The  deceased  liad 
been  with  the  firm  over  forty  years,  and  was  a  very  good 
servant.  A  son  of  the  deceased  gave  evidence  to  the. 
effect:  that  his  father  never  drank  to  .excess,  and  never 
suggested  that  he  took  tinctures  while  at  work.  He. 
attrib.ute'l  the  attack  to  some  sweet  cocoa  that  he  had 
taken.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  "  Death  by  mis- 
adventure." 

Birmingham 

The  Birmingham  Pharmacy  Students'  Association  will 
hold  an  inaugural  supper,  followed  by  a  concert,  at  the 
White  Horse  Restaurant,  Congreve  Street,  on  January  9, 
at  7.15  p.m.

Mr.  A.  E.  Harris,  manager  of  the  New  Street  branch 
of  Hedges  (Chemists),  Ltd.,  has  been  appointed  managing 
director  of  Mawson  &  Proctor,  Ltd.,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 
To  mark  his  sixteen  years'  service  the  staff  of  Hedges 
(Chemists),  Ltd.,  have  presented  him  with  a  gold  watch 
suitably  inscribed.  Mr.  Harris  was  a  member  of  the 
Birmingham  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 

Liverpool 

The  chemists  in  Wallasey  liave  applied  to  the  Town 
Council  for  an  early  closing  order. 

"  Following  the  letter  in  the  C.  d-  D.  in  regard  to  the 
recent  conference  between  members  of  the  Wallasey 
Pharmacists'  Association  and  the  Wallasey  Grocers'  Asso- 
ciation, when  a  discussion  on  P.A.T.A.  matters  took 
place,  I  called,"  writes  our  Liverpool  correspondent, 
"  upon  Mr.  W.  D.  Burrows,  president  of  the  Grocers' 
Association.  '  The  best  answer  I  can  give_  you  to  the 
suggestion  contained  in  the  letter  is,'  he  said,  '  a  letter 
I  have  received  from  Mr.  John  H.  Robinson,  Liverpool. 
He  writes  to  congratulate  me  on  my  speech  at  the  meet- 
incT,  and  says  he  had  never  before  been  at  a  chemists' 
meeting:  where  grocers  were  present  and  made  their  pre- 
sence felt.  He  adds  :  If  the  views  of  yourself  and 
your  colleagues  are  representative  of  the  grocery  trade 
in  England,  there  is  a  better  time  in  etore  for  us  all 
than  we  have  dared  to  think  of.  Mr.  Burrows  added 
that  the  Association  of  which  he  was  president  consisted 
of  qualified  established  grocers  only,  who  did  not  sell 
articles  sold  by  chemists,  and  were  as  anxious  as  were 
the  chemists  to  eliminate  cutting." 

Manchester 

On  December  24  Edward  Taylor,  Ltd.,  medical  plaster 
manufacturers,  held  their  annual  "  footing."  At  the 
invitation  of  the  directors  the  staff  of  the  head  office  and 
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factory,  Salford,  and  the  export  factory,  Manchester, 
assembled  at  the  Caxton  Hall,  Salford.  The  proceedings 
opened  with  a  luncheon,  during  which  the  loyal  toast  was 
honoured.  Mr.  Greenhalgh  (secretary)  proposed  the 
toast  of  "  The  Firm,"  to  which  Mr.  F.  G.  Haworth 
(managing  director)  responded  amid  loud  applause.  Mr. 
Haworth  later  drew  the  winning  numbers  in  a  raffle  for 
prizes.  Dancing  held  sway  until  late  in  the  evening, 
and  eveiybody  had  a  thoroughly  enjoyable  time. 

Mather  &  Piatt,  Ltd.,  Park  Works,  Manchester,  con- 
tributed to  the  "  Daily  Mail  "  of  January  1  an  interest- 
ing note  on  Dakin's  solution,  a  supply  of  which  is 
■widely  reported  to  have  been  sent,  a  few  days  ago, 
from  the  United  States  for  the  use  of  his  Majesty  the 
King.  Messrs.  Mather  &  Piatt  write  :  "  •  •  •  .•  During 
the  early  part  of  the  Great  War  there  was  ca  period  when 
the  extent  of  secondary  infection  in  large  hospital  ships 
sailing  from  the  Near  East  gave  rise  to  considerable 
anxiety.  Dr.  H.  D.  Dakin  .  .  .  made  a  special  journey 
to  these  works,  imploring  us  to  manufacture  an  apparatus 
for  tho  protection  of  what  was  later  known  as  Dakin's 
solution.  We  set  to  work  all  night  through  and  the 
next  day,  and  the  next  night,  and  one  day  more, 
Dr.  Dakin  and  our  research  experts  working^  together 
until  a  rather  crude  but  serviceable  apparatus  was 
devised.  .  .  .  We  think  it  worthy  of  placing  on  record 
that  Dr.  Dakin's  solution  is  the  invention  of  a  British 
doctor  and  a  British  firm." 

Sheffield 

The  Health  Committee  of  the  City  Council  has  decided 
to  open  three  more  Welfare  Centres  within  the  city  area. 

Many  local  chemists  are  of  opinion  that  when  the 
second  portion  of  a  test  mixture  is  sent  for  analysis 
only  the  prescription  should  accompany  it,  and  not  the 
results  obtained  by  the  first  analyst. 

The  sale  of  Christmas  goods  has  hardly  been  so  good 
as  usual,  the  tendency  being  towards  lower-priced  goods. 
On  the  other  hand,  some  chemists  report  that  they  have 
done  quite  as  well,  if  not  better,  than  in  previous  years. 
In  perfumery,  branded  goods  seem  to  be  ousting  un- 
known lines  considerably. 

The  chemists  in  the  centre  of  Sheffield  had  a  run  on 
solid  spirit  prior  to  Christmas.  The  cause  has  been 
that  the  "  market  men  "  have  been  paying  lOd.  per  100 
and  selling  them  to  the  public  at  Id.  and  l^d.  each. 
The  stunt  has  been  to  touch  them  with  a  red-hot  poker, 
■when  white  flakes  are  given  off. 

Some  uncertainty  seems  to  exist  regarding  medicines 
prescribed  from  the  local  Formulary  -when  they  contain 
"'dangerous  "  drugs.  Panel  chemists  were  notified  some 
time  ago  that  so  far  as  recording  the  "  dangerous  "  drug 
is  concerned,  procedure  in  no  ■way  differs  from  that 
adopted  in  the  case  of  a  private  prescription. 

Miscellaneous 

Window  smash. — A  window  at  the  premises  of  Durbins 
Drug  Stores  (Kingston),  Ltd.,  chemists,  Market  Place, 
Kingston-on-Thames,  w^as  smashed  by  a  motor-car  on 
December  27. 

College  dance. — The  annual  reunion  ball  of  the  Bath 
and  West  of  England  College  of  Pharmacy  was  held 
at  the  Pump  Room,  Bath,  on  December  24.  Among 
those  present  were  the  principal  of  the  College  (Mr. 
D.  J.  Williams)  and  Mrs.  Williams.  Mr.  G.  H.  Moore 
■was  chairman  of  the  organising  committee,  and  his  band 
of  helpers  comprised  Miss  G.  Fontnam,  Miss  N. 
Humphries,  Mr.  A.  J.  Bailey,  Mr.  C.  E.  Paterson,  Mr. 
C.  N.  Higgins,  Mr.  A.  Bartle,  and  Mr.  J.  Parkhouse. 

Beitish  Indltstbies  Fair. — A  special  advance  overseas

The  catalogue  contains  descriptive  entries  of  the  exhibits 
of  more  than  1,200  British  manufacturers,  and  embodies 
a  complete  classification  of  those  exhibits  by  trades  and 
indexes  in  nine  languages.  Enclosed  with  this  catalogue 
ds  an  advance  list  of  700  firms  exhibiting  at  the  Birming- 
ham section. 


Eenewal  of  agency  licence  opposed. — The  Public  Con- 
trol Committee  of  the  London  County  Council  recently 
commenced  the  hearing  of  an  application  by  the  Russell 
Hart  Co.,  Ltd.,  for  the  renewal  of  the  company's  licence 
to  carry  on  an  employment  agency  at  12  Henrietta  Street, 
Strand,  W.C.2.  Mr.  Storry  Deans  appeared  for  the 
National  Union  of  Commercial  Travellers,  who  opposed 
the  application.  The  company  was  represented  by  Sir 
Henry  Curtis-Bennett,  K.C.  Mr.  Deans,  in  opening  the 
case  against  the  renewal,  said  his  clients  affirmed  that 
this  institution  was  a  swindle.  Evidence  in  support  of 
counsel's  opening  statement  was  called,  and  the  hearing 
was  adjourned. 

In  the  courts. — At  Buxton  Police  Court,  on  Decem- 
ber 28,  Robert  H.  Andrews  (50),  known  as  George 
Edward  Shardlow,  was  fined  £5  on  each  of  two  charges 
of  falsely  pretending  to  be  a  doctor  of  medicine. — At 
Pontefract,  recently,  Albert  Morrell,  grocer,  Knottingley, 
was  fined  £2  10s.  for  supplying  ammonia  otherwise  than 
in  a  bottle  labelled  "  Poisonous — not  to  be  token."  It 
was  stated  that  defendant  supplied  a  23-per-cent.  solu- 
tion in  a  wine  bottle.— At  Lambeth  Police  Court,  London, 
on  December  29,  Arthur  E.  O'N.  Kitson,  commercial 
traveller,  was  hound  over  on  a  charge  of  embezzling  sums 
of  money  received  by  him  on  behalf  of  his  employers, 
P.  H.  Galloway,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  Walworth 
Road,  S.E. — At  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  on  December  31, 
James  Steel  (34),  commercial  traveller,  who  had  been 
employed  by  H.  C.  North  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Southwark  Street, 
London,  S.E.,  was  sentenced  to  a  month's  hard  labour 
for  having  obtained  money  by  false  pretences.  It  was 
stated  that  he  had  served  a  sentence  at  Glasgow  in 
respect  of  sixteen  similar  charges.

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Fairchild  Scholarship  and 
Prizes 

The  new  syllabus  for  the  Fairchild  Scholarship  and 
Prizes  has  just  been  received.  We  notice  that  it  has 
been  reconstructed  and  based  upon  the  new  conditions 
for  training  in  pharmacy  next  October.  It  is  devised  to 
give  equal  opportunity  under  the  respective  pharmacy 
,  acts  in  Great  Britain,  Ireland  and  Northern  Ireland. 
The  age  now  extends  from  nineteen  years  to  twenty-two, 
which  will  give  full  opportunity  for  those  desiring  to 
take  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  qualification.  The 
syllabus  in  botany,  chemistry  and  physics  is  made  to 
accord  witli  the  Preliminary  Scientific  examination. 
In  Ireland  no  candidate  will  be  admitted  who  has  not 
been  registered  as  a  student  of  pharmacy  by  the  registrar 
under  the  Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland),  1875,  and  who  has 
not  completed  at  least  three  years'  apprenticeship  in  a 
pharmacy  to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  on  July  1,  1929. 
He  will  be  required  to  produce  the  declaration  necessary 
when  entering  for  the  Licence  examination  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Ireland.  In  Northern  Ireland, 
each  candidate  must  be  registered  as  a  student  of 
pharmacy  by  the  registrar  under  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act  (Northern  Ireland),  1925,  have  completed 
the  four  years  or  equivalent  term  of  apprenticeship 
required,  on  July  1,  1929,  and  have  passed  Part  I  of  the 
Qualifying  examination  (Preliminary  Scientific).  Docu- 
mentary evidence  of  these  requirements  must  be  produced 
by  the  applicant.  Pharmacy  and  prescription  reading  is 
modified  to  shop  training,  and  business  knowledge  now 
includes  the  acquaintance  in  a  shop  with  the  sale  of 
poisons.  The  syllabus  is  a  great  advance,  and  a  copy 
can  be  had  from  the  Secretary  to  the  Trustees, 
Fairchild  Bros,  and  Foster,  65  Holborn  Viaduct,  London, 
E.C.I.

Mr.  Hugo  Kantrowitz  is  in  charge  of  fhe  arrange- 
ments. 

Chain  store  amalgamation. — The  interests  controlling 
the  United  Cigar  Stores  system  and  the  Whelan  Drug 
Co.  have  concluded  arrangements  to  add  to  their 
organisation  a  chain  of  67  stores  operated  by  the  Neve 
Drug  Stores,  Inc. 

Eno's  new  premises. — J.  C.  Eno,  Ltd.,  are  establishing 
a  factory  at  Hertel  Avenue  and  Pacific  Street,  Buffalo. 
This  is  understood  to  be  the  first  unit  of  several  modern 
proprietary  medicine  plants  to  be  erected  in  the  interests 
of  the  Harold  F.  Ritchie,  Inc. 

Clinical  thermometers. — The  marking  of  clinical 
thermometers  to  indicate  the  country  of  origin  when 
imported  must  be  legible,  conspicuous  and  permanent 
under  Section  304  of  the  Tariff  Act,  states  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Customs  in  a  recent  ruling. 

Medicine  exports. — The  value  of  United  States  exports 
of  medicinal  and  pharmaceutical  preparations  to  all 
countries  reached  the  record-breaking  mark  of  $10,273,000 
during  the  first  six  months  of  1928,  and  show  a  consider- 
able gain  over  the  corresponding  period  for  1927. 

Group  insurance  for  employees. — H.  K.  Mulford  Co., 
Philadelphia,  have  recently  taken  out  a  group  life  insur- 
ance policy  of  a  total  amount  of  $1,315,600  for  the  protec- 
tion of  their  e^siployees.  Each  worker  is  insured  in 
amounts  ranging  from  $500,  according  to  the  rank  or  posi- 
tion held.  The  policy  is  of  the  contributory  type,  the 
workers  themselves  paying  a  part  of  the  premiums  and  the 
employing  company  assuring  the  remainder  of  the  cost. 

The  Federal  vVholesale  Druggists'  Association  held 
their  annual  convention  in  Philadelphia,  recently.  Among 
the  matters  discussed  were  the  means  for  closer  relations 
between  manufacturers  of  identified  merchandise  retailed 
by  independent  druggists  and  the  co-operative  wholesale 
druggists  of  the  Association.  Other  plans  for  strengthen- 
ing the  work  of  the  Association  include  appointment  of  a 
committee  with  authority  to  form  new  co-operative  whole- 
sale drug  companies  at  any  time  the  committee  deems  the 
formation  of  such  wholesale  drug  company  or  companies 
will  be  of  benefit  to  the  independent  retail  druggists. 

Another  merger. — Meetings  were  to  be  held  during 
December  of  the  shareholders  of  the  American  Drug- 
gists' Syndicate  and  V.  Vivaudou,  Inc.,  respectively  to 
ratify  a  proposed  consolidation  witli  Kny-Soheerer  Cor- 
poration of  America  in  a  new  company  to  be  known  as  tbe 
Vadsoo  Sales  Corporation,  with  authorised  capital  of 
125,000  $100  par  shares  of  7  per  cent,  cumulative  pre- 
ferred and  2,000,000  shares  of  no  par  common  stock. 
Thomas  J.  McHugh,  president,  and  Jules  S.  Bache,  chair- 
man of  V.  Vivaudou,  Inc.,  will  be,  respectively,  president 
and  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  after  the  con- 
solidation, and  David  A".  Schulte,  president  of  the 
American  Druggists'  Syndicate,  will  be  chairman  of  the 
board. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association  the  following  resolutions,  among  others, 
were  passed  :  To  endorse  the  Capper-Kelly  Bill,  now 
pending  (H.  R.  11  and  S.  1418),  known  as  the  Fair  Trade 
Bill,  legalising  the  right  of  any  producer  of  identified 
merchandise  who  is  in  fair  and  open  competition  with 
other  producers  of  similar  or  competing  merchandise,  to 
enter  into  enforceable  contracts,  at  wholesale  or  retail, 
or  both,  for  the  protection  of  resale  prices  upon  his  own 
identified  merchandise ;  a  committee  of  five  members  b« 
appointed  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  a  scientific 
study  of  cosmetics  from  the  standpoint  of  injurious  in- 
gredients and  harmful  effects  in  order  to  determine 
whether  restrictive  legislation  is  necessary ;  that  proper 
steps  be  taken  to  convey  to  persons  of  wealth  the 
important  part  that  pharmacy  plays  in  the  general  scheme 
of  health  conservation  in  order  that  they  may  be  induced 
to  give  much  needed  financial  support  to  a  programme 
providing  for  increased  educational  and  research  facili- 
ties.

Transvaal 

Personal. — Mr.  J.  Christie,  M.L.A.,  M.P.S.,  has  been 
elected  president  of  the  new  South  African  Pharmacy 
Board,  and  Mr.  Clancy,  of  Cape  Town,  has  been  elected 
vice-president.  Both  these  gentlemen  have  been  strenuous 
workers  in  the  interests  of  pharmacy,  and  we  heartily 
congratulate  them.  Mr.  Clancy,  M.P.S.,  is  at  present 
the  president  of  the  Associated  Societies  of  South  Africa. 
— Me.  S.  L.  Sive,  director  of  the  well-known  wholesale 
firm  of  Johannesburg,  has  returned  from  hie  trip  to 
Europe  and  the  United  States. — Mr.  J.  P.  McLees,  who 
is  an  aspirant  for  municipal  honours,  is  a  well  known 
cliemist  and  druggist,  carrying  on  business  at  Middeliburg. 

The  sale  of  S.V.M. — As  reported  in  our  issue  of 
November  10  (p.  667)  chemists  who  sell  methylated  spirit 
must  obtain  the  signature  of  the  purchaser,  keep  a 
register  showing  sales  and  disposal  of  stock,  pay  £1  for 
a  licence,  and  sell  the  s.v.m.  in  clear  white  bottles. 
Any  native  sent  for  s.v.m.  must  have  a  note  from  his 
employer,  and  must  be  given  a  note  from  the  seller 
authorising  him  to  carry  it  to  his  employer.  The 
white  glass  bottles  have  to  be  distinguishable  by  touch, 
be  labelled  "  Poisonous  "  and  "  vergifte  "  meth.  spirit 
and  "  brandtspirit,"  with  name  and  address  of  the  seller. 
Needless  to  say,  a  good  many  chemists  are  relinquishing 
the  sale  of  s.v.m.,  as  it  is  a  profitless  article,  sold  at 
cut  prices  by  every  grocer's  store. 

Retailing  bau  de  Cologne. — Some  alarm  has  been 
caused  among  retailers  by  an  intimation  from  the  police 
that  in  terms  of  Section  175  of  the  Liquor  Act,  which 
came  into  force  on  October  7,  eau  de  Cologne  comes 
under  the  definition  of  liquor,  and  can  only  be  sold  by 
those  who  hold  a  licence  to  sell  liquor.  It  is  not 
thought,  however,  that  proceedings  will  be  taken  by  the 
police  against  -chemists  who  sell  eau  de  Cologne  without 
a  liquor  licence.  At  the  same  time  those  selling  eau  do 
Cologne  should  exercise  the  greatest  care  that  it  is  sold 
and  required  as  perfumery. 

Pharmacy  Board. — The  employment  of  ne'er-do-well 
pharmacists  at  a  nominal  wage  and  the  consequent 
danger  of  the  public  not  receiving  adequate  protec- 
tion, as  medicines  containing  drugs  may  be  carelessly 
made  up,  were  some  of  the  points  stressed  by  the 
Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board  in  a  statemerit  made 
lately  to  the  Statutory  Wage  Board,  which  sat  in 
Johannesburg  to  hear  objections  to  their  draft  recom- 
mendations in  respect  to  the  general  labour  conditions  of 
shop  assistants.  "  A  class  of  pharmacy,"  the  statement 
read,  "  is  carried  on  in  the  Transvaal  in  the  form  of  a 
limited  liability  company.  Some  of  these  are  well  con- 
ducted and  reputable,  but  this  cannot  be  said  of  all. 
According  to  the  pharmacy  law,  a  registered  chemist 
and  druggist  must  be  employed  in  such  pharmacies.  In 
those  to  which  this  Board  takes  exception  a  ne'er-do- 
well  pharmacist  is  employed  as  a  cover  at  a  nominal 
rate.  The  Board  is  of  opinion  that  a  high  wage  of  a 
chemist  employed  would  tend  to  discourage  unqualified 
persons  from  embarking  upon  such  ventures."  Emphasis- 
ing that  the  minimum  rate  of  salary  of  a  qualified 
chemist  might  with  advantage  be  increased  in  so  far  as 
the  Transvaal  is  concerned,  the  statement  set  forth  that 
cases  had  been  known  to  the  Board  where  substantial 
premiums  had  been  taken  by  employers  who  were  known 
to  have  inadequate  material  for  training  apprentices. 
Under  the  present  pharmacy  laws  the  Board  had  no 
power  to  decline  to  recognise  such  training.  Although 
the  Pharmacy  Board  had  no  power  to  deal  with  the 
rate  of  wages,  it,  however,  suggested  that  qualified 
chemists  should  be  paid  on  a  higher  scale  than  the 
ordinary  assistants. 
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Canadian  Notes  French  News 


British  Prefekential  Tariff. — The  percentage  of 
British  labour  and /or  material  required  to  qualify  goods 
for  entry  into  Canada  under  the  British  Preferential 
Tariff  has  been  raised  from  25  per  cent,  to  50  per  cent, 
of  the  cost  of  production-  of  such  goods. 

Canadian  P.A.T.A. — The  Canadian  Government  have 
acceded  to  the  request  of  the  combined  associations  of 
the  colonial  pharmacists  and  the  P.A.T.A.  are  to  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  test  the  validity  of  the  Combines 
Investigation  Act.  A  stated  case  is  being  allowed,  and 
an  appeal  is  made  for  all  druggists  to  be  prepared  to 
support  their  executives  and  give  financial,  and  any 
other  assistance  necessary  in  pushing  the  P.A.T.A.  case 
to  a  successful  issue. 

The  first  pharmacy  in  Alberta. — A'  bronze  tablet  to 
the  memory  of  Mr.  Samuel  W.  Trott  is  to  be  placed 
on  the  corner  stone  of  the  present  general  hospital 
building,  Calgary,  in  sympathy  with  the  request  of  his 
wife.  When  Mrs.  Trott  died  last  year,  she  willed 
110,000  to  the  Calgary  general  hospital,  the  only  stipula- 
tion being  that  the  city  would  erect  a  tablet  to  the 
memory  of  her  husband.  Mr.  Trott  was  born  in  1847, 
and  came  to  Calgary  in  1885  to  open  a  drug  store  there. 
He  operated  the  store  until  he  died  on  1891.  A  counter- 
claim to  being  the  first  registered  pharmacist  to  open  up 
a  drug  store  in  the  province  of  Alberta  has  been  made 
by  Mr.  J.  D.  Higinbotham,  president  of  the  druggist 
firm  of  Lethbridge,  who  emphasises  the  fact  that  he 
does  this  in  order  to  arrive  at  correct  dates,  and  trusts 
the  memory  of  his  confrere  will  not  be  disturbed  in  any 
way.  Mr.  Higinbotham  states  that  he  opened  the  first 
store  in  Macleod  in  May,  1884,  one  year  before  the  late 
Mr.  S.  T.  Trott  opened  his  store  at  Calgary. 


Colonial  and  Foreign  News 

Peru. — A  Peruvian  decree  of  October  13,  1928,  exempts 
perfui.ied  soaps  from  the  luxury  surtax  of  10  per  cent, 
imposed  on  "  articles  of  perfumery." 

Importation  of  Alcohol  in  India. — A  recent  Ciistoms 
ruling  states  that  the  words  "  spirit  "  and  "  spirits  "  are 
not  confined  to  ethyl  alcohol,  but  also  cover  all  other  alco- 
hols the  proof  strength  of  which  can  be  ascertained,  i.e., 
all  alcohols  that  (a)  are  miscible  with  water,  and  (6)  have 
in  tlie  absolute  state  a  specific  gravity  relative  to  water 
of  not  more  than  0.923  (twelve-thirteenths).  These  condi- 
tions are  fulfilled  by  methyl,  propyl,  amyl  and  butyl 
alcohols  and  their  isomers. 

Registration  and  sale  of  specialities  in  Cuba. — A 
Cuban  presidential  decree,  published  in  November  1928, 
modifies  the  law  of  November  1,  1923,  as  regards  the 
drugs,  chemicals,  and  other  products  which  pharmacies 
must  have  in  stock,  and  regulations  governing  the  regis- 
tration and  sale  of  pharmaceutical  products.  The  new 
regulations  stipulate,  inter  alia: — No  pharmaceutical 
speciality  shall  be  placed  on  sale  or  distributed  in  any 
other  manner  unless  it  is  first  registered  with  the 
Inspector-General  of  Pharmacy.  The  petition  for  registry 
must  be  accompanied  by  the  following  information  : — (1) 
The  name  of  the  speciality ;  (2)  the  name  of  the  peti- 
tioner and  his  position  in  the  firm  ;  (3)  the  place  where 
the  speciality  is  manufactured  ;  (4)  the  form  in  which 
the  speciality  is  placed  on  the  market ;  (5)  the  thera- 
peutic effects  attributed  to  the  speciality  ;  (6)  proof  of 
the  legal  existence  and  operation  of  the  laboratory  that 
prepares  it.  _  Applicants  must  prove  that  the  products 
have  unrestricted  sale  in  the  country  of  origin,  that  the 
inscription  or  label  is  the  same  as  that  on  the  product 
marketed  in  that  country,  that  it  is  not  prepared 
exclusively  for  export ;  _  if '  the,  countrv  of  origin  has  a 
language  different  from  that  of  Cuba,"  an  inscription  or 
label  in  Spanish,  containing  the  components  of  the 
product,  it;  classification,  and  instructions  as  to  dosage 
etc.,  must  be  used.  Two  samples  of  the  label  on  which 
appears  the  name  of  the  manufacturer  and  the  address 
of  the  laboratory  must  accoApany  the  application. 


From  the  *'  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent. 

A  competitive  examination  for  the  post  of  head  of 
the  Galenicals  Laboratory  at  the  Central  Hospital  Phar- 
macy of  Paris  was  announced  recently.  The  traditional 
jury  of  five  leading  pharmacists  sat,  but  only  one  can- 
didate appeared,  Mademoiselle  Fourmont.  The  usual 
written  and  practical  tests  indicated  her  competency  for 
the  post. 

Tim  attention  of  the  Academy  of  Medicine  has  been 
drawn  to  certain  forms  of  dermatitis  to  which  lacquer 
workers  are  subject.  The  committee  appointed  to 
examine  the  question  leported  that  these  maladies  were 
rarely  of  a  grave  na'  ure,  and  could  be  avoided  by  strict 
individual  cleanliness.  The  origin  of  the  danger  is  sus- 
pected to  be  the  "  Urushi  oil,"  the  chemical  nature  of 
which  is  still  undetermined. 

The  death  is  announced  of  M.  Charles  Durand,  for 
many  years  principal  pharmacist  of  the  French  Navy. 
His  portrait  was  published  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
1899,  I,  565,  in  connection  with  an  article  on  the  French 
naval  pharmaceutical  service.  In  his  latter  years  he 
acted  as  manager  of  the  test  laboratory  of  the  Pharmaci© 
Centrale  de  France,  a  post  for  which  his  scientific 
attainments,  sound  judgment,  and  long  experience 
rendered  him  particularly  suitable. 

Scientific  Organisation  of  Industry.  —  The  Inter- 
national Congress  of  Scientific  Organisation  of  Work  is 
to  be  held  in  Paris  in  June,  1929,  and  the  French  Govern- 
ment is  taking  an  active  interest  in  the  arrangements. 
M.  Tardieu,  Minister  of  Public  Works,  is  to  act  as 
president  of  the  Congress  and  chairman  of  its  Executive 
Committee.  Papers  dealing  with  actual  and  successful 
reorganisation  or  reconstruction  of  businesses  will  be 
read.  Those  interested  may  write  to  the  secretary  of 
committee  at  23  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.I. 

The  window  dressing  ia  the  large  Paris  shops  just 
before  Christmas  is  often  remarkable,  but  rarely  includes 
articles  of  interest  to  chemists.  However,  I  noticed  one 
perfumery  display  that  seemed  worth  mentioning  as  simple 
and  effective.  With  a  window  5  ft.  wide,  lighted  by 
side  lamps  under  ground  glass,  the  problem  was  e^'^dently 
to  make  these  very  small  articles  visible.  Three  plain  glass 
shelves  on  a  gilt  stand  were  used.  On  the  shelves  the  tiny 
fancy  vials  were  made  conspicuous  by  placing  an  oval 
sheet  of  black  enamelled  metal  at  the  back  of  each  group. 
The  floor  space  was  covered  with  dark  plush  or  velvet. 
The  studied  simplicity  and  the  perfect  display  of  the 
goods  were  the  striking  features. 

M.  Bouvet  reminds  us  that  the  question  of  the  regu- 
lation of  proprietary  medicines  in  France  is  two  hundred 
years  old  at  least.  Louis  XV  issued  an  edict  in  1728, 
and  appointed,  towards  the  end  of  that  year,  a  com- 
mittee of  five  doctors,  five  surgeons  and  two  apothe- 
caries to  issue  patents  ("  brevets  ")  to  the  proprietors 
of  reputable  remedies.  Few  of  those  they  authorised 
have  come  down  to  our  own  day,  but  we  notice  the 
Eau  de  Melisse  des  Carmes  as  a  still  popular  remedy. 
Others  are  Delondres  Purgative  Pastilles  Neuman's  Eau 
de  Cologne,  de  l'E)jine"s  Bear's  Grease,  Regnard's 
Orvietan.  In  1778  the  then  newly-created  Royal  Society 
of  Medicine  took  over  the  work;  Priestley  and  Franklin 
were  foreign  associates  of  this  body. 

The  strict  enforcement  of  the  law  on  pharmacists  may 
be  illustrated  by  an  extract  from  the  recent  sentence 
passed  on  a  pharmacist  who  had  dispensed  carbonate  of 
Ijarium  for  barium  sulphate,  with  fatal  results.  He  was 
condemned  for  (1)  delivering  without  a  medical  prescrip- 
tion a  barium  product  not  in  the  Codex  ;  (2)  exercising 
in  his  pharmacy  contrary  to  the  law  the  business  of 
industrial  drugs  and  grocery,  carbonate  of  barium  having 
no  medicinal  use ;  (3)  neslecting  to  verify  if  the  car- 
bonate fitjured  in  the  Codex  ;  (4)  gross  imprudence  and 
commercial  fraud  in  not  asking  the  client  if  the  substi- 
tution were  accepted  and  not  declaring  this  substitution  ; 
(5)  gross  and  fraudulent  imprudence  in  labelling  the 
box  with  a  number  and  numbering  the  prescription 
likewise. 
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Legal  Reports 

Settlement  by  Consent.— In  the  Chancery  Division  of 
the  High  Coui-t,  London,  on  December  20,  Mn  Justice 
Maugham  lieard  a  motion  on  behalf  of  Philadelphus 
Jeyes  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemists,  Northampton,  for  an  in- 
junction, in  respect  of  the  use  of  a  name,  against  S.  Jay 
&  Co.,  chemists,  13a  Peny  Eoad,  Bristol.  The  parties 
came  to  an  agreement,  and  Mr.  Trevor  Watson,  for  the 
plaintiffs,  intimated  that  by  consent  the  motion  was  to 
be  treated  as  trial  of  the  action,  the  deffindants  under- 
taking not  to  use  the  trading  style  of  "  Jeyes,  chemists, 
Northampton,"  nor  to  represent  themselves  as  connected 
with  that  firm,  and  not  to  carry  on  business  introducing 
the  name  in  any  other  form  than  as  Sidney  Jay  &  Co. 
or  S.  Jay  &  Co.,  as  chemists  or  dealers  in  toilet  sun- 
dries. Tile  defendants  further  undertook  not  to  sell  or 
offer  any  articles  ordinarily  dealt  in  by  pharmaceutical 
chemists  or  any  toilet  sundries  under  the  name  Jays, 
except  as  S.  Jay  or  Sidney  Jay  &  Co.,  the  defendants  to 
pay  the  plaintiffs'  costs.  The  Court  sanctioned  the 
settlement. 

Venereal  Disease  Act,— At  Chatham  Police  Court,  on 
December  27,  Mr.  William  L.  Towers,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist. Railway  Street,  was  summoned  for  treating  a  person 
for  venereal  disease  and  also  for  prescribing  a  remedy 
therefor.  Mr.  H.  J.  Bracher  prosecuted  on  behalf  of 
the  Kent  County  Council ;  Mr.  Morston  Garsia,  barrister, 
appeared  for  Mr.  Towers,  who  elected  to  be  tried  by  a 
jury.  Mr.  Bracher  stated  that  on  November  21  a 
patient,  "  No.  3,701,"  consulted  Dr.  Nichol  at  Rochester 
venereal  disease  clinic,  and  was  found  to  be  suffering 
from  syphilis.  From  the  statement  he  made  these  pro- 
ceedings were  instituted.  "  No.  3,701  "  (whose  name 
was  not  disclosed)  stated  that  about  November  1  he 
consulted  Mr.  Tov/ers,  who  gave  him  a  bottle  of  medicine 
and  some  ointment,  for  which  he  charged  2s.  Shortly 
afterwards  he  again  saw  the  defendant,  who  gave  him 
a  bottle  of  lotion,  the  cost  of  which  was  Is.  6d.  Cross- 
examined,  witness  said  that  the  defendant  never  sug- 
gested that  he  was  suffering  from  a  venereal  disease. 
He  said  he  had  an  ulcer.  Mr.  Garsia  submitted  there 
was  no  evidence  that  Mr.  Towers  had  knowledge  of  the 
disease  from  which  the  patient  was  suffering.  The 
stipendiary  magistrate  decided  there  was  a  prima-facie 
case,  and  committed  the  defendant  for  trial,  bail  being 
allowed  in  the  sum  of  £100. 

A  Divided  Bench. — At  Lame  (oo.  Antrim)  Petty 
Sessions,  recently,  James  Hutchinson,  Whitehead, 
was  charged  with  drinking  methylated  spirits  and  with 
making  a  false  statement  in  order  to  obtain  the  spirits. 
Mr.  Robert  Tweed,  R.D.,  Larne,  was  charged  with  selling 
the  spirits  to  a  person  unknown  to  him.  The  name 
entered  in  the  book  was  John  Brown.  The  cases  ^vere 
heard  before  two  stipendiary  magistrates,  Mr.  H.  R. 
Jones  and  Mr.  George  McElroy.  Mr.  J.  W.  McNinch, 
jun.,  who  appeared  for  Mr.  Tweed,  contended  that 
Hutchinson  was  well  known  to  his  client  by  sight, 
although  his  name  was  not  known.  The  dictionary 
definition  of  unknown  was  "  unacquainted  with,"  bub 
Hutchinson  was  certainly  known  to  Mr.  Tweed  although 
he  did  not  know  his  name.  Mr.  Jones  6aid  that  in  the 
sense  of  the  Act  of  Parliament,  an  unknown  person  was 
one  whose  name  and  address  were  not  known;  on  the 
other  hand,  Mr.  McElroy  said  there  were  many  persons 
he  knew  whose  names  he  did  not  know,  and  he  wo-ild 
not  convict  a  respectable  druggist  of  selling  to  an  un- 
known person,  when  he  said  he  knew  the  man  though 
he  could  not  tell  that  John  Brown  was  not  his  correct 
name.  Mr.  McElroy  laughingly  remarked  that  the  only 
safe  plan  would  be  for  the  licensee  to  take  the  customer 
to  a  police  barrack  and  verify  his  name  and  address. 
As  the  Bench  were  equally  divided,  no  rule  was  marked 
on  the  summons  against  Mr.  Tweed.  Hutchinson  was 
fined  £2  for  drinking  methylated  spirit  and  10s.  for 
making  a  false  statement.

Bankruptcy  Reports 

Re  F.  Smith,  colour  merchant,  10  Philpot  Lane, 
London,  E.G. — The  deotor  had  been  engaged  in  tlie 
chemical  and  dye  trades,  and  under  a  receiving  order 
made  against  his  estate,  the  statutory  first  meeting  of 
creditors  was  held  on  December  20,  at  Bankruptcy  Build- 
ings, W.C".  It  appears  from  statements  that  have  been 
made  by  the  debtor  that  he  was  formerly  in  employment 
for  many  years.  In  1914  he  began  to  deal  in  dyes  and 
colours  from  56  Graceohurch  Street,  E.G.,  and  in  February 
of  the  following  year  he  was  joined  in  partnership  by  one 
R.  A.  Larcombe.  The  trading  proved  a  success  until  the 
latter  part  of  1926,  and  he  had  no  reason  to  suppose  that 
his  partner  was  drawing  amounts  in  excess  of  his  share 
of  the  partnership  profits.  In  April  1927  he  (Frank 
Smith)  applied  for  and  obtained  an  order  for  dissolution 
of  the  partnership,  and  the  receiver  appointed  under  the 
order  of  the  Chancery  Court  sold  the  business,  he  under- 
stood, in  consequence  of  inability  to  meet  the  pressiu-e  of 
trade  creditors.  Since  the  relea.se  of  the  receiver  he  has 
been  unable  to  take  any  further  steps  to  pay  the  firm's 
creditors,  and  he  has  been  dependent  on  his  eamings 
from  dealings  in  dyes  and  colours.  The  debtor  attributes 
his  insolvency  to  liability  for  the  partnership  debts 
through  the  alleged  default  of  his  partner ;  he  estimates 
his  liabilities  at  £2,300,  and  says  that  his  assets  consist 
of  £820  represented  by  the  amount  paid  into  Court  by 
the  purchaser  of  the  old  business  of  Smith,  Larcombe  & 
Co.,  less  liability  to  the  purchaser  and  the  receiver's  ex- 
penses. The  meeting  resolved  that  no  trustee  be  ap- 
pointed other  than  the  official  receiver,  in  whose  hands 
the  estate  of  the  debtor  remains. 

Re  R.  A,  Larcombe,  colour  merchant,  3  Haydon  Street, 
Minories,  London,  E.l. — Described  in  the  receiving  order  as 
above,  tiie  debtor,  who  says  that  his  full  name  is  Robert 
Alexander  Larcomtie,  has  carried  on  business  as  a  chemical 
colour  and  dye  merchant.  The  statutory  first  meeting  of 
creditors  was  held  on  December  19,  at  Bankrijptcy 
Buildings,  W.G.  The  receiving  order  was  made 
on  December  5.  It  appears  from  statements  that 
have  been  made  by  the  debtor  that  in  1901  he  obtained 
a  post  with  a  German  firm  of  dye  manufacturer, 
and  in  February  1915  he  entered  into  partnership  with  one 
Frank  Smith,  who  was  trading  as  a  dye  and  colour  mer- 
chant in  Southwark  Street,  S.E.  His  pai'tner  provided 
the  capital  (£600).  There  was  no  deed  of  partnership,  but 
shortly  after  beginning  they  agreed  that  they  should  each 
draw  £10  a  week  out  of  the  business,  and  share  the  profits 
equally.  The  trading  was  conducted  under  the  style  of 
Smith,  Larcombe  &  Co.,  in  the  City,  and  later  with  a 
stores  and  mixing  shop  in  Chestnut  Grove,  New  Maiden. 
At  Clu-istmas  1925  the  whole  of  the  business  was  placed 
under  one  roof  at  3  Haydon  Street.  In  September  of 
last  year,  on  an  application  by  his  partner  for  a  dissolu- 
tion of  the  partnership,  a  receiver  of  the  business  was 
appointed,  and  he  almost  immediately  sold  the  goodwill 
and  stock  for  £800.  The  debtor  says  that  he  acted  as 
manager  for  the  purchaser  for  a  time  and  then  bought 
the  business  for  between  £700  and  £800,  which  was  raised 
by  his  wife  seUing  property.  The  purchase  price  was 
really  represented  by  the  estunated  value  of  the  book 
debts  outstanding.  He  afterwards  carried  on  the  business 
alone  under  the  old  trading  name,  and  in  June  last  he 
took  his  son  into  partnership ;  they  have  since  traded 
together  under  the  old  style.  The  chemical  and  dye  busi- 
ness has  since  19-5  been  declining,  and  the  legal  proceed- 
ings had  a  bad  effect  on  the  trading,  with  the  result  that 
the  business  now  is  only  just  solvent.  In  1926  he  was 
taken  ill,  and  was  absent  from  the  T>usiness  for  some 
montJis.  Last  year  he  was  agrain  taken  ill,  and  the 
resultant  expenses,  together  with  a  sum  of  £800  which 
he  has  overdrawn  from  the  firm,  are,  he  says,  his  only 
lialMlities  apart  from  those  of  the  partnership.  He  roughly 
estimates  his  liabilities  at  £3.100,  which  are  aU  partner- 
shio  debts,  with  the  execution  of  those  which  he  has  men- 
tioned :  his  assets  conmrise  his  interest  in  a  fund  of  £700 
in  Court  arising  fi'om  the  sale  of  the  assets  of  a  late  part- 
nei-ship.  and  he  also  possesses  an  interest  in  a  present 
partnersliip.  The  meeting  nassed  a  rasolution  for  bank- 
ruptcy, and  furtlier  re«o]ve<]  that  no  trustee  of  the  estate 
be  appointed,  with  the  result  that  it  remains  in  the 
official  receiver's  hands.

Executive  Meeting  in  Edinburgh 

{Continued  from  C.  &  D.,  December  29,  f.  802.) 
The  next  communication  was  on  : — 
Niptus  Hololeucus,  Fald,  on  Stramonium  Leaves' 
and  the  Drug  Store  Beetle,  and  the  Cigar  Beetle.

[Absteact] 

The  immediate  occasion  of  this  communication  is  the 
occurr-ence  of  the  beetle  Ni-ptus  hololeucus  on  stramonium 
leaves,  and  I  hav-e  something  to  say  also  about  the 
drug-store  beetle,  Sitodrepa  ■panicea,  and  the  so-called 
cigar  beetle.  These  beetles  may  be  called  three  insect 
enemies  of  drugs.  A  beetle  is  an  insect  characterised  by 
a  very  hard  horny  pair  of  wing  cases  or  wing  covers. 
The  common  house  cockroach,  for  example,  is  generally 
called  a  beetle,  but  its  life  history  is  quite  distinct. 
In  the  case  of  a  true  beetle  there  is  a  complete  meta- 
morphosis in  its  life  history.  From  the  egg  of  the 
beetle  there  emerges  a  jawed  grub,  entirely  different 
from  the  adult  beetle.  The  grub  eats  voraciously,  some- 
times spins  a  cocoon,  sometimes  pupates  without  a 
cocoon,  and  from  this  stage  there  emerges  the  adult 
beetle.  In  the  case  of  the  cocltroach,  on  the  other 
hand,  from  the  egg  there  emerges  a  small  cockroach 
which  feeds  and  grows,  and  wings  are  obtained  and  the 
creature  becomes  adult  without  any  cocoon  stage. 
Niptus  hololeucus,  from  its  external  appearance,  head 
hidden,  thorax  compressed  and  abdomen  swollen,  is  often 
mistaken  for  a  spider.  The  absence  of  the  suture  or 
meeting  place  for  the  two  wing  covers  on  the  upper 
surface  of  the  abdomen  and  the  head  of  the  little 
Niptus  being  underneath  the  thorax  so  that  only  two 
parts  are  visible,  give  it  also  the  appearance  of  a 
spidpr  with  which,  however,  it  has  no  real  relationship. 
The  Niptus  hololeucus  on  which  I  am  now  reporting 
was  sent  in  quantity  from  Cardenden,  Fife,  by  Mr. 
Robert  S.  Ramsay,  pharmacist,  in  an  air-tight  tin  con- 
taining leaves  of  stramonium.  In  this  air-tight  tin  the 
beetles  had  remained  undisturbed  for  over  fifteen  years, 
feeding  and  multiplying  during  several  generations. 
When  I  received  this  air-tight  tin,  it  brought  to  mind  a 
bottle  of  casein  which  was  sent  to  my  laboratory  in 
1915,  asking  what  the  little  dark  specks  in  the  casein 
were.  On  looking  at  the  so-called  dark  specks  they  were 
seen  to  be  Niptus  hololeucus.  In  this  glass-stoppered 
bottle  containing  the  casein  and  from  which  the  stopper 
has  never  been  removed,  these  bettles  remained  from 
1915  till  1927  when  the  Niptus  was  still  seen  walking 
about  in  the  bottle.  If  you  look  at  the  surface  of  the 
casein  you  will  find  not  only  beetles,  but  a  number  of 
small  pupal  cases  or  cocoons  which  the  larvae  spin 
when  they  come  to  be  full  grown  in  the  casein.  In  the 
case,  both  of  the  air-tight  tin  and  the  stoppered  bottle 
there  had,  of  course,  been  repeated  generations  of  the 
beetle.  The  development  of  Niptus  in  these  two  cir- 
cumstances raises  interesting  physiological  questions. 
How  did  the  beetles  in  the  air-tight  tin  or  in  the 
stoppered  bottle  obtain  the  moisture  necessai-y,  say  for 
their  blood,  and  how  did  the  Niptus  in  the  tin  and 
bottle  get  air  for  their  breathing.  Experimentally  we 
know  that  allied  beetles,  such  as  certain  weevils  and 
other  beetles  infesting  stored  grain,  are  able  to  exist 
in  very  unfavourable  conditions  as  regards  ventilation. 
A  very  well-known  paper  was  written  before  the  war 
by  an  expert  in  the  British  Museum  on  the  biscuit  moth, 
a  very  troublesome  enemy  of  flour,  and  in  which  it  was 
declared  in  a  long  Government  report,  that  these  biscuits 
were  taken  from  hermetically-sealed  tins  in  which  it 
was  said  the  moth  had  lived.  But  repeated  experiments 
have  proved  that  such  insects  cannot  continue  to  live  in 
hermetically-sealed  tins.  Death  results  at  last  from 
failure  of  oxygen  added  to  the  poisonous  effect  of  the 
collected  carbonic  acid  gas.  There  seems  little  doubt, 
therefore,  that  there  must  have  been  some  slight  leak  in 
the  tins  examined  by  the  British  Museum  authorities 
so  that  oxygen  did  enter  and  thus  accounted  for  the  life 
of  the  creatures  in  the  so-called  air-tight  tins.    One  must 


believe  that  the  tin  of  stramonium  in  which  Niptus  has 
remained  alive  for  fifteen  years,  and  the  bottle  of  casein 
in  which  Niptus  bred  for  twelve  or  thirteen  years,  have 
leaked  in  some  slight  degree  sufficient  to  allow  of  some 
passage  of  o.xygen.  Another  interesting  feature  of  the 
Fife  Niptus  is  that  their  exclusive  diet  was  poisonous 
leaves'  of  stramonium.  Niptus  has  also  been  found  feed- 
ing on  bejjadonna.  Niptus  as  a  house  and  factory  pesfc 
has  a  rich  menu  :  vegetables,  woollen  and  silk  goods, 
sponges,  feathers,  thread,  cocoa,  tea,  snuff,  cigars,  cap- 
sicum, leather  goods,  and  even  sal  ammoniac.  An 
eminent  entomologist  noticed  that  the  cork  of  his  cyanide 
bottle  needed  renewal.  On  attempting  to  remove  the 
cork  it  came  away  in  pieces  in  his  hands  and  in  the 
middle  of  the  cork  was  living  a  small  colony  of  Niptus. 
This  creature  was  known  and  described  in  1837,  seems 
to  have  come  from  Asia  Minor,  and  has  taken  a  con- 
siderable time  to  spread  across  Europe,  reaching  the 
Rhine.  The  Rhine,  however,  proved  a  barrier  for  a  time, 
just  as  the  Mississippi  proved  a  barrier  to  the  Colorado 
beetle.  The  latter,  however,  is  now  over  the  Mississippi 
and  into  France  at  work  at  Bordeaux  in  potato  fields. 
Niptus,  which  is  not  nearly  so  troublesome,  gradually 
came  to  England  and  has  been  recorded  from  different 
parts  of  the  country.  The  life  cycle  of  Niptus  varies  in 
length  according  to  the  temperature.  The  female  lays 
her  eggs  up  to  thirty  or  so  in  number,  in  material  that 
the  grub  on  hatching  can  nourish  itself  on.  This  grub 
lives  for  about  sixty  days  on  whatever  material  it  has 
found  near — a  little  six-legged,  jawed  grub  with 
wrinkled  body.  This  grub  when  full  grown  spins  a 
little  cocoon  and  in  two  and  a-half  weeks  the  adult 
beetle  issues  from  the  cocoon.  An  allied  form  of  this 
beetle  and  very  close  in  relationship  is  the  so-called 
drug-store  beetle,  Sitodrepa  panicea.  This  name  is  given 
to  it  because  of  its  ravages  in  cakes,  flour,  bread  and 
biscuits.  The  little  beetle  is  the  first  cousin  of  our 
furniture  beetle.  The  drug-store  beetle  has  a  similar 
kind  of  habit  to  the  Niptus.  Not  only  does  Sitodrepa 
feed  on  all  starchy  foods,  but  it  is  very  destructive  to 
leather.  Sitodrepa  is  very  destructive  to  manuscripts  as 
well  as  to  the  covers  of  leather  books.  It  is  said  this 
little  Sitodrepa  did  a  very  great  deal  to  spoil  a  copy  of 
Dante's  "  Divine  Comedy,"  and  very  well  known  books 
have  also  suffered  from  its  depredations.  Sitodrepa 
feeds  on  bread,  rolls,  cakes,  biscuits,  all  starch  things, 
meal,  rye,  pictures,  paper,  manuscripts,  rice,  stramonium, 
aconite,  deadly  nightshade,  tobacco,  ginger,  peppermint, 
tea,  pepper,  coffee,  wormwood,  and  cantharides.  The 
third  beetle  of  'importance  to  the  pharmacist  is  the 
tobacco,  or  cigar,  or  cigarette  beetle,  which  is  really  a 
native  of  tropical  and  sub-tropical  countries.  This  little 
beetle  is  the  cause  of  immense  loss  in  tqbacco  growing 
and  cigar  making  countries.  The  female  beetle,  when 
laying  on  a  cigar,  chooses  for  her  egg  laying  the  open  end 
of  the  cigar,  pushes  a  little  in  and  lays  a  group  of  eggs. 
From  the  egg  comes  a  little  jawed,  six-legged  grub  which 
tunnels  a  way  into  the  cigar'*  or  into  pressed  tobacco, 
getting  below  the  surface  and  making  a  series  of  tunnels, 
and  when  full  grown  becomes  a  pupa  from  which  the 
adult  beetle  escapes.  The  little  holes  on  the  cigar  shown 
are  the  flight  holes  through  which  the  adult  beetle 
escapes  after  the  pupal  stage.  This  insect  is  not 
dependent  on  tobacco,  but  takes  willingly  ergot,  figs, 
diiLes,  ginger,  starch,  curry,  rhubarb,  rice  and  cocoa. 
These  three  beetles  are  interesting  to  pharmacists  because 
almost  any  one  of  them,  but  especially  the  first  two, 
Niptus  and  Sitodrepa,  are  very  likely  to  be  found  at  any 
time  in  stores  of  comestibles  or  drugs  which  have  been 
allowed  to  lie  for  a  long  time  without  disturbance. 

Discussion 

The  Chaibman  said  they  had  learned  to  what  an  extent 
they  might  have  a  zoological  garden  in  the  back  shop. 
He  was  reminded  of  the  question  sometimes  heard,  namely, 
whether  a  spider  is  an  insect  or  an  animal.  Perhaps  Dr. 
MacDougall  could  enlighten  them  on  that  point  ? 

Mr.  Wilson  said  Dr.  MacDougall  had  indicated  the 
extraordinary  destructive  power  of  these  small  insects. 
He  would  like  to  ask  if  they  had  any  beneficial  role 
to  play,  or  if  they  were  merely  destructive? 

Mr.  Haiuley  said  they  were  accustomed  to  speak  of 
insect  powder  as  destructive  to  fleas  and  beetles.  He 
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would  like  to  ask  Dr.  MacDougall  if  they  did  poiSoii 
the  beetles,  or  was  it  merely  clogging  of  air  pores  and 
suffocation.  He  had  observed  this  Nipt  us  beetle  causing 
destniction  of  coriander  fruits,  and  on  one  occasion  feed- 
ing on  poppy  capsules.  It  was  very  interesting  to  see 
this  immunity  from  poisoning  on  the  part  of  lower 
organisms  from  poisons  which  were  -destructive  to  higher 
organism.s. 

Mr.  Perkins  said  he  had  seen  samples  of  ergot  and 
ginger  infested  by  these  beetles.  He  had  also  observed 
that  stramonium  leaves  were  frequently  perforated,  and 
probably  that  was  due  to  the  presence  of  these  'beetles. 
He  would  like  to  ask  whether,  by  careful  collecting  and 
drying  of  the  leaves,  the  presence  of  ihese  Deetles  oould 
be  avoided,  or  whether  they  found  their  way  into  the 
stock  in  the  hands  of  the  wholesale,  so  that  the  pharmacist 
purchased  them  along  with  his  supplies  from  the  whole- 
sale. 

Dr.  Tait  said  this  paper .  reminded  him  that  he  had 
observed  in  a  museum  specimen,  probably  over  fifty  years 
old,  what  he  now  thought  was  probably  this  beetle. 
He  thought  he  could  hunt  up  the  specimen  and  see 
whether  this  insect  had  survived. 

Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill  said  he  would  like  to 
acknowledge  their  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Ramsay's  observa- 
tion of  this  interesting  phenomenon. 

Dr.  Stewart  MacDougall,  in  replying,  said  he  would 
bo  very  pleased  to  see  the  Museum  specimen  to  which 
Dr.  Tait  had  referred.  With  regard  to  the  question  as 
to  the  zoological  classification  of  the  spider,  he  might 
say  that  they  came  next  to  the  insect.  Spiders  and 
mites  came  together,  and  differed  from  insects  in  respect 
that  every  insect  had  two  antennae  and  no  spider  had 
any.  Adult  insects  had  three  pairs  of  legs  and  the  spider 
had  four.  There  were  other  differences,  but  this  easily 
distinguished  the  spider  from  the  insect  proper.  Mr. 
Wilson  had  referred  to  destruction  of  the  timber  in 
Westminster  Hall.  The  iuseot  causing  that  destruction 
was  near  in  relationship  of  the  Niptus.  With  regard  to 
the  beneficial  or  useful  functions  of  these  insects,  one  of 
the  most  important  points  in  medical  jurisprudence  was 
to  determine  the  period  that  had  elapsed  between  the 
death  and  the  discovery  of  the  cadaver.  That  is  to  say, 
taking  account  of  the  weather  and  the  temperature,  they 
could  say  whether  a  person  had  been  dead  for  a  week, 
a  month,  three  months  or  six  months,  according  to  the 
fauna  found  on  the  body.  There  is  a  regular  series  of 
attacks  on  the  body  at  the  different  stages  until  at  last 
we  come  to  the  mites  and  their  relatives  feeding  on  the 
residue.  In  the  case  of  plants  dried  and  put  aside, 
these  beetles  were  doing  in  a  kind  of  domesticated  way 
what  their  relatives  were  doing  out  in  the  open  with 
the  trunk  of  the  oak.  They  were  reducing  the  giant  form 
of  the  oak  tree  to  weaker  and  weaker  forms  until  the 
wood  became  quite  brittle,  and  ultimately  it  became 
resolved  into  the  simple  principles  from  vrhich  again  the 
process  of  building  up  began.  Thus  the  cycle  of  nature 
kept  on  repeating  itself,  and  these  beetles  played  a  great 
part  in  the  process  of  the  cycle.  The  ladybird  beetle 
was  introduced  into  California  about  thirty-six  yeai>s  ago 
by  the  orange  growers.  The  I'esult  was  that  within 
eighteen  months  the  pest  of  the  scale  insect  in  the 
orange  groves  had  been  mastered.  This  experiment  was 
extraordinarily  successful  because  the  scale  insect  was  an 
accidental  importation  from  Australia,  and  by  importing 
the  Australian  ladybird  beetle  they  were  providing  it 
with  its  natural  food.  In  regard  to  insect  powder,  he 
understood  it  consisted  of  pyrethruni  flowers.  He  was 
not  sure  that  it  would  actually  kill  the  cockroach,  but  it 
certainly  stupefied  them.  The  safe  plan  was  to  sweep  up 
the  stupefied  insects  and  drop  them  into  boiling  water. 
Otherwise,  it  was  quite  possible  that  if  thrown  out,  they 
might  in  the  fresh  air  revive,  with  the  result  that  they 
might  be  catching  the  same  cockroaches  over  and  over 
again.  They  must,  therefore,  make  sure  that  the  insects 
were  dead  and  not  merely  stupefied. 

On  thf  motion  of  the  Chairman,  a  cordial  vote  of 
thanks  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Dott  and  Dr.  R.  Stewart 
MacDougall.

Drug  Index 

Summary  1921-1928  Inclusive 

The  average  drug  index  for  1928  has  varied  but  little 
from  that  of  1927,  so  small,  indeed,  that  it  would  be 
confusing  to  try  to  show  it  on  graph,  and  tliis 
is  omitted  on  that  account.  The  figure  began 
at  138.3,  and  following  slight  variations  finished  at  134.7. 
For  practical  purposes  no  difference  can  be  made  in  stock- 
taking. In  surgical  dressings  there  has  been  a  greater 
difference,  varying  from  205.4  to  190.4.  At  first  it 
would  appear  that  there  was  cause  for  making  allowanco 
in  writing  down  stock,  but  the  figure  was  only  reached 
in  the  last  month.  The  present  index-figure  can  scarcely 
be  called  a  stability  one,  which  might  be  expected  to 
be  nearer  198,  judging  by  past  variations.

Qualitative  Analysis 

A  mixture  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis.  The 
mixture  may  contain  metallic  and  acidic  radicals  occurring 
in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  or  any  of  the  commoner 
radicals  not  mentioned  in  that  work,  and  is  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  con- 
stituents are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that 
the  substances  detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the 
mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
not  a  stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
January  8,  on  which  day  the  samples  will  be  posted. 
Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  _  Saturday, 
January  19.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account 
of  the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  con- 
stituents detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as 
an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the 
essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

The  analysis  announced  above  forms  the  third  exercise 
in  the  analytical  tournament  for  the  current  winter  session. 
The  usual  monthly  first  and  second  prizes  in  this  series  of 
analyses  will  be  rewarded  only  to  apprentices  or  assistants 
who' are  preparing  for  the  Qualifying  examination  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland, 
which  fact  invst  he  attested  on  their  reports.

A  Non-Member's  Reflections 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  merits,  I 
think,  a  little  criticism.  Reading  the  account  of  the 
.attendance  at  the  last  annual  meeting  reminds 
one  of  an  average  order  from  an  average  pharma- 
cist to  iiis  average  patent-medicine  house,  viz.  :  — 
xV  doz.  each  presidents,  vice-presidents,  treasurers, 
solicitors,  registrars,  Scottish  secretaries,  and  editors ; 
1^  doz.  councillors ;  and  3f  doz.  of  anything  we  like, 
to  make  up  a  carriage-paid  order.  This,  out  of  13,566 
members  of  the  Society  or  20,000  pharmacists,  is  repre- 
sented as  expressing  satisfaction  with  the  Society's 
activities.  It  may  be  so,  of  course ;  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  it  may  equally  represent  supreme  indifference, 
especially  when  one  bears  in  mind  that  6,947  members  of 
the  Society  did  not  care  "  a  hang  "  who  controlled  the 
Society's  actions.  Personally,  I  think  this  to  be  the 
true  explanation.  I  have  been  intimately  connected 
with  this  trade  for  over  thirty-six  years,  and  it  appears 
to  me  that  both  pharmacy  and  the  pharmacist  have 
degenerat-ed. 

Let  us  examine  a  few  possible  causes,  and  let  us  start 
with  the  word  "  pharmacy,"  described  in  the  dictionary 
as  "  The  art  of  preparing  and  compounding  medicines." 
Examinations  were  established  to  prove  the  competency 
of  individuals  to  practise  the  art ;  but  I  contend  that 
pharmacists  were  never  trained  to  practise .  real  phar- 
macy, but  merely  to  pass  the  examinations — a  vastly 
different  matter.  Common  or  garden  pharmacy  is  usually 
confined  to  dispensing  doctors'  prescriptions  ;  and  where 
N.H.I,  scripts  do  not  predominate,  a  good  deal  of  the 
art  of  pharmacy  is  used  in  overcoming  difficulties  occa- 
sioned by  incapable  prescribers — the  fancy  stuff  mer- 
chants. But  what  about  the  preparing,  as  distinct  from 
compounding,  medicines  ?  Very  few  certificated  men 
show  any  ■  competency  in  that  dn'ection,  simply  because 
college  training  is  no  use  for  the  job  ;  and  this  lack  of 
competency  in  preparing  medicines  has  been  the  down- 
fall of  both  the  art  itself  and  its  practisers. 

The  Society  never  foresaw  this  state  of  affairs.  It 
took  them  a  generation  or  two  to  realise  that  if  a  can- 
didate had  passed  one  section  of  the  examination,  it  was 
unfair  and  stuipid  to  make  him  do  it  again.  Three  or 
four  years'  apprenticeship  in  a  shop  meant  very  little 
tliirity  years  ago ;  it  means  still  less  to-day,  and  yet 
the  system  still  olbtains.  Bearing  this  in  mind,  is  it  to 
be  wondered  at  that  the  average  pharmacist  is  shop- 
keeper from  A  to  Y,  and  pharmacist  for  Z  only? 
Another  mistake  the  Society  made  for  generations  was 
to  try  to  run  the  pharmaceutical  hare  with  the  shop- 
keeping  hound.  It  took  a  legal  case  to  prove  what  a 
simple  application  of  logic  to  the  Charter  would  have 
done.  We  now  have  the  Pharmaceiitical  Society  for 
pharmacy  and  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  for  trade ; 
but  there  is  evidence  that  the  Society  have  not  even 
now  learned  their  lesson.  Is  it  to  be  wondered  at  that 
IDharmacy  is  looked  upon  as  the  scullery  maid  of  the 
medical  profession?  What  I  would  like  to  see  come  to  pass 
is  the  Society  severing  itself  entirely  from  everything  con- 
nected with  trade. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  must 
accept  responsibility  for  the  present  chaotic  state  in 
which  pharmacy  finds  itself.  Old-fashioned  pharmacists 
were  not  only  medicine  mixers,  they  were  also  accepted 
prescribers  and  compounders.  The  pharmacist  has  not 
kept  his  iDlace ;  he  has  mortgaged  his  birthright  for  a 
mess  of  easy  profit ;  he  has  ceased  to  be  a  compounder 
in  any  sense  of  the  word,  and  has  wilted  into  an 
obsequious  servitude  to  the  packed  goods  proprietor  and 
the  patent-medicine  vendor.  That  I  myself  am  an  excep- 
tion to  the  rule  is  due,  I  think,  to  the  fact  that  I  spent 
several  years  in  manufacturing  laboratories ;  and  that 
is  why  I  contend  for  laboratory  training  in  contradistinc- 
tion to  medicine  mixing  in  a  shop.  What  support  is  the 
Society  entitled  to,  bearing  in  mind  its  handling  of  the 
N.H.i.  problem?  And  forty-five  members  gathered  to 
collect  the  jDlums  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  tree. 
The  droopers  for  the  drupes. — Selah  (5/6). 


A  Member's  Reply 

Those  reflections  by  a  non -member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  afford  an  apt  illustration  of  the  way  in  whicfi 
dissenters  from  the  views  of  the  majority  manage  to 
convince  themselves  that  the  minority  is  always  right. 
His  criticisms,  rightly  direoted  as  by  a  member  of  th© 
Society,  might  prove  extremely  helpful,  particularly  if 
he  proved  his  sincerity  up  to  the  hilt  by  .taking  steps  to 
secure  election  on  the  Council,  and  working  hard  when 
he  had  attained  to  that  position  of  responsibility. 

In  all  the  _  years  that  I  have  been  connected 
with  the  Society  I  have  never  known  the  room 
to  be  overcrowded  on  the  occasion  of  an  annual 
meeting.  The  reason  is  mainly  a  geographical  one,  but 
associated  \yiitli  considerations  of  expense.  Though,  were 
grave  questions  of  policy  to  be  raised  for  discussion  at  an 
annual  meeting,  the  attendance  would  be  big  enough  for 
anything,  as  witness  what  has  happened  in  the  past  when 
special  general  meetings  were  held  to  decide  serious 
issues.  Indifference  is  certainly  not  the  reason  of  small 
attendances  at  annual  meetings. 

Pliarmacy  is,  I  agi'ee,  something  more  than  the  dis- 
pensing of  medicines.  It  is,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  much 
more,_  and  it  is  the  fault  of  chemists  in  business  that 
this  is  not  generally  recognised.  Apprentices  in  olden 
tames  were  taught  pharmacy,  and  it  should  warm  the 
heart  of  the  Society's  critic  to  observe  what  the  Councdl 
is  now  doing  to  ensure  proper  training  during  appren- 
ticeship. Will  they  receive  the  suipport  of  those  who  take 
aipprenbices  ,in  making  the  training  in  pharmacy  a  real 
thing,  including  the  preparing  as  well  as  the  dispensing 
of  medicines?  Unless  they  do,  it  is  useless  for  any  non- 
memfber  critic  to  expect  a  better  condition  of  affairs  than 
exists  now.  Far  from  not  foreseeing  this  state  of 
affairs,  the  leaders  of  the  Society  have  always 
seen  ahead.  That  changes  in  examination  methods 
have  been  slow  proves  no  lack  of  foresight ;  it  simply 
indicates  extreme  caution  and  poor  material  to  work  on. 
Criticism  of  the  oral  examination  system  is  .baseless,  and 
it  will  be  an  evil  day  if  ever  the  viva-voce  test  is  en- 
tirely .abolished.  Luck  counts  for  much  more  in  written 
examinations  than  it  does  in  the  case  of  oral  examina- 
tions. We  are  overcrowded  to-day  because  of  the 
false  hopes  held  out  to  ex-Servioe  men  and  the  mistake 
made  by  the  Government  in  allowing  itself  to  be  per- 
suaded into  parting  with  so  much  public  money  for 
training  purposes  after  the  war. 

Your  non-member  correspondent  is  very  illogical  in 
places,  as  where  he  gibes  at  the  Society  for  its  associa- 
tion with  shopkeeping,  though  most  of  its  members  are 
shopkeepers.  How  can  the  Society  sever  itself  entirely 
from  everything  connected  with  trade,  except  by  getting 
rid  of  all  those  members?  Why  should  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  accept  responsibility  for  "  the  present 
chaotic  state  in  which  pharmacy  finds  itself  "  ?  Is  our 
present  case  truly  "  chaotic  "  ?  Nothing  like  what  it 
was  eighty-seven  years  ago,  and  certainly  less  muddled 
than  it  has  been  at  any  intermediate  period  since  then. 
The  average  chemist  and  druggist  to-day  is  far-and-away 
superior  to  what  the  average  di'ug-seller  was  in  the  past, 
and  he  is  none  the  worse  for  having  ceased  to  be  a 
prescriber.  Why  pretend  to  be  qualified  to  do  that  which 
we  are  not  really  competent  to  do?  That  old 
yarn  about  the  mortgaged  birthright  is  as  exag- 
gerated as  the  report  of  Mark  Twain's  death  appeared 
to  Mark  Twain  himself. 

What  support,  he  asks,  is  the  Society  entitled  to, 
bearing  in  mind  the  matter  of  arranging  terms 
for  National  Health  Insurance  dispensing?  Why,  all 
the  support  that  he  and  every  other  registered  chemist 
can  render.  Let  your  disgruntled  correspondent  decide 
to  make  the  forty-sixth  member  to  collect  the  plums  from 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  tree,  rather  than*  continue 
to  enjoy  those  plums  from  the  self-same  tree  which  havo 
fallen  on  his  side  of  the  fence  that  divides  him  from 
the  Society.  Every  chemist  and  druggist  who  is  a  non- 
member  of  the  Society  benefits  by  its  existence  and  its 
work.— "  Keites  "  ^9/7). 
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The  Varying  Characters  of 
Certain  Galenicals 

By  J.  H.  FrankUn,  Ph.C. 

In  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  December  8,  1928, 
there  appeared  the  following  note,  taken  from  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Trinidad  and 
Tobago  : — 

'■  At  the  October  meeting  of  the  Societv,  Mr.  Walcott  said 
that  The  Chemist  and  Dhl'GGIst  should  be  written  to,  asking 
what  was  the  best  means  of  meeting  the  great  differemoe 
there  was  in  several  well-known  preparations  of  the  B.P. 
sent  out  by  the  different  manufacturing  chemists,  which 
created  the  impres;sion  in  the  lay  mind,  and  even  with 
medical  men,  that  there  hats  been  some  kind  of  substitution, 
while,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  ,tlierai>6utic  value  and  stan- 
dard strength  was  the  same.  .  .  ." 

At  the  same  time  a  letter  was  received  by  the  Editor 
from  the  secretary  to  the  Trinidad  Association  asking 
for  some  comments  upon  the  subject.  In  the  letter  he 
said  that  even  some  of  the  medical  men  are  inclined  to 
charge  the  druggist  with  substitution,  and  he  specially 
mentioned  tinct.  lavand.  co.,  tinct.  cardam.  co.,  ext. 
ergotse  liq.,  and  ext.  glycyrrh.  liq.,  all  B.P.  preparations, 
of  course,  about  which  the  Society  would  like  some  infor- 
mation. At  the  Editor's  request  I  am  making  an  attempt 
to  deal  with  the  problem  from  a  general  jjoiiit  of  view, 
as  it  is  impossible  to  criticise  the  preparations  without 
having  seen  specimens. 

At  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
and  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association  in 
November  last,  I  opened  a  discussion  on  "  Everyday 
Problems  in  the  Pharmacy,"  and  I  submitted  the  follow- 
ing notes  to  the  meeting  : — 

Preparation  of  Tinctures  from  Solid  Extracts 
Quite  a  number  of  advertisements  have  appeared  in  the 
trade  Press  during  this  year,  recommending  extracts  for 
preparing  B.P.  tinctures.  It  should  be  clearly  understood 
that  to  dissolve  an  extract  in  alcohol  of  the  strength  specified 
in  the  B.P.  will  not  produce  a  B.P.  tincture.  B.P.  tinctures 
and  liquid  extracts  are  almost  invariably  produced  hv 
extracting  the  specified  drug  with  a  specified  strength  of 
alcohol,  and,  therefore,  dissolving  an  extract  in  alcohol  will 
certainly  not  produce  a  B.P.  tincture.  I  am  positive  that 
ethically  and  pharmaoeutically  it  is  a  very  wrong  thing 
to  do. 

Variable  Colour  of  Certain  Tinctures 
There  has  been  correspondence  in  the  pharmaceutical  Press 
on  the  different  colours  found  in  tinctures  of  belladonna, 
digitalis  and  hyoscyamus,  and  tlie  trouble  this  variation 
causes  in  dispensing.  This  is  a  great  annoyance  to  dispens- 
ing chemists,  as  you  can  imagine,  and  the  cause  of  the 
trouble  can  only  be  due  to  the  use  of  foreign  leaves  or  of 
old  or  faded  English  leaves.  I  cannot  conceive  anyone  using 
extracts  (as  mentioned  earlie.r)  for  preparing  these  important 
galenicals,  but  if  extracts  are  used  there  must  be  great 
variation  in  the  products.  Specimens  are  shown  of  the  type 
of  English-grown  leaves  that  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  used 
for  the  galenicals  named.  It  is  important  to  use  the  best 
raw  material,  and  the  English-grown  leaves  are  immensely 
superior  to  the  foreign  and  are  much  more  unifonn. 

I  felt  that  these  notes  were  not  considered  by  my 
audience  to  be  of  great  importance,  but  to  me  they  were 
of  the  greatest  importance,  because  chemists  were  having 
trouble  with  varying  colours,  etc.,  in  prescriptions,  and 
if  we  have  such  troubles  in  this  country  it  is  safe  to 
say  they  are  having  similar,  or  perhajjs  worse,  troubles  in 
Trinidad,  and  also  with  less  chance  of  making  a  good 
defence  on  account  of  being  so  far  from  the  source  of 
manufacture.  It  appears  to  me  to  be  necessary  to  drive 
home  this  matter  of  the  preparation  of  tinctures  from 
extracts,  and  to  ask  what  is  likely  to  be  the  result  if 
this  unofficial  method  is  adopted.  We  have  enough 
variations  to  disturb  the  patients,  in  the  tinctures  com- 
plained of,  even  when  they  are  made  from  a  binding  and 
official  formula ;  but  the  same  preparations  would  vary 
enoi-mously  if  they  were  made  from  extracts  for  which 
there  is  no  official  formula,  and  if  everyone  manufactured 
the  extracts  as  they  pleased,  from  any  menstruum,  and 
any  strength  of  menstruum,  and  i>erhaps  excessive  heating 
where  no  heat  should  be  applied. 


TiNCTURA  Lavandulae  Composita 

This  i^reparation  depends  for  its  colour  on  red 
Sanders  wood,  and  it  is  certain  that  the  variation 
in  colour  should  not  exceed  10  per  cent.,  which  is  not 
enough  to  disturb  the  lay  mind  or  the  medical  man  :  if 
they  expect  closer  uniformity,  they  are  certain  to  be 
disappointed,  as  Mother  Nature  does  not  produce  her 
roots,  leaves, 'etc.,  with  a  g.-eater  measure  of  uniformity 
than  I  have  mentioned.  The  main  cause  of  the  trouble 
is  the  use  of  iron,  galvanised  iron  and  tinned  iron  perco- 
lators and  containers ;  and  the  comments  on  compound 
tincture  of  cardamoms  in  the  following  note  apply  in  a 
great  measure  to  this  tincture.  It  must  be  clearly  under- 
stood that  this  tincture  should  contain  the  B.P.  propor- 
tion of  alcohol,  otherwi.se  the  colour  is  bound  to  vary, 
because  the  colouring  matter  of  the  red  sanders  wood  is 
not  given  up  to  water,  and  weaker  alcohol  than  the  B.P. 
prescribes  will  result  in  a  tincture  of  poor  colour. 

TiNCTURA  Cardamomi  Composita 
About  three  years  ago  pharmacists  in  this  country  were 
having  trouble  with  prescriptions  containing  tinct.  card. 
CO.  differing  in  colour  to  such  an  extent  that  serious  com- 
plaints about  the  variation  were  received  ;  and  the  matter 
became  so  acute  that  the  problem  was  referred  by  the 
Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  to  the  Science  Committee  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  for  investi- 
gation. A  comprehensive  paper  on  this  tincture  was  read 
by  R.  R.  Bennett,  the  present  chairman  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference,  at  the  Leicester  Conference 
in  1926 ;  he  recommended  adjusting  the  tinctui-e  to  a 
hydrogen-ion  concentration  of  Ph  7,  which  he  obtained 
by  the  use  of  sodium  phosphate.  Ph  7  is  the  point  of 
neutrality,  and  in  this  state  the  tincture  is  least  sensitive 
to  slight  changes  in  acidity  or  alkalinity.  It  must  be 
remembered  that  the  cochineal  in  tinct.  card.  co.  is  an 
indicator  and  subject  to  great  colour  changes  with  slight 
changes  in  acidity  or  alkalinity.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
the  use  of  a  buffer,  such  as  sodium  phosphate,  has  some- 
thing to  recommend  it ;  but  the  objections  are  that  it 
introduces  a  foreign  substance  into  the  tincture,  and  the 
introduction  of  a  hydrogen-ion  value  into  a  common  tinc- 
ture of  this  kind  might  introduce  another  difficulty  for 
the  retail  pharmacist — and  we  are  bound  to  remember  that 
the  Pharmacopoeia  is  designed  for  the  retail  pharmacist 
to  prepare  his  own  B.P.  preparations  as  far  as  possible. 
It  was  also  shown  in  the  paper  mentioned  what  effect 
metallic  contact  had  on  the  tincture,  and  many  pharma- 
cists were  familiar  with  this.  Other  inquiries  were  com- 
menced about  the  same  time  which  confirmed  the  view 
that  there  was  great  variation  in  this  colouring 
and  flavouring  tincture.  It  was  discovered  that  one  manu- 
facturer used  a  barrel  for  the  preparation,  presumably 
to  overcome  the  difficulty  of  metallic  contamination  :  and 
it  was  also  said  that  some  samples  contained  aniline  dye, 
probably  used  to  overcome  the  difficulty  of  the  precipitate, 
mainly  due  to  the  cochineal,  which  forms  in  B.P.  tinct. 
card.  CO.  In  another  case  the  product  was  over  100  jjer 
cent,  darker  than  an  average  siimple,  owing  to  the  use 
of  a  tinned  iron  percolator  and  perforated  plate  in  which 
the  iron  had  become  exposed.  Copper  percolators  are 
also  fatal  to  the  colour  of  the  preparation. 

I  do  not  doubt  that  well-galvanised  iron  perco- 
lators or  well-galvanised  tin  or  copper  perco- 
lators can  be  used  with  an  amount  of  safety ;  but  I 
maintain  that  they  will  ultimately  lead  to  trouble  and  a 
great  variation  in  colour,  and  it  is  strongly  recommended 
that  glass  or  stoneware  percolators  should  be  used  for 
the  preparation.  My  experience  suggests  that  metal 
vessels  of  any  liind  should  not  be  used  for  preparing, 
storing,  or  exporting,  as  the  slightest  contamination  with 
iron,  zinc  or  copper  will  change  the  colour  of  the  tincture 
in  a  remarkable  degree.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
colour  keeps  extremely  well,  as  I  have  two  samples 
before  me  made  three  years  ago  that  have  hardly  varied 
in  colour,  although  they  have  been  kept  in  small  whit* 
glass  bottles  in  a  window  for  almost  the  whole  time.  If 
the  variation  in  the  tinctures  used  in  Trinidad  is  so 
great  as  to  cause  suggestions  of  substitution,  I  feel 
strongly  that  metallic  contamination  is  the  main  cause  of 
the  trouble,  because  the  natural  variation  in  a  tincture  pre- 
pared with  the  usual  care  will  not  be  sufficient  seriously 
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to  disturb  patients ;  this  natural  variation  from  an  aver- 
?ige  sample  is  not  likely  to  be  more  than  10  per  cent,  on 
<}ither  side,  and  a  narrower  margin  can  only  be  got  by 
Standardising  the  cochineal  used.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
little  has  been  done  during  the  last  three  years  to  stan- 
dardise the  colour  of  the  preparation,  and  exporters  are 
<}arn«stly  requested  to  consider  if  something  cannot  be 
devised  to  save  our  brother  pharmacists  in  the  Colonies 
this  worry  and  anxiety.  Th«  tincture  at  the  best  is  abso- 
lutely tinworthy  of  its  place  in  the  B.P. ;  it  has  not  a 
rich  colour  (the  colouring  matter  is  in  the  nature  of  an 
indicator),  it  is  very  poor  as  a  flavouring  agent,  and  as 
a  sweetener  it  is  most  unsatisfactory.  Every  pharmacist 
Icnows  that  it  is  incompatible  with  a  large  number  of 
other  drugs  with  which  it  is  compounded.  Diluted  with 
Manchester  water,  which  is  soft,  it  is  10  per  cent,  darker 
than  when  diluted  with  distilled  water,  and  when  diluted 
with  some  natural  waters  the  colour  is  almost  totally 
thrown  down  and  a  bulky  precipitate  is  formed. 

It  is  strongly  advocated  that  an  entirely  new  formula 
should  be  introduced  into  the  next  B.P.  on  the  lines  of 
the  formula  suggested  by  IMcCutcheon  and  (at  the  London 
Conference  in  1923)  in  a  paper  given  by  J.  H.  Franklin, 
dn  which  he  showed  tlie  all-round  defects  of  the  present 
B.P.  preparation  and  gave  a  formula  whereby  a  prepara- 
tion could  bo  easily  produced  which  is  compatible  with 
almost  every  other  drug,  and,  in  addition,  is  immensely 
superior  as  a  colouring,  flavouring  and  sweetening  agent. 
Finally,  until  we  know  ■what  changes  may  be  made  in 
the  new  B.P.,  I  suggest  that  the  tincture  should  be  made 
with  care  and  pride,  avoiding  all  metallic  contamination, 
and,  if  this  is  not  enough  to  produce  a  degree  of  uni- 
formity, standardising  eacli  batch  for  colour  to  a  I'ecog- 
iiised  standard.  Considering  that  tinct.  lavand.  co.  and 
tinct.  card.  co.  are  practically  the  only  preparations  in 
t'lie  B.P.  used  for  colouring  medicine,  it  is  advisable  that 
they  should  be  standardised  to  an  approximately  definite 
standard  of  colour ;  and  this  suggestion  is  put  forward 
for  the  consideration  of  the  New  Pharmacopoeia  Com- 
mittee. We  appear  to  have  failed  to  get  approximate 
imiformity  both  at  home  and  abroad  for  these  tinctures, 
and  as  uniformity  is  one  of  the  objects  of  the  B.P.  tbere 
is  good  ground  for  the  suggestion  that  they  should  be 
standardised  in  the  next  Pliarmacopceia.  Mr.  Mallinson, 
of  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union,  has,  I  believe,  also 
suggeisted  that  they  should  be  standardised  for  colour. 

ExTRACTUM  Ergots  Liquidum 
One  finds  variation  in  colour  in  this  preparation.  In 
some  specimens  the  colour  is,  in  my  opinion,  too  dark, 
i.e.,  the  colour  is  deeper  than  it  sliould  be  by  any  reason- 
able method  of  preparation,  allowing  latitude  for  the 
different  manufacturers'  plant  and  appliances.  The  colour 
varies  for  several  reasons,  such  as  the  varying  amount 
of  colour  yielded  by  ergot  from  different  countries,  in 
addition  to  seasonal  variations,  neither  of  which  can  be 
avoided,  but  will  not  cause  serious  trouble  to  doctors, 
patients  or  chemists,  as  they  can  be  explained.  Occasion- 
ally the  product  is  pale,  suggesting  that  the  'evaporation 
of  the  liquor  'has  been  conducted  at  very  low  temperature, 
while  others  are  dark  and  almost  suggest  overheating., 
There  is  a  further  difficulty  in  regard  to  this  prepara- 
tion since  the  introduction  of  tOie.  physiologically  tested 
liquid  extract.  On  account  of  the  method  of  extraction  of 
the  raw  drug  (acidified  alcohol  has  to  be  employed  to  get 
a  preparation  that  will  pass  the  biological  standards),  a 
product  is  obtained  which  is  only  about  half  as  deep  in 
colour  as  an  average  sample  of  B.P.  liquid  extract,  and 
I  cannot  see  that  anything  can  be  done  in  regard  to  the 
physiologically  standardised  liquid  extract  unless  it  is  to 
colour  it  to  match  approximately  the  colour  of  an  aver- 
age sample,  of  B.P.  liquid  extract.  It  is  almost 
certain  that  the  long  expected  new  B.P.  will 
provide  for  a  physiologically  tested  liquid  extract  to  re- 
place the  present  one  (which  is  not  active) ;  and  if  in  order 
to  prepare  an  active  physiologically  standardised  prepara- 
tion it  is  necessary  to  use  methods  which  differ  from  those 
in  the  B.P.,  then  no  logical  objection  can  be  made  if  the 
j)rpduct  is-  standardised  to  the  colour  of  the  B.P.  pre- 
^afration. 

EXTE.ACTDM  GlYCYRRHIZ^-  LiQTJIDUM 

Variations  in  colour  of  this  galenical  are  found,  and 
are  probably  due  to  some  of  the  following  reasons.  First, 


the  use  of  the  root  from,  say,  three  or  four  different  parts 
of  Europe  and  Asia.  We  also  liavo  differences  due  to  the 
quantity  of  cortex  taken  from  the  root.  Thus  we  have 
"  once  peeled  "  and  "  double  peeled  "  root  on  the  market, 
and  it  is  well  known  that  the  root  bark  contains  more 
colour  than  the  internal  portion;  therefore  the  amount 
of  cortex  removed  is  dmportant,  as  a  •weU-decorticated 
root  yieids  a  better  liquid  extract,  but  of  a  paler  colour. 
The  B.P.  directs  the  peeled  root  to  be  used  in  making 
the  liquid  extract ;  and  the  serious  competition  in  this 
article  that  one  sometimes  hears  of  almost  suggests  that 
the  much  cheaper  unpeeled  root  may  have  been  used  in 
place  of  the  former,  but  I  cannot  conceive  that  anyone 
would  do  this.  Another  source  of  trouble  in  regard  to 
the  colour  is  the  use  of  different  methods  of  concentra- 
tion. Some  manufacturers  will  concentrate  at  very  low 
temperatures,  others  will  use  a  moderate  heat,  and  soma 
will  use  a  temperature  about  the  boiling  point  of  water, 
and  so  further  variations  in  colour  are  introduced  in  this 
article,  the  higher  temperature  giving  the  preparation  a 
darker  and  richer  colour. 


Cinchona  in  Annam 

The  experimental  cinchona  plantation  set  up  in  Annam 
on  March  4,  1927,  for  the  study  of  conditions  with  a  view 
to  the  introduction  of  Java  cinchona  has  issued  a  report. 
An  enter^Drise  of  this  kind  has  grave  risks,  but  if  success- 
ful it  should  play  an  important  part  in  prices  of  the 
future.  The  preliminary  step  of  cari-jdng  out  tentative 
experiments  is  being  completed  before  attempting  to 
grow  ti'ees  on  a  large  scale,  and  the  Government  of 
French  Indo-China,  recognising  the  probable  public  bene- 
fit, have  decided  to  subsidise  the  work  to  the  extent 
of  $25,000  per  annum.  Lands  at  an  altitude  of  between 
925  and  1,000  metres  have  been  selected,  and  a  tract  of 
about  5,000  hectares  acquired.  Spaces  of  nine  hectares 
were  cleared,  and  in  each  of  these  five  hectares  were 
left  as  green  pasture  land,  three  are  being  'Used  for 
transplantation,  and  the  other  forms  the  nursery.  Two 
houses  for  European  officials  have  been  constructed,  as 
well  as  quai-ters  for  native  agents  and  lodgings  for  the 
workers.  Seedlings  from  three  varieties,  Cinchona  suc- 
ciruhra,  C.  Ledgerlana  and  C.  malabar,  were  planted  in 
the  beginning  of  April  1927.  The  growth  was  normal, 
and  early  in  1928  the  young  plants  were  transplanted 
on  to  the  three-acre  space.  Observations  have  also  been 
made  on  the  five  acres  of  land  as  a  study  of  the 
natural  vegetation.  Conjointly  with  this  work  a 
systematic  survey  of  suitable  land  has  been  undertaken 
and  samples  of  earth  taken.  As  a  result  of  this  the 
agi'icultural  service  has  caused  to  be  held  in  reserve  the 
four  areas,  Finnom,  Lien-Khanh,  Dangia  and  Datroum, 
the  total  area  covering  about  7,500  'hectares,  at  an  alti- 
tude of  from  9O0  to  1,000  metres.  This  will  permit  of 
open  spacing  of  the  trees,  a  condition  which  is  necessary 
in  order  to  avoid  hybridation.

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  III. 

One  Aspect 

of  the  gradual  absorption  of  old-established  phar- 
macies by  certain  limited  companies  is  worthy  of  more 
than  passing  notice.  I  refer  to  tbe  continuance  of  busi- 
ness under  •the  name  of  the  former  proprietor  or  proprie- 
tors. Presumably  this  is  done  by  arrangement,  as  one  of 
the  conditions  of  sale,  and  the  practice  is  not  perhaps 
essentially  different  from  what  often  occui-s  when  _  a 
business  passes  from  the  hands  of  one  individual  proprie- 
tor to  those  of  anotber.  But  it  appears  to  me  that  there 
is  a  difference,  in  'that  the  control  of  the  business  passes 
from  a  duly  qualified  person  to  an  association  which  may 
consist  almost  entirely  of  unqualified  persons,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  public  who  resort  to  the  pharmacy  are  misled 
to  the  extent  that  they  may  think  they  are  dealing  witb 
an  individual  proprietor  when  such  is  not  the  case.  I 
anticipate  tbe  comment  by  the  manager  of  any  pharmacy 
where  such  a  change  over  has  taken  place — that  in  deal- 
ing with  him  customers  are  virtually  in  the  same  position 
as  in  dealing  with  an  individual  proiH-ietor — by  stating 
that  his  argumen't  does  not  caiTy  conviction  to  my  mind. 
In  the  public  interest,  no  less  than  in  the  interest  of  all 
pharmacists — whether  proprietors  or  employees — it  seems 
desirable  that  the  style  of  the  limited  company  should 
be  prominently  displayed  in  every  instance  of  the  kind 
to  which  I  have  directed  attention. 

Another  Reform 

which  I  should  like  to  see,  again  in  the 
joint  interest  of  the  public  and  of  the  profession  of  phar- 
macy, is  that  the  law  should  require  prominent  display 
of  the  name  of  the  manager  of  every  pharmacy  which 
is  not  under  the  actual  management  of  an  individual  pro- 
prietor, and  the  name  of  the  latter  when  he  is  carrying 
on  business  under  a  different  style.  Regulations  to  this 
effect  would  be  of  inestimable  value  to  pharmacists 
generally,  and  should  go  far  in  the  direction  of  counter- 
acting the  undue  commercialisation  of  our  business  which 
is  so  unpleasantly  pronounced  a  tendency  at  the  present 
time.  Non-proprietor  pharmacists  would  be  particularly 
well  advised  if  they  were  to  band  themselves  toge^ther 
with  the  object  of  securing  such  a  reform  as  I  have  indi- 
cated, as  it  would  tend  to  their  direct  benefit  whilst 
acting  as  assistants  or  managers,  and  would  also  tend 
to  improve  their  position  if,  and  when,  they  become  pro- 
prietors. In  any  business  of  a  pi-ofessional  or  quasi- 
professional  character  the  personality  of  the  person  in 
whom  the  professional  element  is  vested  should  be  plainly 
manifested,  equally  for  the  benefit  of  the  individual  and 
for  that  of  those  who  have  occasion  to  resort  to  the 
place  where  that  person  is  in  charge.  I  suggest  con- 
sideration of  this  principle  as  a  matter  of  particular 
importance  to  us  now  and  in  the  immediate  future. 

Reference 

in  your  review  of  the  past  year  to  our  losses  by 
death  reminds  me  of  personal  associations  with  Several 
of  those  whose  names  probably  convey  little  to  a  large 
number  of  your  readers,  whose  memories  of  matters  phar- 
maceutical do  not  caiTy  them  back  more  than  twenty 
years.  The  late  E.  J.  Wall  had  a  remai-kable  know- 
ledge of  photographic  matters,  at  a  tiiiie  when  chemists 
and  druggists  who  catered  for  photographic  business  were 
few  and  far  between.  He  was  a  facile  writer  on  pretty 
well  every  branch  of  photography  and  a  fount  of  inspira- 
tion on  photo-chemistry,  etc.  I  can  well  remember  ask- 
ing him  if  he  had  seen  the  earliest  reference  in  an  English 
paper  to  Rontgen's  work  in  connection  with  the  discoveiy 
of  a--rays,  and  what  was  his  opinion  of  the  genuineness 
of  the  discovery.  His  veiply,  to  the  effect  that  there  was 
nothing  inherently  impossible  about  the  existence  of  such 
rays,  impressed  me  much  at  the  time,  and  more  later 
when  he  and  I  witnessed  together  some  of  the  first 
x-ray  experiments  in  this  country.  He  was  indeed  a 
genius  of  no  mean  order.  So  was  another  old  acquaint- 
ance, R._  Darton  Gibbs,  of  whom  I  have  many  pleasant 
recollections.  At  the  time  when  compressed  tablets 
were  gi'adually  forcing  themselves  upon  attention  as  a 
particularly  convenient  means  of  administering  medicine, 


he  consulted  me  about  the  production  of  such  a  tablet 
machine  as  might  be  used  in  any  pharmacy.  Later,  ho 
sent  me  for  inspection  a  most  ingenious  little  machin© 
lie  had  devised.  It  was  inexpensive,  could  be  affixed 
readily  to  the  edge  of  the  counter,  and  was  worked  by 
means  of  a  lever  handle  much  like  that  of  a  beer-pump. 
The  machine  was  illustrated  in  advertisements  appearing 
in  the  C.  <£•  D.  of  those  days,  but  I  doubt  if  any  speci- 
men of  it  can  now  be  produced. 

No  Class  > 

of  medicament  has  occupied  more  space  in  tha 
history  of  medicine  than  plasters.  The  very  first  wound 
suffered  by  the  first  authentic  specimen  of  homo  sapiens 
had  some  sort  of  a  plaster  applied  to  it.  It  seems  the  in- 
stinctive thing  to  do — ^to  appJy  a  sticky  mass  on  a  founda- 
tion which  is  a  means  of  holding  the  medicament  in 
position,  and  is  also  a  support  for  the  damaged  tissues. 
But  it  was  really  a  brilliant  idea.  There  is  no  wonder 
that  plasters  have  maintained  a  prominent  place  in  materia 
medica  right  down  to  these  days  when  bandages  and  non- 
adhesive  dressings  have  been  found  to  be  so  much  mora 
convenient  and  cleanly.  The  name  carries  us  baci  to  the 
beginnings  of  civilisation.  It  is  Greek  in  its  origin,  and 
is  almost  certainly  derived  from  e/LLnKaa-crai  — •  to  daub 
over,  to  plaster  up.  The  earlier  Greek  physicians  em- 
ployed the  name  in  two  different  forms :  Hippocrates  has 
(Hirxdarov,  ind  Dioscorides  e/jLTrKaarpos ;  but  Galen, 
Pluiy  and  Celsus  have  einr\d<TTpov.  In  later  times, 
the  Latin  form  "  emplastrum  "  has  been  pretty  uniformly 
used. 

The  Extent 

to  which  they  were  employed  by  the  physicians 
of  former  times  may  be  estimated  by  the  large  amount 
of  space  which  they  occupy  in  Galen's  works ;  Celsus 
describes  twenty-eight  kinds ;  Paulus  ^gineta  gives 
formulas  for  nearly  ninety  ;  while  Myrepsus  finds  room  for 
almost  two  hundred.  In  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth 
centuries  over  a  hundred  kinds  were  used  in  Europe,  and 
upwards  of  forty  of  them  found  places  in  the  first  Ixsndon 
Pharmacopoeia;  among  these  latter  are  the  emplastrum 
gratia  Dei  and  the  emplastrum  divinum,  but  not  tha 
emplastrum  manus  Dei,  and  the  emplastrum  Apostolornm, 
which  were  equally  famous.  The  recipes  for  some 
of  the  old  plasters  which  have  altogether  gone  out  of 
fashion  are  almost  as  astonishing  as  those  of  the  old- 
time  treacles.  An  emplastrum  ad  ganglia  (for  swellings 
oi'  tumours)  had  nearly  forty  ingredients,  including  such 
strange  drugs  as  burdock,  hemlock^,  borage,  angelica, 
fig-wort,  celandine,  oil  of  worms,  orris,  hellebore,  peony, 
euphorbium,  olibanum,  mastick,  tacamahac,  quicksilver 
and  camphor,  in  addition  to  the  resins  which  might  ba 
expected  to  be  used  for  plastens ;  of  these  there  were 
sagapenum,  opopanax,  bdellium,  ammoniacum,  galbanum, 
storax,  turpentine,  white  pitch,  yellow  wax  ;  the  plaster 
basis  was  made  by  combining  the  oil  of  worms  with 
litharge.  Even  the  compilers  of  the  London  Pharma- 
copoeia found  sufficient  courage  to  exclude  this  compli- 
cated preparation  from  their  work.  By  the  beginning  of 
the  eighteenth  century  the  leaders  in  medical  practice 
became  sceptical  of  the  value  of  a  multiplicity  of  con- 
stituents, and  took  it  uiDon  themselves  to  cancel  out  the 
redundant  drugs  in  the  formulas  of  their  predecessors. 
This  particular  plaster  provides  an  instance  of  this 
reforming  tendency,  and  the  recipe  was  amended  so  that 
the  constituents  were  reduced  to  eleven. 

"  Century's"  Letter 

in  your  issue  of  December  29,  1928,  furnishes 
a  good  illustration  of  the  way  in  which  a  former  genera- 
tion of  doctors  surmounted  the  difficulty  of  accurate 
dosage.  To  supply  the  single  doses  in  separate  containers 
was  not  an  objectionable  practice  when  the  doctor  him- 
self was  an  expensive  luxury.  A  hundred  years  ago  a 
spoonful  was  always  regarded  as  merely  an  approximate 
measure  and  by  no  means  closely  approximate.  As  I 
have  already  indicated,  some  means  should  be  devised  to 
get  the  patient  to  take  an  aliquot  part  of  the  medicine 
supplied,  and  the  directions  should  take  some  such  form 
as  this  :  "  An  eighth  part  to  be  taken  .  .  .  ."  This  is 
most  important  to-day,  when  powerful  remedies  caU  for 
a  scheme  of  exact  dosage. 
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Editorial  Articles 

On  Being  Prepared 

The  appeal  of  a  new  year  is  irresistible.  Though 
jubilees  and  centenaries  have  their  influence,  each  first 
of  January  presents  something  to  take  a  grip  of  our 
being :  the  past  is  forgotten  in  the  dawn  which  gives 
a  glimpse  of  the  true  awakening.  The  days  pass  and 
routine  obscures  our  best  resolves ;  yet  that  moment  at 
the  beginning  is  invaluable  for  those  who  can  feel  the 
thrill  or  urge  for  higher  endeavour  for  our  own  or 
for  the  common  service.  Looking  into  the  future  with 
a  mind  well  based  on  present  experience  has  an  advantage, 
creating  eternal  youth.  Memory  makes  the  difference. 
Passing  e.xperiences  carry  little  value  unless  they  are 
guarded  in  memory,  easily  to  be  recalled  and  placed  for 
guidance  in  future  action.  Those  who  forget  the  events 
of  life  too  .easily  are  unfortunate.  Last  year  we  pleaded 
for  unity  :  we  urged  the  truth  that  "  unity  is  strength." 
That  remains  unchanged  for  1929.  In  the  light  of  the 
past  year  perhaps  it  would  have  been  well  to  have 
added  "  Be  prepared  ";  for  as  the  months  rolled  on  it 
became  clearer  that  the  greatest  call  on  our  thought  and 
activity  was  to  be  one  of  preparation.  It  was  generally 
expected  that  the  report  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  Commit- 
tee would  have  been  made  public;  and  knowing  from 
experience  that  a  natural  consequence  of  that  report 
would  be  parliamentary  action,  the  essence  of  our  position 
was  unity.  We  feel  we  have  jsassed  the  rallying  point 
where  men  grasp  the  significance  of  standing  shoulder 
to  shoulder.  The  time  has  arrived  to  consider  what  is 
the  next  step.  Had  the  Pharmacy  Acts  Committee 
reported  while  parliamentary  action  was  possible,  the 
next  step  was  clear.  The  opjjortune  time  for  this  Parlia- 
ment has  passed,  and  the  possibility  of  immediate  par- 
liamentary action  has  receded.  To  some  extent  that  is 
a  pity,  since  we  knew  the  forces  for  and  against  us, 
and  could  prepare  pur  plans  accordingly.  Now,  however, 
the  consideration  of  pharmacy  in  Parliament  will  be 
materially  affected  by  the  result  of  the  general  election. 
At  what  part  of  the  year  this  actually  takes  place  is 
immaterial ;  but  what  is  material  is  whether  we  are 
prepared  to  make  the  fullest  use  of  our  influence,  experi- 
ence and  opportunity.  Are  we  sure  the  report  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  Committee  is  going  to  be  buried  because 
a  general  election  intervenes  ?  Let  us  be  frank  :  the 
administration  of  the  poisons  law  by  the  Phartaaceutical 
Society  is  anomalous,  and  the  activity  of  the  Home  Office 
over  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  threatens  this  anomaly 
in  no  uncertain  fashion.  The  admission  that  the  law  has 
been  administered  efficiently  is  no  help,  since  what  is  at 
stake  is  the  post-war  development  of  departmental 
government.  The  system  of  passing  skeleton  laws  for 
subsequent  completion  by  regulations  may  not  please 
tliose  who  have  to  carry  out  those  regulations — the 
method  has  even  called  forth  caustic  remarks  from  the 
Lord  Chief  Justice;  but  the  system  is  enthroned,  and  is 
rapidly  being  consolidated.  A  Pharmacy  Act  from  a 
departmental  point  of  view  has  become  a  necessity;  and 
that   necessity   should   provide  our   opportunity.  We 
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repeat,  the  cfisential  thing  for  the  year  1929  is  to  be 
prepared.  At  the  Leicester  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference a  resolution  arising  out  of  Mr.  E.  T. 
Neathercoat's  paper  created  a  body  repxesentati-^'e  of  all 
sections  within  the  drug  trade  to  act  as  a  parliamentary 
Committee  and  to  appeal  for  funds.  At  first 
it  seemed  as  if  this  Committee  would  be  as  void  of 
usefulness  as  the  one  which  had  been  in  existence  for 
years;  but  the  necessary  stimulus  and  appeal  for  funds 
came  from  the  G.  &  D.,  and  through  the  North  London 
Association  an  appeal  was  made  by  Mr.  Neathercoat, 
supported  by  the  present  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  who  was  secretary  of  the  Association.  Thp 
appeal  for  £10,000  as  a  nucleus  for  organising  parlia- 
mentary representation  was  successful  through  tho 
energies  of  several  members  of  Council  whose  names 
should  not  be  forgotten ;  they  included  the  president, 
Messrs.  Neathercoat,  Humphrey,  Marns,  Hardy,  Jenkin, 
Beardsley,  Keall,  Melhuish,  Antcliffe,  Guthrie  and  Jack. 
Two  years  have  passed  since  then,  and  many  are  anxious 
to  know  what  has  been  done.  Careful  inquiry  certainly 
shows  an  initiative  which  is  gratifying.  Plans  have 
been  made  by  the  Organisation  Committee  of  the  Council 
of  the  Society  which  could  have  been  brought  into  action 
even  for  this  Parliament  had  there  been  the  need ;  but 
the  report,  if  it  appears,  wiU  now  be  too  late.  Every- 
thing will  depend  upon  the  Parliamentary  Fund,  whether 
it  is  being  used  as  doles  or  for  securing  representation. 
The  death  of  Mr.  Edmund  White  caused  a  vacancy  in 
the  chairmanship  of  the  Fund ;  but  we  are  pleased  to 
hear  that  his  successor  is  Mr.  Neathercoat,  who  has 
perhaps  the  keenest  political  sense  of  any  public  man  in 
pharmacy,  so  we  need  have  no  fear  for  proper  adminis- 
tration of  the  fund  while  he  is  in  the  chair.  The 
Committee  is  probably  in  the  best  form  to  unite  all 
sections  of  pharmacy  and  the  drug  trade ;  for,  be  it 
remembered,  a  new  Pharmacy  Bill  will  almost  surely 
provide  the  opportunity  for  the  last  word  on  regulation 
and  control  of  poisons,  potent  drugs,  and  all  medica- 
ments capable  of  abuse  or  misuse  to  the  detriment  of 
the  community;  and  thus  its  ramifications  will  go  beyond 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  But  that  is  not  all.  It  is 
for  the  leaders  in  pharmacy  who  will  surely  have  to  bear 
the  brunt  of  the  testing  time  to  know  their  own  minds 
and  be  prepared  to  face  the  issue.  Every  organisation 
in  pharmacy  will  rally  if  the  Council  of  the  Society  is 
clear  on  the  objective  and  is  prepared  to  work  for  its 
achievement.  It  is  fortunate  that  the  Society  has  a 
president  with  a  political  and  public  flair,  and  a  clear 
vision  of  what  he  wants.  We  feel  sure  that  provision 
has  been  made  for  an  intensive  campaign ;  but  the  nature 
of  that  campaign,  as  we  have  suggested,  has  changed 
with  the  prolonged  non-appearance  of  the  report  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  Committee,  and  we  are  anxious  to  know 
whether  alternative  arrangements  have  been  made  to 
canvass  in  every  constituency  so  as  to  make  sure  that 
all  candidates  (irrespective  of  who  wiU  become  members) 
are  fully  aware  of  what  pharmacists  consider  to  be  the 
irreducible  minimum.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Council  has  an  Organisation  Committee  and  branches 
throughout  the  country  :  it  has  no  parliamentary  secre- 
tary (which  is  a  pity),  but  Mr.  Neathercoat,  with  the 
president,  should  be  able  to  supply  the  necessai-y  stimulus. 
We  stress  this  because  the  general  election  will  probably 
take  place  about  the  month  of  June,  and  the  condition 
of  preparedness  will  forecast  the  result  so  far  as  phar- 
macy is  concerned.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  I'eport  of 
the  Pharmacy  Acts  Committee  appears,  a  statement  of 
our  purposes  should  be  in  the  hands  of  every  chairman, 
secretary,  divisional  secretary  in  Scotland,  and  every 
public  man  with  political  interests  :  the  working  of  each 


constituency  should  be  known,  and  every  person  capable 
of  obtaining  a  proper  consideration  of  our  case  should 
be  admitted  to  the  fullest  information  available.  Pub- 
licity is  the  key  of  the  situation,  and  something  more 
than  routine  is  expected  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  :  there  must  be  personal  activity  of  members  of 
Council.  The  last  time  pharmacy  was  in  Parliament,  in 
1908,  the  struggle  was  a  long-drawn-out  one  of  eighteen 
months,  and  we  came  out  with  many  things  we  could 
well  have  done  without.  The  contest  in  1929  is  going 
to  be  keener ;  and  so  surely  as  the  foundation  is  laid 
at  this  general  election,  the  edifice  erected  for  our  side 
of  the  healing  craft  will  mean  the  true  advancement  of 
pharmacy  or  oblivion.  There  should  be  no  confusion 
of  the  issue,  as  everyone  on  the  Register  will  be  struggling 
for  the  same  objective,  and  unification  of  all  sections 
means  success  and  control  of  our  destinies.  The  branches 
of  the  Society  should  unite  us  all,  and  that  is  their  true 
function.  If  each  one  responds  to  the  call  of  the 
Society  at  this  grave  juncture,  the  result  cannot  be  in 
doubt.  The  future  is  ours  if  we  will  fit  ourselves  to 
be  equal  to  our  opportunities. 

For  all  our  readers  we  wish  a  happy  and  prosperous 
New  Year. 

The  Rise  in  Cadmium 

Since  referring  to  the  developments  which  took  place  in 
cadmium  in  the  first  half  of  1928,  in  our  issue  of 
July  7  (pp.  12-13)  the  price  of  this  metal,  which  then 
stood  at  about  2s.  3d.  to  2s.  Ad.  per  lb.,  has  more  than 
doubled  itself,  confirming  the  optimistic  views  that  wero 
then  expressed.  Spot  business  within  the  last  few  weeks 
has  been  effected  up  to  4s.  8d.  Increased  supplies  have  been 
coming  forward,  particularly  from  Australia,  but  also 
from  Continental  sources,  and  more  important  quantities 
have  been  attracted  to  this  market  within  the  last  month 
or  two  from  Western  Canada.  This  refers  to  the  product 
of  the  Consolidated  Mining  &  Smelting  Co.  of  Canada, 
which  is  being  secured  from  its  electrolytic  zinc  smelting 
plant  at  the  Trail  (British  Columbia).  We  have  on 
several  occasions  drawn  attention  to  this  new  important 
producer,  whose  electrolytic  zdnc  production  may  be 
expected  to  continue  increasing  at  a  more  or  less  pro- 
gressive rate.  Apparently  the  residues  from  the  elec- 
trolytic plant  had  been  saved  since  the  installation  of  the 
method,  and  so  large  quantities  had  accumulated.  These 
residues  are  now  being  treated  by  a  special  refining  plant. 
Details  of  this  process  have  not  been  allowed  to  be 
published  beyond  the  statement  that  the  cadmium  ds 
electrolytically  deposited  on  aluminium  sheets.  As  we  ex- 
plained before,  the  production  of  cadmium  in  Canada  is, 
therefore,  dependent  on  an  extension  of  the  electrolytic 
zinc  industry.  According  to  a  technical  expert  only  about 
forty  to  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  cadmium  contained  in  zinc 
ores  is  recoverable,  so  that  the  maximum  yearly  world's 
production  could  on  an  average  hardly  exceed  1,250  tons. 
In  time  the  recovery  of  the  metal  may  be  improved 
upon  beyond  the  ratio  above  mentioned,  while  there  is, 
of  course,  the  prospect  of  an  enlarged  zinc  output.  At 
the  same  time,  it  is  thought  that  there  are  unlimited 
possibilities  as  regards  a  widening  outlet  for  cadmium  so 
long  as  its  value  does  not  become  unduly  inflated,  such 
as  has  been  the  case  this  year,  largely  because  some 
manufacturers  have  freely  adopted  its  use  for  the  making 
of  a  high  class  pigment.  For  the  present,  however,  there 
can  be  no  question  of  any  over-production  while  the 
demand  keeps  ahead  of  the  cuiTcnt  supplies,  and  in  spite 
of  the  price  appreciation  of  about  2s.  8d.  ""er  lb.  since  the 
close  of  last  year.  Considering  the  fact  that  until  a  few 
montlis  ago  the  filling  of  orders  on  the  London  market 
was  almost  entirely  dependent  on  the  arrivals  from 
Australia,  as  Canadian  supplies  were  being  disposed  of 
in  the  United  States  on  better  terms  than  could  be  secured 
on  this  side,  the  undiminished  absorbing  capacity  of  con- 
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sumers  is  emphasised  by  tiie  Canadian  consignments,  wlaich 
have  since  been  coming  to  tliis  market,  and  are  being 
taken  up  at  the  enhanced  price  ruling.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  there  continues  to  be  a  scarcity  of  spot  parcels,  while 
a  large  portion  of  the  metal  afloat  is  already  sold  for 
delivery  against  outstanding  contracts.  The  placing  of 
orders  on  spot  has  frequently  been  difficult,  as  importers 
are  giving  preference  to  their  regular  customers.  This 
has  naturally  induced  consumers  to  make  provision  for 
their  forward  requirements,  and  importers  and  producers' 
agents  have  been  quite  willing  to  take  orders  against 
future  consignments  or  supplies  afloat.  This  resulted  in 
a  considerable  amount  of  business  at  a  discount,  varying 
from  about  3d.  to  5d.  per  lb.,  on  the  spot-  price,  accord- 
ing to  prospective  arrival.  The  advance  in  the  last  two 
months  has  been  more  pronounced  on  account  of  the 
pressure  of  demand  and  the  limited  quantities  actually 
available,  while  there  is  as  yet  not  the  least  indication  of 
the  rise  in  the  price  acting  as  a  restraint  on  the  attitude 
of  buyers,  so  that  the  stringent  conditions  seem  likely  to 
continue  for  some  time.  Ihe  industry,'  at  any  rate,  is 
in  a  very  favourable  position,  the  steady  development 
of  the  output  being  facilitated  at  all  important  zinc 
smelting  centres,  especially  in  the  United  States,  where 
present  production  is  not  far  short  of  500  ■  tons  per 
annum,  and,  roughly,  another  300  tons  are  being  pro- 
duced between  Australia,  Canada,  and  Continental  coun- 
tries. It  was  the  rapid  increase  in  the  Australian  output 
and  the  keen  competition  from  that  quarter  Avhich  caused 
the  price  'to  drop  as  low  as  Is.  pd.  per.  lb.  a  few  years 
ago,  but  the  use  of  the  metal  has  since  increased  by  leaps 
and  bounds.  Tlie  current  value  of  4s.  8d.  is  still  about 
2s.  6d.  per  lb.  below  the  highest  figure  recorded  in  the 
■armistice  period,  .  when  the  world  outp-ut  was  very, 
small.  It  is  probable  that  for  the  immediate  future  the 
world  production  will  be  ample  for  current  needs. 

Dangerous  Drugs 

We  would  remind  our  readers  that  under  the  ..vaxious- 
Statutory  Rules  and  Girders  issued  during  the  latter  part- 
of  the  past  year,  including  the  Dangerous  Drugs  (Con- 
solidation) Regulations,  1928,  the  following  drugs,  in 
addition  to  those  which  were  already  controlled,  are  now 
included  within  the  scope  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  : 

Benzoyl -morphine. 

Coca  loavas. 

Indian  hemp  and  resins  obtained  from  Indian  hemp. 

Extracts  and  tinctures  of  Indian  hemp. 

All  preparations  cotitaining-  diaoetyl-morphine  (lieroin),  or 
diacotyl-morphine  hyd-rochloride,  in  any  proportion  whatso- 
ever. 

Dihydro  -  oxycodeinone  (eucodal),  dibydro  -  codeLnone 
(dicodid),  and  all  preparations  containing  either  of  these 
compounds  in  any  proportion  what'soever. 

It  should  be  made  clear  that  no  preparation  contain- 
ing diacetyl-morphine  or  diacetyl-morphine  hydro- 
chloride in  however  small  a  quantity  may  be  supplied, 
except  to  an  authorised  person,  and  every  prescription 
calling  for  a  medicine  containing  diacetyl-morph'ne,  or 
diacetyl-morphine  hydrochloride,  must  comply  with  the 
iregulations  affecting  the  delivery  of  other  "  dangeroais 
drugs,"  and  their  specified  preparations.  Purchases  of 
coca  leaves,  dihydroxyoodeinone,  dihydrocodeinone,  and 
preparations  containing  the  two  last-named  ocmpounds, 
Indian  hemp,  extract  and  tincture  of  Indian  hemp 
must  be  entered  in  a  separate  register,  or  in  a  separate 
part  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  register.  Should  an 
authorised  person  give  an  order  for  any  of  the  above- 
mentioned  drugs  it  must  be  in  the  form  provided  for 
orders  of  other  "  dangerous  drugs."  The  numerous 
inquiries  we  have  received  show  that  the  inclusion  of 
extract  and  tincture  of  In  iian  hemp  within  the  scope  of 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acl&  has  given  rise  to  some  uncer- 
tainty regarding  the  position  of  preparations  containing 
Indian  hemp  in  some  form  or  another.  "We  would,  there- 
fore, point  out  that  only  Indian  hemp  and  the  resins 


obtained  from  Indian  hemp,  official  extracts  and  tinc- 
tures of  Indian  hemp  per  se  come  within  the  provieion» 
of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts,  Consequently,  prepara- 
tions in  which  extract  or  tincture  of  Indian  hemp  is 
present  in  addition  to  other  therapeutic  agents — for 
instance,  in  corn-paints,  corn-plasters,  mixtures,  or  other 
pharmaceutical  forms — are  exempted  and  do  not  require 
to  be  entered  in  the  dangerous  drugs  register.  This  also 
applies,  for  instance,  to  such  compounds  as  cannabine 
tannate.  The  "  Pharmacy  Act  book,"  mentioned  in  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  (Consolidation)  Regu'.ations,  1928,  refers 
to  the  prescription-book  or  the  poison-book. 

A  revised  issue  of  the  0.  &  1).  Dangerous  Drugs  Act 
Card  (C.  &  D.  Poisons  Card  No.  4)  is  at  present  in  the 
press,  and  will  be  available  shortly. 

A  Problem  in  Nomenclature 

The  recent  increase  in  the  number  of  rays  used  in 
medical  treatment  involves  a  difficulty  of  some  magni- 
tude in  allotting  to  each  a  distinctive  terminology.  "  The 
Lancet,"  in  an  editorial  ai-ticle  on  this  subject,  begins 
with  the  radiologist  : — 

-  "  In  practice  he  specialises  in  X  rays  and  often  also  in 
I'adium,  but  not  by  any  means  always  in  rays  of  ultra-violet 
or  infra-red  light.  The  exponents  of  bhe&e  last  devices  may 
justly  be  asked  to  invent  names  for  themselves,  for  the  X 
ray  man  was  firefc  on  the  scene.  They  have  indeed  begun  to 
do  so,  foir  \ve  remember  having  seen  UVology,  which  perhaps 
is  intended  to  be  read  uviology,  and  IRoiogy  or  iriology 
might  follow  suit.  But  how  is  a  spet-ialist  in  X  rays  to  be 
distinguished  from  a.  specialist  in  radium?  The  distinction 
may  seldom  arise,  but  when  details  of  technique  are  being 
discussed  it  may  be  unavoidable.  The  French  have  solved 
it  with  preeisio'n  by  using  radio-therapie  alongside  radium 
thcrapie.  The  difiiculty  then  arises  that  theire  is  no  adjec- 
tive or  verb  corresponding  to  '  X  ray.'  The  X  ray  photo- 
grapher probably  feels  this  deficiency  more  keenly  than  any- 
one else." 

Other  points  raised  by  our  contemporary  in  a  lucid 
discussion  of  this  problem  are  the  annexation  of 
"  radiogram  "  by  the  wireless  telegraphist  and  the 
American  use  of  the  name  "  Roentgen  "  (but  with  a 
small  "  r  ")  as  the  basic  constituent  of  the  x-ray 
vocabulary.  "  Patients,"  to  quote  once  more,  "  w'U  be 
roentgenographed,  and  their  fractures  will  be  illustrated 
in  roentgenograms.  Movements  will  be  studied  by 
roentgenoscopy  .  .  ."  The  ugliness,  in  English  eyes,  of 
these  formations  is  explained  as  being  due  to  the  con- 
ditioned reflex  which  leads  the  scientific  man  on  this 
side  of  the  Atlantic  to  expect  a  Greek  or  Latin  root  (or, 
alternatively,  something  that  looks  sufficiently  like  one). 
A  medical  man,  according  to  "  The  Lancet,"  may  say 
that  he  has  .r-rayed  a  patient,  but  "  cannot,  if  he  is 
anything  of  a  purist,  write  this."  This,  surely,  is  a 
doctor's  dilemma  of  the  first  order.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  a;-rays  have  been  in  continuous  use  from  the  time 
of  Rontgen,  we  do  not  suppose  that  a  well-known  con- 
tributor to  these  pages  would  object  to  having  them 
called  "  xrays  "  ;  and  we  are  inclined  to  think  that  men 
of  science  (who,  as  a  rule,  are  not  pedantic)  would  accept 
so  modest  a  change  without  much  demur.

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Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy

I  HAVE  been  addressed  by  the  Editor  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  as  "  one  of  the  Elder  Statesmen  of  the  phar- 
maceutical profession,"  and  he  has  honoured  me  with  an 
invitation  to  contribute  a  New  Year's  message  to  its 
readers.  It  is  nearly  sixty  years  since  I  have  ceased 
to  be  actively  engaged  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy,  hence 
my  message  naturally  runs  in  the  groove  of  the  retro- 
spective and  becomes  a  thing  of  shreds  and  patches. 

It  is  with  a  considerable  degree  of  rehictance  that  I 
speak  of  myself;  but  in  order  to  justify  somewhat  your 
verdict  on  the  judgment 
of  your  Editor's  choice,  I 
may  be  permitted  to  say 
that  in  1S81  the  idea  oc- 
curred to  me  to  do  what  I 
believe  has  never  been 
done  before  or  since  in 
pharmacy.  Books  had,  in- 
deed, been  -wa-itten  on  the 
major  type  of  operations, 
such  as  wliolesale  tinc- 
ture, extract  and  alkaloid 
manufacture;  but  no  one 
had  thought  it  worth 
while  to  describe  and 
illustrate  how  a  plaster 
or  blister  was  to  be 
spread,  or  how.  a  pill- 
mass  was  to  be  wrought 
into  a  proper  consist- 
ence, to  be  divided  after 
being  rolled  out  and 
finally  ,  finished  with  a 
coating  of  pearl  or  silver 
leaf. 

I  am  sure  many  expert 
pharmacists  laughed  at 
this  humble  effort ;  but 
the  "  general  ihints  to 
the  dispenser  "  were 
copied  out  in  detail  at 
that  time  in  the  columns 
of  the  The  Chemist  and 
DauGGiST,  and  went  the 

round  of  many  of  the  pharmaceutical  journals  of  the 
Old  and  New  Worlds.  The  work  also  dealt  with  the 
materia  medica  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  and  the 
therapeutics  of  its  drugs.  Since  then  it  has  gone  through 
eleven  large  editions,  accounting  for  49,000  copies ;  and 
by  tlie  time  the  new  B.P.  is  issued  the  book  will  have 
reached  the  hoary  age  of  fifty  years,  wliich  I  think  may 
be  regarded  as  a  record  for  the  life  of  any  text-book  on 
medicine  or  its  allied  subjects  still  controlled  by  its 
original  author.  Few  parts  of  my  life-work  afford  me 
more  pleasure  than  to  feel  that  for  nearly  half  a  century 
I  have  been  thus  teaching  pharmacy  to  pharmaceutical  and 
medical  students,  whilst  during  my  long  tenure  of  office 
as  Professor  of  Materia  Medica  I  have  persisted  in  strongly 
recommending  pharmacy  as  an  element  in  the  training  of 
e^ery  medical  practitioner.  Materia  medica  and  pharmacy 
are  intimately  woven  together ;  it  is  just  as  impossible 
for  the  practitioner  to  write  a  scientifically  constructed 
recipe  unless  he  baa  some  knowledge  of  pharmacy  as  it 
is  for  the  pharmacist  to  compound  it  if  he  be  ignorant  of 
the  details  of  materia  medica. 


Your  handicraft  (art  or  science  if  you  wiU)  is  a  very 
ancient  one ;  and  before  attempting  to  trace  its  progress 
in  modern  times  I  should  like  to  relate  to  you  an  experi- 
ence, or  I  might  say  a  thrill,  which  I  felt  in  visiting  the 
ruins  of  the  city  of  Pompeii  in  1894.  You  will  remember 
that  it  was  destroyed  in  a.d.  79  by  an  eruption  of 
Vesuvius,  accompanied  by  an  earthquake.  It  was  then  a 
city  of  20,000  people,  and  had  been  probably  in  existence 
for  600  or  700  years.  There  was  first  a  fall  of  fine  ashes 
for  two  days  or  more,  followed  by  floods  of  lava  and  mud 

which  buried  the  city  so 
that  its  site  was  unknown 
for  centuries,  inteiTed 
under  sixty  feet  of  a 
covering  which  in  1,700 
years  had  become  solid 
rock.  Not  until  1748  were 
excavations  commenced 
after  the  accidental  dis- 
covery of  the  site.  These 
diggings  are  still  con- 
tinued, and  from  time  to 
time  striking  revelations 
are  being  brought  to 
light.  On  my  visit 
thirty-four  years  ago  my 
guide  brought  me  to  a 
house  which  had  been 
quite  recently  cleared  from 
debris.  Upon  wliat 
seemed  to  have  been  a 
counter  of  the  shop  I 
found  a  slab  of  some 
species  of  unglazed  earth- 
enware about  nine  inches 
square.  (It  mai/  have 
been  unpolished  marble 
hardened  by  centuries  of 
age.)  On  the  slab  were 
distinct  traces  of  a  scale 
consisting  of  a  horizontal 
line  broken  by  vertical 
divisions  at  regular  in- 
tervals. Beside  it  was 
a  short  metal  spatula  with  handle  complete,  which  in- 
striunent  in  my  early  pharmacy  days  was  technically 
known  as  a  "  spud."  Adjacent  to  the  slab  were  two 
spherical  objects  two  or  three  times  the  size  of  our  five- 
grain  pills.  Certainly  they  seemed  to  be  too  large  for 
the  calibre  of  the  modern  gullet,  though  I  had  no  doubt 
they  were  piUs  being  finished  at  the  time  of  the 
catastrophe  by  a  Pompeian  pharmacist.  I  was  told  not 
to  touch  them  as  they  might  fall  to  dust ;  they  may  have 
swelled  during  their  1,800  year's'  burial.  Here  was  an 
extraordinary  and  unexpected  replica  of  the  utensils  I 
had  used  in  1866,  so  that  had  they  been  photographed  an 
ordinary  observer  could  not  have  recognised  that  they 
were  not  things  of  that  day* 

On  a  second  visit,  sevei-al  years  later,  I  failed  to  locate 
this  pharmacy,  and  could  find  no  trace  of  my  tile  and 
spatula  in  the  Naples  Museum,  to  which  all  the  objects 
from  the  ruins  are  transferred ;  probably  the  significance 
of  the  resurrected  slab  and  spud  were  ignored  or  not 
understood.  This  house  of  the  pharmacist  is  not  to  be 
confounded  with  that  of  the  surgeon,  which  is  one  of 
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the  oldest  residences  in  Pompeii,  and  was  unearthed  in 
1770.  The  contents  showed  that  suigory  had  then  reached 
a  high  degree  of  cultivation,  some  of  the  instruments 
found  ■bein.g  on  a  more  perfect  plan  than  those  of  the 
same  class  reinvented  since.  Doubtless  the  science  of 
medicine  ha<3  similarly  advanced  and.  compelled  phar- 
macy to  keep  pace  with  it.  I  have  in  my  possession  a 
probe  from  this  buried  city  shaped  like  the  modern 
instrument.  It  excited  the  admiration  of  a  surgical  in- 
strument maker,  who,  knowing  nothing  of  its  origin,  said 
at  once  that  it  was  the  best-balanced  probe  lie  had  ever 
handled  ;  the  late  Lord  Lister  was  also  deeply  interested 
in  it,  as  it  is  finely  grooved  or  furrowed,  which  prevents 
its  slipping  between  the  fingers  when  examining  a  wound. 
We  need  not  be  surprised  if  any  day  a  superior  type  of 
mortar  and  pestle  may  be  dug  out.  The  Pompeians  were 
very  neat  in  their  inventions  :  of  perfectly  formed  safety 
pins  many  'have  been  found  there. 

Pharmacy  in  Great  Britain 

When  we  attempt  to  trace  the  origin  and  progress  of 
pharmacy  in  Great  Britain  the  results  are  humiliating ; 
mere  fragments  may  be  resurrected  from  the  annals  of 
witchcraft  and  alchemy.  It  is  not  till  1546  that  the 
shadow  of  a  pharmacopoeia  appears  in  the  ancient  city  of 
Niirnberg,  This  work  was  the  first  of  its  kind  issued 
north  of  the  Alps.  It  was  a  mere  collection  of 
the  prescriptions  written  by  the  practising  physicians  of 
the  town ;  it  was  compiled  by  a  medical  student.  The 
word  "  pharmacopoeia  "  does  not  appear  till  twenty 
years  later.  In  our  own  country  matters  were  even 
worse,  as  there  was  no  official  standard  of  drugs  and  their 
preparations  till  1618,  when  the  London  College  of 
Physicians  issued  a  pharmacopceia  for  the  use  of  the 
apothecaries,  who  had  received  a  charter  the  year  before 
by  which  the  sale  of  drugs  and  the  compounding  of 
prescriptions  were  prohibited  in  the  shops  kept  by  grocers. 
This  first  English  Pharmacopoeia  contained  some  disgust- 
ing formulas  in  use  in  the  Middle  Ages  in  which  some- 
times fifty  and  in  a  few  instances  upwards  of  seventy 
ingredients  were  blended  into  one  compound.  The  list 
of  substances  under  the  name  of  drugs  contained  such 
ingredients  as  the  fsecal  matter  from  the  human  bowel 
and  the  excrement  of  dogs  and  of  mice,  powdei'ed  earth- 
worms and  the  moss  off  a  dead  man's  skull.  Shake- 
speare, who  died  in  1616,  showed  his  familiarity  with  the 
crude  state  of  pharmacy  in  his  day  by  narrating,  as  the 
contents  of  the  witches'  caldron — "  eye  of  newt  and  toe 
of  frog,"  etc.  It  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  in  the 
same  play  he  makes  Macbeth  exclaim,  "  Throw  physio 
to  the  dogs,  I'll  none  of  it  " ;  and  in  the  next  sentence 
he  asks, 

"  What  rhubarb,  senna,  or  what  purgative  drug 
Would  scour  these  English  hence?  " 

It  is  due  to  the  College  of  Physicans  to  say  that  tliey  were 
anxious  to  reform  the  disgraceful  state  of  pharmacy  in 
1618,  since  the  apothecaries  were  empowered  to  enter  every 
apothecary's  pharmacy  in  and  about  London  to  see 
that  these  grotesque  galenicals  were  skilfully  blended,  and, 
if  not,  to  destroy  them.  It  would  be  waste  of  time  to 
attempt  to  trace  the  progress  and  improvements  in  the 
London  Pharmacopceia  beween  1618  and  1721,  when  the 
issue  of  the  revised  work  by  Hans  Sloane  appeared. 
This,  however,  retained  still  such  ingi-edients  as  powdered 
earthworms  and  the  moss  grown  on  a  dead  man's  skull. 
I  remember  being  called  upon  in  1866  to  compound  a 
recipe  containing  powdered  crab's  eyes  and  pov/dered 
earthworms  with  the  juice  of  the  wild  crab  apple.  It 
wa«  probably  intended  for  a  sick  horse  or  cow,  and  may 
have  been  copied  from  some  obsolete  book :  but  I  know 
I  was  directed  to  a  locker  on  whose  shelf  I  found  two 
ancient-looking  vials  labelled,  in  full  Latin,  powdered 
earthworms  and  powdered  crab's  eyes.    It  is  just  possible 


that  there  may  be  another  veteran  pharmacist  still  living 
who  has  seen  the.se  mediaeval  drugs. 

Things  remained  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  state  when 
the  issue  of  the  London  Pharmacopoeia  of  1851  appeared. 
It  was  preceded  by  the  Edinburgh  and  Dublin  compila- 
tions. There  was,  however,  such  a  diversity  of  strengths 
in  the  active  galenical  preparations  in  these  works  that 
great  difficulties  and  even  danger  sometimes  threatened 
the  life  of  an  invalid  who,  on  a  change  of  residence,  re- 
quired the  repetition  of  a  prescription  containing  a  narcotic 
or  active  drug.  The  first  real  step  in  reform  was  brought 
about  when,  in  1858,  the  General  Medical  Council  was 
empowered  to  issue  a  British  Pharmacopoeia.  This  ap- 
peared in  1864,  and  was  followed  by  a  revised  version  in 
1867,  in  which  a  fair  attempt  was  made  to  equalise  the 
standard  strengths  of  \>arious  active  galenicals  stUl  in 
use  in  the  different  parts  of  the  British  kingdom.  It 
was  my  duty  to  prepare  nearly  all  the  galenical  prepara- 
tions in  both  these  B.Ps.,  including  the  emplastra.  It 
is  needless  to  point  out  the  improvements  achieved  in  the 
pharmacy  of  the  later  issues  of  our  B.P.,  but  I  would 
like  to  recall  an  episode  in  connection  with  the  "  Addi- 
tions" of  1890.  Though  it  is  of  pharmacological  interest, 
it  cannot  fail  to  be  appreciated  by  the  pharmacist. 
Castor  oil  is  a  perfectly  bland  substance,  often  dropped 
into  the  inflamed  eye  to  relieve  the  irritation  caused  by 
a  foreign  hody.  Introduced  into  the  stomach  its  action 
is  similar,  but  entering  the  intestine  it  is  decomposed, 
and  its  ricinoleic  acid  is  set  free  by  the  alkali  there  ;  the 
resulting  acid  is  an  irritant  and  acts  consequently  as  an 
effective  purgative.  The  scientific  chemist  employed  to 
revise  the  B.P.  thought  he  would  improve  upon  the  old 
castor  oil  mixture  by  making  it  into  a  true  emulsion ; 
this  he  did  by  adding  liquor  potassse,  and  he  succeeded  in 
converting  the  mild  purgative  into  a  rather  pov  erful 
emetic.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  new  B.P.  will  be 
submitted  to  an  expert  pharmacologist  before  publication, 
to  prevent  a  mishap  like  this  occurring  again. 

I  am  glad  to  have  this  opportunity  of  stating  that  I 
beUeve  the  pharmaceutical  and  medical  professions  have 
no  adequate  conception  of  how  much  ithey  owe  to  the 
ability,  knowledge  and  self-sacrifice  of  Sir  Donald 
MacAlister,  president  of  the  General  Medical  Council.  To 
him  we  owe  everytliing  in  connection  with  the  high 
state  of  accuracy  in  the  pharmacy  of  the  present  B.P. 
To  his  labour  we  owe  the  progress  achieved  by  bringing 
our  official  galenical  strengths  into  line,  as  far  as  possible, 
with  the  various  European  and  American  pharmacopoeias, 
Though  I  took  but  a  humble  part  in  the  revision  of  the 
existing  work  as  a  member  of  the  General  Medical 
Council  Pharmacopoeia  Committee,  I  had  ample  oppor- 
tunity of  knowing  of  his  whole-hearted  and  indefatigable 
labours  in  this  direction.  It  would  be  almost  an  im- 
pertinence to  relate  to  pharmacists  what  has  been 
achieved  by  the  creation  of  their  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  by  the  Act  which  enables  them  to  secure  by  the 
power  of  examination  a  high  standard  of  scientific  know- 
ledge and  practical  training.  My  object  is  rather  to 
visualise  the  future  from  a  medical  point  of  view  in 
order  to  show  what  obstacles  are  awaiting  them  in  their 
path  of  progress. 

Physicians'  Knowledge  of  Pharmacy 
Unfortunately  there  is  little  difficulty  in  predicting 
from  this  view-point  a  sombre  picture  as  regards  the  pro- 
gress of  the  knowledge  of  pharmacy  amongst  practising 
physicians,  though  I  cannot  endorse  the  opinion  of  a 
member  of  the  Eoyal  College  of  Surgeons,  writing  this 
month  in  a  magazine  against  the  materialism  of  the  pre- 
sent age.  He  states:  "I  fully  expect  that  the  time  is 
not  far  off  when  the  bottle  of  medicine,  the  pUl  and  the 
tabloid  will  be  found  only  in  the  pockets  of  old  over- 
coats." The  tendency  of  the  teaching  in  medicine  of 
the  present  day  is  to  concentrate  upon  the  important 
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acience  of  pharmacology,  whicTi  deals  with  the  actions  of 
drugs  upon  healthy  organs ;  there  is  thus  great  danger  in 
the  study  of  materia  medica  and  pharmacy  being  snowed 
•under,  so  that  men  are  turned  out  with  a  licence  to  fight- 
disease  with  little  practical  knowledge  of  even  the  physical 
characters  of  the  weapons  to  be  employed  in  the  struggle. 
I  speak  with  the  experience  of  an  examiner  in  many 
of  the  universities  in  the  kingdom.  An  almost  incredible 
example  occun'ed  in  a  venerable  English  university,  when 
a  physician  occupying  a  post  in  a  London  hospital  for  a 
few  years  presented  himself  for  examination  for  the  degree 
of  M.D.  to  supplement  his  physician's  diploma.  My  co- 
examiner  and  myself  were  pained  at  the  absence  of  any 
knowledge  of  even  the  most  rudimentary  of  the  agents 
used  in  disease.  In  order  to  save  his  self-respect  before 
being  dismissed  from  the  desk,  he  was  asked  to  state  what 
a  seidlitz  powder  was.  After  a  little  thought  the  reply 
came,  "  I  am  sorry,  sir.  I  cannot  recollect  the  natural 
order  to  which  it  belongs."  On  helping  him  by  mention- 
ing that  effervescence  occurred  on  mixing  the  ingredients 
he  eeemed  quite  self-possessed,  but  again  repeated  he 
had  forgotten  the  natural  order.  He  probably  could  have 
described  the  action  of  various  alkaloids  on  the  medulla 
of  the  frog.  I  remember  a  candidate  up  for  the  second 
time  in  another  university.  He  was  the  son  of  a  medical 
man,  and  confessed  that  he  had  never  seen  castor  oil,  and 
did  not  know  -whether  it  was  a  solid,  liquid,  or  a  gas  ; 
but  I  gave  him  credit  for  liis  faculty  of  caution  when 
he  told  me  the  dose  was  5  minims  or  5  grains.  I  know 
that  nothing  could  be  more  fallacious  in  an  investigation 
of  the  present  sort  than  to  quote  a  few  student 
"  howlers,"  but  I  merely  select  these  as  two  instances  out 
of  many,  showing  the  trend  of  progress  backwards. 

Openings  fob,  the  Pharmacist 

The  pharmacist  has  got  to  live  up  to  the  standard  of 
knowledge  required  for  the  interpretation  and  compound- 
ing of  the  physician's  prescription.  Since  the  retrograde 
action  of  the  General  Medical  Council  in  abolishing 
compulsory  Latin  from  the  preliminary  examination  of 
medical  students,  he  will  be  relieved  from  the  necessity 
after  the  next  generation  of  acquiring  any  knowledge  of 
this  language,  as  prescriptions  will  xdtimately  be  written 
an  piebald  English  legible  to  any  patient  who  may  venture 
to  purchase  the  ingredients  from  the  druggist,  and 
thereby  increasing  the  ratio  of  coroner's  inquests. 
Indeed,  in  consistency  the  General  Medical  'Council 
sljould  abolish  in  the  new  B.P.  all  Latin  terminations  in 
the  nomenclature  of  the  galenical  preparations,  and  in 
the  names  of  the  drugs.  It  need  not  be  regretted  that 
the  long  prescriptions,  sometimes  vwitten  in  bad  Latin, 
and  containing  many  useless  or  unnecessary  and  often 
incompatible  drugs,  have  of  late  years  disappeared.  But 
it  is  sad  'to  think  that  the  recipi©  of  the  future  may 
become  a  jnere  scrawl  in  hastily  written  English,  direct- 
ing the  chemist  to  supply  the  patient  with  a  box  of 
machine-made  pills,  tablets,  or  some  recently  patented 
drug  or  proprietary  nostrum  exploited  by  an  advertising 
wholesale  firm. 

The  scientifically  trained  pharmacist  may  possibly,  in 
the  long  run,  find  this  to  be  no  very  great  disadvantage 
if  it  compels  him  to  turn  his  attention  to  the  manufac- 
ture of  the  thousand  and  one  elegant  requisites  and  side- 
lines which  are  becoming  indispensable  to  the  comfort  of 
©very  civilised  community  in  the  higher  standard  of  life 
now  being  established.  It  is  always  open  to  liim  to 
pursue  analytical  chemistry,  and  if  he  be  ambitious  he  may 
make  an  attempt  at  some  modest  line  of  chemical  research. 
He  may  familiarise  himself  with  the  use  of  the  micro- 
ecope,  and  qualify  to  report  accurately  on  the  examina- 
tion of  the  urine,  sputum,  and  stomach  contents  when 
submitted  to  him  by  the  busy  practitioner.  He  has  my 
eympathy  and  wannest  interest,  confident  in  the  hope 
that  he  will  emerge  from  the  difficulties  with  which  the 
present  fashion  of  medical  education  threatens  to  involve 
him. 


Pre-War  Recollections 

After  holding  a  Civil  Service  appointment  for  &  quartet 
of  a  century  it  is  a  far  cry  to  the  three  years  which  I 
spent  as  a  qualified  assistant ;  but  the  memory  of  them 
is,  on  the  whole,  very  clear.  It  was  in  the  spring  of 
1900  that  I  made  my  second  and  successful  attempt  to 
pass  the  Minor  before  the  regulations  which  included 
the  ten-guinea  fee  came  into  force.  Mr.  Newsholme  was 
then  the  chairman,  and  the  examiners  whom  I  was  called 
upon  to  interview  were  Messrs.  Saul,  Kipping,  Savillo 
Peck,  Farr,  Farmer,  Harold  Wilson  and  Tanner.  In  the 
autumn  of  the  same  year  I  met  an  old  friend  who  had 
qualified  two  years  previously,  who  followed  up  his 
greeting  with  the  remark  :  "  Well,  I  suppose  you've  dis- 
covered by  now  that  passing  the  Minor  doesn't  quite 
bridge  the  gulf  into  Paradise."    And  I  had. 

It  was  just  after  the  season  at  a  well-known  holiday 
resort,  which,  while  it  may  have  been  a  Paradise  for 
holiday-makers,  was  not  exactly  so  for  us  assistants.  I 
wonder  what  the  present  generation  would  say  to  the 
hours — 8  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  (Saturdays  11  p.m.),  with  half 
an  hour  for  breakfast,  half  an  hour  for  tea,  and  three- 
quarters  for  dinner ;  no  early  closing,  but  one  hour  off 
each  day.  On  Sundays  two  of  us  were  kept  busy  from 
6  to  10  p.m.  In  justice  to  the  governor,  I  must  say  that, 
while  he  was  as  keen  a  business  man  as  one  could  meet, 
he  was  very  generous,  and  paid  and  fed  us  well.  I  heard 
him  say  more  than  once  that  he  could  not  and  did  not 
expect  us  to  be  angels.  (I,  for  one,  was  not.)  Many 
customers  were  inconsiderate,  and  some  were  absolutely 
churlish ;  but  sometimes,  particularly  when  the  evening 
was  far  advanced  and  the  weakness  of  the  flesh  was  too 
much  for  the  willingness  of  the  spirit,  they  would  get  as 
good  as  they  gave.  Another  irritating  class  of  customers 
who  also  had  a  happy  knack  of  appearing  late  in  the 
evening,  were  those  who  seemed  to  have  an  excessive 
sense  of  humour,  which  they  were  wont  to  exercise  at 
our  expense.  Sometimes,  however,  the  laugh  provoked  by 
a  bit  of  repartee  would  relieve  the  situation.  On  one 
occasion  I  was  called  up  at  6.45  a.m.  to  find  that  my 
customer  wanted  a  printing  frame.  This  was  not  the 
only  time,  by  a  great  many,  that  those  who  were  out 
to  enjoy  the  early  morning  air  failed  to  realise  that  our 
duties  overnight  made  us  less  energetic  at  that  hour.  I 
remember  that  the  requirements  of  a  large  proportion  of 
these  were  seidlitz  powders,  "  to  be  consumed  on  the 
premises,"  also  that  such  calls  were  a  source  of  amuse- 
ment to  all  the  staff  except  the  one  most  concerned — but 
their  turns  were  sure  to  come  another  time. 

Well-known  Names 
In  the  course  of  the  summer  the  visitors  frequently 
include  stage  and  other  celebrities.  Sir  Henry  Irving, 
for  whom  I  have  made  up  a  good  many  medicines,  was 
a  familiar  figure,  often  to  be  seen  strolling  on  the  cliffs 
on  Sunday  mornings.  Another  was  Mr.  J.  L.  Toole, 
invariably  in  a  bath  chair  on  account  of  his  failing 
health.  Others  were  Dame  (then  Miss)  Ellen  Terry,  and 
Mabel  Countess  Russell.  Another  whom  I  often  saw  and 
served  was  Mr.  Justin  McCarthy,  of  literary  and  parlia- 
mentary renown ;  and,  famous  in  pharmacy,  Messrs. 
Charles  Umney  and  his  sons,  Miss  Millar,  and  "  Tom 
Martin.  In  the  season  we  had  very  little  time  to  indulge 
in  recreation.  On  Saturday  nights  (which  would  not  be  far 
off  from  Sunday  morning)  we  generally  played  whist  or 
nap ;  bridge  was  not  so  widely  popular  then,  and  we  had 
hardly  heard  of  it.  The  governor's  remark  would  invari- 
ably be  to  this  effect  :  "  Now,  Mr.  So-and-so,  let's  have 
a  division  of  labour.  You  fetch  up  a  syphon  of  soda, 
and  I'll  get  out  the  whisky."  In  the  winter,  when  we 
closed  earlier  and  had  more  time,  there  was  little  or  no 
recreation  in  which  we  could  indulge.  Certainly  there 
was  a  place  which  proudly  boasted  the  title  of  "  Theatre 
Royal  "  (rebuilt  since  then,  I  believe),  wEere  we  used  to 
adjourn  after  supper  and  for  the  modest  sum  of  sixpence 
were  admitted  to  the  pit.  We  used  to  take  back  seats 
where  we  were  allowed  to  smoke — an  unusual  privilege 
in  those  days,  but,  as  there  was  never  a  crowded  house, 
the  view  of  the  stage  was  unobscured.  The  winter  pro- 
grammes generally  consisted  of  blood-and-thunder  drama 
performed  by  a  company  of  the  lessee's  pupils.  If  th« 
result  of  their  efforts  was  not  perfection,  the  efforts  them- 
selves often  produced  much  merriment. 
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Another  crib  was  at  an  inland  spa,  and  as  lively  during 
tho  winter  months  as  the  other  was  dull.  It  was,  in 
fact,  the  best  situation  I  ever  had.  The  business  con- 
sisted almost  entirely  of  dispensing,  with  very  little 
retail,  except  for  a  very  extensive  photogi'aphii3  trade. 
Customers  for  "  patents  "  were  conspicuous  by  their 
absence.  I  remember  that  once  a  Kodak,  one  of  the 
higher-priced  ones,  was  purloined  from  the  counter  on 
which  it  was  displayed.  Both  the  principals  were  furious 
(fortunately  for  me  it  happened  during  my  time  off)  ; 
but  when  it  was  traced  to  a  pupil  at  a  college  the  matter 
was  prompt'y  dropped — their  custom  was  too  valuable  to 
risk.  We  closed  at  8,  Saturdays  included.  I  was  off 
two  evenings  a  week  at  7  and  one  at  5.  On  other  even- 
ings I  remained  on  duty,  but  had  an  hour  off  earlier  in 
the  day.  Many  of  our  customers  were  retired  army 
officers,  and  others  were  tradespeople  who  had  flourishing- 
businesses  in  the  town  and  snug  private  residences  on 
the  outskii-ts.  I  found  many  of  these  latter  most  friendly 
and  hospitable,  and  I  do  not  think  I  ever  received  so 
many  invitations  within  seven  months  at  any  other  time. 
I  left  with  great  reluctance,  but  having  given  matter.^ 
the  best  consideration  I  could  I  decided  to  bid  shop  life 
good-bye  and  serve  a  grateful  country.  Should  I  have 
fared  better  if  I  had  remained  to  become  in  due  course 
my  own  master?  Anyhow,  very  few  people  (and  fewer 
pharmacists)  attain  perfect  hai^pinees. — H.  G   B  (19/6), 


Collecting  Debts 

Many  people  do  not  like  to  press  their  small  debtom 
unduly  for  fear  they  should  leave  them,  never  thinking 
that  a  debtor  is  of  no  use  to  them.  Small  debts  of  10s. 
and  under  soon  amount  to  a  lot  of  money  ;  if  the  chemist 
overlooks  one  he  is  bound  to  overlook  many. 

As  soon  as  a  so-called  customer,  when  asked  for  pay- 
ment of  hi«s  account,  promises  it,  and  fails  in  iiis 
promise,  it  is  time  for  action.  The  best  way  is  to  write 
him  a  letter  informing  him  that  unless  the  account  is 
settled  within  a  week  his  creditor  will  commence  pro- 
ceedings in  the  County  Court.  If  he  ignores  your 
letter,  do  not  waste  time  in  writing  to  him  again,  but 
commence  proceedings  in  the  County  Court.  People  do 
not  like  to  go  to  Court  for  a  paltry  debt,  and  he  may 
pay  as  soon  as  he  receives  the  summons.  If  the  debt  is 
under  £2  and  your  so-called  customer  resides  in  the 
district  of  the  Court,  all  you  need  do  is  to  attend  the 
County  Court  office,  inform  the  clerk  of  the  nature  of 
your  visit,  and  give  him  your  name,  address  and  occu- 
pation, and  also  that  of  the  debtor  and  the  amount  of 
your  claim,  and  he  will  make  the  necessary  prascipe  out 
for  you,  which  you  will  have  to  sign.  There  will  be  a 
small  fee  payable,  called  a  plaint  fee,  the  amount  of 
which  in  all  cases  is  based  on  the  amount  of  the  claim, 
which,  of  course,  in  the  long  run  will  have  to  be  paid 
by  the  defendant.  The  case  is  then,  from  your  point  of 
view,  finished  with,  until  the  day  of  the  hearing,  which 
date  will  be  seen  from  the  plaint  note.  On  the  day  of 
the  hearing  you  will  attend  the  Court  with  your  books 
and  prove  your  claim,  and  an  order  will  be  made  by 
the  judge  either  for  payment  forthwith  or  by  instal- 
ments ;  you  afterwards  attend  the  Court  and  draw  the 
amounts  paid  in.  If  your  claim  is  over  £2,  you  can  issue 
an  eight-day  summons  or  default  summons,  provided  tho 
defendant  is  not  a  domestic  or  menial  servant,  a 
labourer,  a  servant  in  husbandry,  a  journeyman,  an 
artificer,  a  handicraftsman,  a  miner,  or  a  person  engaged 
in  manual  labour;  but  if  your  claim  is  over  £5,  you  can 
issue  a  default  summons  against  any  of  the  above.  Tn 
the  case  of  a  default  summons  there  will  be  an  affidavit 
to  be  sworn,  which  will  be  prepared  by  the  clerk  in  the 
County  Court ;  he  will  require  the  same  particulars  as 
abo\e  mentioned ;  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  your 
claim  he  will  want  particulars,  and  you  must  give  him 
two  copies  of  your  claim,  one  for  use  of  the  Court  and 
one  to  be  served  with  the  summons  ;  there  will  also  be  a 
pi'wcipe  for  you  to  complete,  which  the  clerk  will  help 
you  to  do.  If  the  defendant  resides  in  the  district  of 
the  Court  there  will  be  only  one  affidavit  ;  but  if  he 
resides  out  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  a  copy  of  the 


affidavit  sworn  by  you  will  be  necessary.  The  plaint  fee 
is  then  paid,  and  the  summons  is  in  due  course  served 
on  the  defendant. 

Two  Types  of  Summons 
When  the  summons  has  been  served,  a  notice  to  this 
effect  will  be  sent  you  ;  and  if  the  defendant  does  not, 
within  eight  days  (inclusive  of  the  day  of  service),  either 
enter  a  defence  or  an  admission  of  the  debt,  together 
with  an  agreement  to  jaay  the  same  by  instalments,  you 
can  attend  the  Court  and  sign  judgment  for  the  full 
amount  and  then  issue  execution.  Another  praecipe  wiU 
be  necessary  to  sign  judgment  and  another  fee  is  pay- 
able (half  the  amount  of  the  plaint  fee).  When  you  have 
signed  judgment,  a  warrant  of  execution  will  have  to  be 
issued,  and  another  fee  is  payable  at  the  rate  of  Is.  in 
the  £1  on  the  amount  of  the  debt,  all  which  fees  are 
recoverable  from  the  defendant,  if  the  defendant  has 
filed  an  admi>ssion  and  offers  to  pay  the  amount  by  instal- 
ments and  you  agree  to  accept  the  amount,  you  attend 
Court  and  sign  judgment  accordingly;  but  if  you  do  not 
accept  the  offer,  the  case  will  be  set  down  for  hearing 
in  the  ordinary  way,  and  you  will  have  to  attend  the 
Court  and  prove  that  the  defendant  can  pay  more  than 
the  instalments  offered.  If  you  cannot  issue  a  default 
summons,  you  will  have  to  issue  an  ordinary  summons, 
no  affidavit  being  required  if  the  defendant  resides  in 
the  district ;  but  if  he  resides  out  of  the  district  of  the 
Court,  you  will  be  required  to  make  an  affidavit  and  a 
copy  thereof  for  service  with  the  summons ;  two  copies 
of  the  particulars  of  the  goods  supplied  and  the  amounts 
will  be  required,  and  also  a  praecipe  ;  the  plaint  fee  will 
have  to  be  paid,  for  which  you  will  receive  the  plaint 
note  with  the  date  of  the  hearing.  You  then  attend  the 
Court  and  prove  your  debt,  and  an  order  will  be  made 
either  for  payment  forthwith  or  by  instalments.  A 
hearing  fee  will  have  to  be  paid  before  the  hearing  of 
the  case. 

If  the  debtor  does  not  pay  the  amount  claimed  within 
fourteen  days,  and  if  the  order  is  forthwith,  you 
attend  the  Court  and  issue  execution,  and  if  he  defaults 
in  payment  of  the  instalments  you  can  then  issue  execu- 
tion. If  a  notice  is  sent  you  stating  that  the  defendant 
has  no  goods  whereon  to  levy,  the  only  course  is  for 
you  to  issue  a  judgment  summons,  but  in  this  event  the 
fee  you  paid  on  the  issue  of  the  warrant  of  'execution 
will  not  be  recoverable.  For  the  issue  of  a  judgment 
summons  you  attend  Court  and  a  praecipe  will  have  to 
be  prepared  ;  a  fee  at  the  rate  of  6d.  for  every  £2  of 
the  amount  claimed  will  have  to  be  paid,  and  also  a  sum 
of  money,  called  conduct  money,  to  bring  the  defendant 
from  his  residence  to  the  Court,  which  conduct  money 
is  recoverable  from  the  defendant,  and  then  the  judg- 
ment summons  will  be  set  down  for  hearing.  At  the 
hearing  the  judge  will  commit  the  defendant  to  prison 
for  so  many  days,  suspended  on  payment  of  an  instalment 
of  money,  an  amount  which  in  the  judge's  opinion  the 
defendant  ought  to  be  able  to  pay.  If  the  defendant 
does  not  pay  in  accordance  with  this  order,  you  attend 
the  court  and  issue  a  warrant  of  commitment,  the  fee 
of  which  is  Is.  in  the  £1,  and  he  will  be  taken  to 
prison  if  he  does  not  pay  the  full  amount  the  judgment 
summons  was  issued  for,  as  you  cannot  issue  a  warrant 
of  commitment  for  the  instalment  in  arrear — it  must  be 
issued  for  the  full  amount  of  the  judgment  summons 
outstanding.  If  the  defendant  goes  to  prison,  it  wipes 
out  the  amount  of  that  judgment  summons  ;  but  if  there 
is  any  part  of  your  debt  still  outstanding,  you  can  then 
issue  another  judgment  summons  for  the  balance.  If  at 
any  time  you  are  in  doubt  do  not  hesitate  to  consult  a 
solicitor ;  and  in  any  event  it  is  best  to  employ  a  solicitor 
if  any  of  your  actions  are  defended.  Many  debtors  Jo 
not  take  any  notice  of  a  letter  from  their  creditor,  but 
one  from  a  lawyer  seems  to  frighten  them. — Cleejctjs 
(7/12).   

A  REVISED  c.\LENDAB. — It  13  announced  that  in  order

Record  of  matters   concerning   Chemists'  Interests   In  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Acts 

Local  Reports 

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Derbyshire. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee, 
held  recently,  it  was  reported  that  the  prescriptions  dis- 
pensed by  panel  chemists  in  the  county  during  the  quarter 
ended  September  30,  1928,  was  134,398,  giving  a  fre- 
quency of  0.80  per  insured  person.  The  average  total 
cost  per  prescription  was  8d.  (3.6d.  for  ingredients  and 
4.4d.  for  dispensing  fee),  and  the  average  total  cost  per 
insured  person  6.4d. 

Devon. — A  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
was  held  at  Exeter  recently,  Mr.  W.  W.  Pine  in 
the  chaii-.  The  report  of  the  Central  Checking  Bureau 
for  April  was  approved.  Amendments  in  the  draft  of 
the  Medical  Benefit  Consolidated  Regulations,  1928,  were 
noted. 

Herts. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Subcommittee 
reported  on  an  analysis  of  a  prescription  dispensed  on 
May  23.  Analysis  showed  a  deficit  of  29.4  per  cent,  of 
an  ingredient.  The  dispenser  was  unable  to  offer  an 
explanation  of  the  shortage,  and  the  Committee  decided 
to  withhold  the  sum  of  30s.  The  number  of  prescriptions 
dispensed  in  the  Committee's  area  during  the  second 
quarter  of  19?S  was  87,241.  The  cost  of  ingredients  was 
£1,484  3s.  7d.,  and  the  dispensing  fees  amounted  to 
£1,630  5s.  9d.  The  number  of  patients  was  107,331, 
compared  with  104,129  in  1927,  and  the  average  total 
cost  per  patient  was  6.96d.,  compared  with  6.71d.  for  the 
corresponding  period  last  yeai-.  A  chart  prepared  by  the 
Pricing  Bureau  each  year  from  1917  to  1927  (both  inclu- 
sive) showed  a  large  increase  in  the  number  and  cost  of 
prescriptions,  and  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of  per- 
sons for  whom  the  doctors  prescribed.  While  1,700,000 
prescriptions  were  issued  during  1917,  there  were 
3.850,000  prescriptions  issued  during  1927,  an  increase  of 
126  per  cent.  The  number  of  insured  persons  for  whom 
the  doctors  prescribed  was,  in  1917,  630,000,  as  against 
900.000  in  1927,  an  increase  of  43  per  cent.  The  total 
cost  of  the  prescriptions  in  1917  was  £44,000,  or  an 
average  of  0.52  of  a  shilling  per  prescription. 

Kent. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee,  on 
December  12,  the  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Sub- 
committee reported  on  an  application  hj  a  firm  of 
chemists  for  payment  of  an  account  from  August  1  to 
September  16,  during  which  period  they  were  not  en- 
titled to  dispense  medicines  for  insured  persons.  The 
firm  had  applied  to  be  placed  on  the  Committee's  list, 
but  were  informed  t'hey  must  first  become  a  registered 
company.  In  tlie  meantime  they  continued  to  dispense 
medicines,  and  submitted  accounts  amounting  to 
£25  8s.  lOd.  While  the  firm  had  no  legal  claim  on  the 
Committee,  the  Minister  of  Health  had  been  asked  to 
approve  the  payment  of  £12  13s.  lOd.  Mr.  Webb,  moving 
the  report,  said  the  cliemists  went  on  piling  up  a  bill, 
although  acting  quite  honestly  and  regularly,  and  the 
Committee  could  not  consider  paying  the  £12  15s.  for 
fees,  because  at  the  time  they  were  not  registered. 

Middlesex — The  bi-monthly  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  was  held  on  December  3.  The  Finance  and 
General  Purposes  Subcommittee  recommended  the  pay- 
ment of  accounts  amounting  to  £5,276  Is.  9d.  Among 
these  were:  —  To  chemists,  August  accounts, 
£4,260  10s.  lOd. ;  Middlesex  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
expenses,  1926,  £100;  practitioners  for  vaccines,  etc., 
£4  4s.  3d. ;  for  drugs,  10s.  5d. ;  chemists,  September 
accounts,  £4.537  18s.  8d.  The  accounts  were  passed. 
The  Subcommittee  also  reported,  inter  alia,  that  for  the 
month  of  August  the  average  cost  per  prescription  of 
ingredients  was  4d. ;  dispensing  fees,  4.4d. ;  prescription 
frequency  per  person,  3;  average  total  cost,  2.5d.  In 
September  the  average  cost  of  ingredients  was  3.9d. ; 
dispensing  fees,  4.4d. ;  frequency  per  person,  3;  and 
average  cost  per  person,  2.3d.  The  total  number  of 
chemists  on  the  panel  was  400. 


Portsmouth. — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee,  held  recently,  it  was  reported  that  the 
75,000  insured  persons  in  Portsmouth  consumed  nearly 
40  tons  of  medicine  last  year  at  a  cost  to  the  Committee 
of  about  2s.  9d.  per  person.  Dr.  M.  Way  said  the  posi- 
tion was  appalling.  Some  patients  did  not  go  to  the 
doctor  because  they  were  ill,  but  because  they  thought 
they  would  like  a  little  drop  of  medicine.  They  camo 
into  the  doctor's  consulting  room  and  said,  "  I  was  just 
passing  and  I  thought  I  would  look  in  and  have  a 
tonic."  They  did  not  do  that  when  they  had  to  pay  a 
bill,  but  they  now  thought  they  had  paid  something  and 
liked  to  feel  they  were  getting  something  for  it.  Ha 
could  sum  it  up  in  two  words,  "  Bottle  habit."  Accounts 
were  passed  showing  payments  to  chemists  amounting  to 
£722  12s.  for  June  and  £680  Os.  8d.  for  July. 

Rotherham. — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Commitee,  held  recently,  it  was  reported  that  there 
were  twenty  chemists'  shops  on  the  panel,  and  thafc 
during  the  nine  months  ended  September,  thirty  chemists 
were  paid  £3,164  15s.  6d.  The  chemists'  accounts  fop 
the  ifirst  nine  months  amounted  to  £3,370  6s.  lOd.,  against 
£3,507  lOs.  lid.  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

Rutland. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee,  a  doctor  member  of  the  Committee  re- 
ported that  a  panel  patient  received  treatment  from  him 
for  acute  phthisis,  which  carried  with  it  the  need  for 
frequent  expectoration.  Being  a  member  of  the  Health 
Propaganda  Subcommittee,  he  decided  to  practise  what 
they  preached,  and  gave  the  patient  a  prescription  for  a 
disinfectant  fluid  into  which  she  could  expectorate.  The 
Central  Pricing  Bureau  disallowed  payment  to  the  chemisfe 
for  the  disinfectant,  and  when  he  asked  the  Bureau  their 
definition  in  regard  to  disinfectants,  he  was  informed 
that  in  such  circumstances  they  could  not  be  regarded 
as  part  of  medical  benefit.  He  was  obliged,  in  conse- 
quence, to  reimburse  the  chemist  out  of  his  own  pocket. 
Had  he  prescribed  the  disinfectant  as  a  gargle  or  medi- 
cine, no  question  would  have  been  raised.  The  Commit- 
tee decided  to  seek  the  opinion  of  the  Ministiy  of 
Health.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee,  on 
December  13,  a  reply  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  respecting  the  disallowance  of  payment  to  a 
chemist  for  a  disinfectant  prescribed  as  a  gargle  for  a 
phthisis  panel  patient.  At  a  previous  meeting  it  had 
been  stated  that  the  Central  Pricing  Bureau  disallowed 
payment  to  the  chemist  for  the  disinfectant,  stating  that 
it  could  not  be  regarded  as  part  of  medical  benefit.  Had 
the  doctor  prescribed  the  disinfectant  as  a  gargle,  no 
question  would  have  been  raised.  The  Committee  wrote 
to  the  Ministry  on  the  matter,  and  the  reply  received 
upheld  the  decision  of  the  Central  Pricing  Bureau.  The 
doctor  concerned  said  he  thought  the  decision  was  con- 
trary to  what  was  preached  regarding  health  in  the 
country  and  preventive  medicine.  Were  they  now  to 
advise  patients  to  buy  the  disinfectants  themselves  ?  Mr. 
C.  Bayley,  chemist  and  druggist  (Uppingham),  asked 
whether  the  doctor  could  not  prescribe  a  disinfectant  in 
some  other  form,  but  was  reminded  by  the  chairman 
that  a  medical  practitioner  is  not  allowed  to  prescribe 
things  by  subterfuge.    The  matter  then  dropped. 

Sheffield. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
a  report  was  accepted  from  the  Joint  Services  Subcom- 
mittee dealing  with  three  cases  of  test  dispensing.  The 
first  case  showed  a  deficiency  of  5.9  per  cent,  of  pot, 
brom.  The  chemist  was  cautioned.  The  second  case 
showed  an  excess  of  4.1  per  cent,  according  to  the  city 
analyst,  while  the  independent  analysis  gave  4.6  per 
cent,  excess  of  pot.  brom.  The  chemist  said  it  was 
almost  impossible  to  secure  an  absolutely  accurate  result, 
and  contended  that  the  certificates  of  the  city  analyst 
and  the  independent  analyst  showed  a  difference  in  the 
amount  of  excess  in  the  sample.  The  Committee 
could  not  accept  the  statement  that  absolute 
accuracy  cannot  be  obtained,  as  in  many  cases  of 
samples  taken  the  dispensing  had  been  shown  to 
be  accurate.  The  chemist  was  cautioned.  The  third 
case  showed  a  deficiency  of  12.6  per  cent,  cf  pot.  brom. 
The  stock  solution  had  been  made  up  wrongly  by  a  youth 
in  the  chemist's  employ.  The  Committee  recommended 
the  withholding  of  £5  5s.  and  that  the  chemist  should 
be  severely  censured  and  warned

Stocktaking  operations  are  in  progress  in  most  quarters, 
and  the  other  Mincing  Lane  prodnce  centres  are  still 
characterised  by  a  holiday  spirit.  Most  markets  were 
closed  on  New  Year's  Day,  and  what  price  changes  there 
are  indicate  a  better  tone.  Business  will  not  resume  its 
normal  course  until  next  week.  In  the  crude  drug 
section  chamomiles,  peppers  and  orris  root  for  shipment 
are  dearer.  Japanese  produce,  including  menthol  and 
agar-agar,  is  slightly  better  following  firmer  quotations 
for  future  business.  Shellac  closes  much  firmer  than  at 
the  time  of  our  last  report.  Mercury  and  antimony  are 
both  on  the  easy  side.  Among  industrial  chemicals  the 
feature  is  an  advance  in  the  cost  of  acetone,  which  will 
probalaly  affect  the  value  of  isopropyl  alcohol.  Copper 
sulphate  is  also  dearer,  while  bleaching  powder  and 
sodium  acetate  are  firmer.  The  coal-tar  products  section 
is  notable  for  the  i^eakness  in  cresylic  acid  and  pitch. 
Pharmaceutical  chemicals  lack  interest,  though  salicylic 
acid  and  sodium  salicylate  show  signs  of  improvement. 
Revised  prices  for  hypophosphites  on  a.  lower  basis  are 
announced.  Fixed  oils  are  quiet,  though  turpentine  has 
recovered.  Palm,  linseed  and  soya  oils  are  easier,  while 
cotton  oils  are  lower.  In  essential  oils  things  are  very 
quiet  indeed,  and  the  actual  value  of  price  alterations 
is  probably  more  imaginary  than  real.  Cinnamon  leaf 
is  dearer,  and  lemon  for  shipment  is  firmer,  while  anise, 
cassia  and  citronella  are  slightly  easier.

Unprofitable  Proprietaries 

SiE, — A  letter  recently  appeared  in  the  C.  <fc  D.  com- 
plimenting the  makers  of  a  proprietary  medicine  on  offer- 
ing a  parcel  of  goods  in  payment  for  a  window  display. 
At  first  sight  the  offer  appears  attractive,  and  the  fact 
that  the  article  enjoys  the  favour  of  the  P.A.T.A.  tends 
to  inspire  confidence,  but  recently  it  gave  the  retailer 
only  17.8  per  cent,  profit,  now  it  gives  20  per  cent.  ! 
Why  is  it  on  P.A.T.A.?  As  a  retail  chemist,  strongly 
discontented  with  the  profits  on  a  number  of  proprietary 
medicines,  may  I  appeal  to  chemists  generally  not  to 
give  window  space  or  recommendation  to  any  article 
which,  in  addition  to  payment  for  the  window,  does  not 
give  at  least  the  very  moderate  profit  of  25  per  cent,  on 
sales.  In  such  cases  as  the  one  referred  to,  where  the 
article  does  not  pay  medicine-stamp  duty,  the  minimum 
should  be  33^  per  cent.,  particularly  as  the  adver'tising 
displaces  our  own  lines.  In  this  way  we  may  be  able 
to  strengthen  the  hands  of  the  retail  section  of  the 
P.A.T.A.  and  get  the  profits  reasonably  increased  or 
the  articles  removed  from  the  retail  list. — Yours,  etc.,

A  General  Complaint 

Sir, — On  an  upturned  syphon  basket  I  sat  down  to 
meditate  on  the  relevant  portions  of  umpteen  Acts  men- 
tioned in  the  G.  &  D.  Uiary  and  designed  to  make  a 
chemist  miserable.  One  relates  to  stamp  duty. 
For  a  30s.  article  the  Government  shares  the  profit  to 
the  tune  of  20s. ;  for  a  50s.  article  they  raise  the  rate 
and  collect  £2.  I  suppose,  if  a  proprietary  medicine 
could  be  established  to  sell  at  £50,  the  Government 
would  want  about  £49  6s.  8d.  out  of  it,  and  the  water 
rate  would  account  for  'the  rest.  Can't  anyone  oblige  ? 
The  National  (?)  Health  (?)  Acts  make  the  syphons 
rattle.  As  a  young  person,  I  must  not  want  to  work 
more  than  seventy-four  hours  per  week.  Just  as  if  any 
sane  young  person  would  want ;  and  tbree-quar'ters  of 
an  hour  is  graciously  allowed  for  the  midday  meal.  I 
bet  some  indigestion  dope  merchant  established  that 
time,  as  also  the  thirty  minutes  for  tea — on  or  off  the 
premises.  Are  chemists  as  busy  as  all  that  ?  Quite 
recently  it  was  noticed  that  a  relatively  large  number 
of  new  chemists'  shops  were  being  established  in  this 
area,  and  an  extra  large  number  going  on  the  panel. 
It  was  suggested  that  this  must  be  a  most  profitable 
area.  That  suggestion  is  wrong.  Tlie  truth  is  that  the 
"  certifiable  "  are  congregating  here.  Then  there  is  our 
delightful  privilege — the  only  one — of  selling  poisons ; 
with  due  regard  to  the  Acts,  of  coui'se.  There  is  also 
that  cheerful  little  law  with  regard  to  preservatives,  and 
the  subtle  little  method  of  estimating  benz-oic  acid.  The 
Pharmacopoeia  establishes  15  gr.  as  the  maximum  dose 
of  that  commodity,  and  vsre  all  know  the  B.P.  is  quite 
moderate;  but  even  if  it  were  not,  I  suppose  one  would 
need  to  eat  about  7  lb.  of  jam  for  tea  to  get  the  maxi- 
mum B.P.  dose.  It  is  all  right  to  have  reasonably  pure 
food;  but  what  "gets  my  goat"  is  why  the  brilliant 
minds  that  misdirect  this  country  are  not  considered 
criminals  for  not  seeing  that  thousands  of  citizens  are 
only  getting  about  25  per  cent,  of  a  normal  ration  of 
even  non-quite-pure  food.  Oh !  A  customer.  "  Free 
pennuff  of  canferated  oil."  Why  there's  a  pennyworth 
already    outside    the    bottle.    "  And    two    pennuff  of 

 's  piUs."    Oh !  I'm  a  qualified  cliemist  all  right.

Additional  Examination  Subjects  ? 

Sir, — Mr.  H.  Corbett  Meyrick  (C.  Jh  D.,  Decem- 
ber 15,  p.  740)  suggests  that  the  Qualifying  examination 
should  include  first>  aid,  hygiene,  optics  and  minor 
■urgery.    Although  w«  are  called  on  to  know  and  to 


use  a  little  of  all  these  subjects  daily,  it  is  to  be  borne 
in  mind  that  we  now  practise  them  at  our  own  risk,  and 
if  a  case  should  turn  out  to  have  complications  it  is 
liable  to  be  more  expensive  than  profitable.  At  the 
same  time,  the  public  look  to  us  to  help  them  in  minor 
accidents  and  ailments ;  and  so  long  as  we  do  not  overstep 
the  mark  and  are  careful  to  protect  ourselves  by  recom- 
mending medical  advice,  we  are  not  likely  to  be  inter- 
fered with.  But  to  make  such  things  a  part  of  the 
syllabus  of  our  examinations  is  to  raise  them  to  a 
recognised  legal  standard,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
the  medical  profession  would  never  allow  it.  It  is  one 
thing  to  take  no  notice  of  seaside  quacks  and  other 
itinerant  vendors  who  pretend  to  cure  any  and  every 
complaint,  but  the  whole  body  of  qualified  pharmacists 
in  business  could  not  be  ignored  if  they  were  entitled 
to  give  first  aid  and  minor  surgical  attendance.

Sir, — Mr.  H.  Corbett  Meyi-ick's  suggestion  (C.  &  D. 
December  15,  p.  740)  that  first  aid  and  minor 
surgery  should  be  included  in  the  Chemist  and 
Druggist  Qualifying  examination,  an  place  of  some 
of  the  present  scientific  course,  is  not  one  that 
is  likely  to  commend  itself  to  the  Council,  especially 
after  all  the  trouble  that  has  been  taken  to  evolve  the 
present  curriculum.  The  frequency  with  which  chemists 
are  called  upon  to  deal  with  cuts,  wounds,  eye  troubles, 
fainting  fits,  etc.,  indicates  that  they  should  possess  a 
trained  knowledge  of  how  to  act  in  these  emergencies. 
If  officially  taught,  there  seems  little  doubt  that  history 
would  repeat  itself,  and  in  the  course  of  time  there  would 
be  a  similar  struggle  between  -chemists  and  doctors,  as 
there  was  in  the  iseventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries 
between  'the  apothecaries  and  doctors.  If  it  were  possible 
in  the  interests  of  humanity  and  knowledge  for  _  an 
arrangement  to  be  made  between  the  General  Medical 
Council  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  whereby 
chemists  could  be  instructed  in  these  subjects,  all  would 
be  well,  but  there  seems  little  likelihood  of  that.

Wasted  Printing 

Sir, — Mr.  Grove-Palmer,  in  his  article  on  "  Wasted 
Printing  "  (C.  tfc  D.,  December  15,  p.  726),  points  out 
the  tremendous  waste  that  goes  on  year  in  and  year  out 
in  advertising  matter.  I  estimate  that  probably  90  per 
cent,  of  it  is  never  read  at  all  or  even  looked  at.  There 
is  hardly  a  day  goes  by  but  half-a-dozen  or  more 
circulars  are  put  into  my  private  letter-box,  and  the 
household  is  so  tired  of  them  that  they  go  straight  into 
the  fire-lighting  department.  In  business  it  is  just  the 
same;  every  post  brings  me  printed  matter,  at  least  half 
of  which  might  be  cut  out.  The  only  things  which  are 
of  any  real  use  are  the  yearly  catalogues  from  the 
sundriesmen,  the  quarterly  lists  from  the  drug  houses, 
and  notifications  of  new  lines  or  special  bonus  offers; 
all  the  rest  are  so  much  waste  paper.  And  the  biggest 
waste  of  all  is  that  incurred  by  the  manufacturer  of 
some  proprietary  line  who  issues  a  most  expensive  and 
elaborate  volume  of  reproductions  of  his  newspaper 
advertisements,  often  printed  in  colours  and  on  glazed 
paper,  and  costing  a  considerable  amount  in  outlay  and 
postage ;  the  whole  thing  is  not  of  the  slightest  interest 
to  the  chemist,  of  whom  I  do  not  suppose  one  in  a 
thousand  ever  reads  it.  Eeferring  to  the  easeful  of 
leaflets,  etc.,  at  one  time  I  was  employed  in  the  whole- 
sale export  trade,  and  I  have  seen  hundreds  of  cases 
in  which  new  advertising  matter  was  used  for  packing 
material ;  as  in  some  countries  there  was  a  tariff  on  this 
material,  it  had  to  be  all  taken  out  and  went  to  feed 
the  stokehole.  I  suppose  that  sales  managers  must  show 
some  result  for  their  energy  ;  but  has  it  never  occurred 
to  the  proprietors  of  advertised  articles  that  by  cutting 
down  all  this  terrible  waste  of  printing  and  issuing 
only  necessary  price  lists,  circulars,  etc.,  and  devoting 
the  balance  of  the  money  saved  to  giving  the  chemist  a 
really  profitable  margin  on  sales,  they  would  create  a 
goodwill  among  retailers  which  would  repay  them  a 
thousand  times  more  than  all  the  advertising  campaigns 
they  ever  conducted.— Yours  truly,

Sm, — Would  you  kindly  tell  me  the  best  way  to  dispense 
th-e  following  : —

[Dissolve  the  bromides  in  half  of  the  chloroform  water 
and  add  the  syrup.  Rub  down  the  luminal  to  a  fine 
powder,  mix  with  gr.  xxx.  of  pulv.  tragacanth  co.,  add 
chloroform  water,  mix  with  the  bromide  solution,  and 
make  up  to  volum-e.  The  luminal  is  easily  suspended. 
Luminal  sodium,  which  is  sometimes  used  when  a  clear 
solution  is  required,  is  inadmissible  in  this  case  because 
it  would  decompose  the  ammonium  bromide  with  libera- 
tion of  ammonia  and  precipitation  of  phenyl-ethyl- 
barbituric  acid.]

[The  boric  acid  acts  upon  the  calamine  very  slowly 
in  presence  of  water,  but  there  is  a  brisk  effervescence 
when  the  glycerin  is  added.  The  zinc  borate  formed 
appears  to  go  into  solution,  leaving  a  relatively  small 
amount  of  unchanged  calamine.  The  ijrescriber  should 
be  informed  of  the  incompatibility,  and  if  the  prescrip- 
tion is  to  be  dispensed  as  written,  the  best  way  is  to 
mix  all  the  ingredients  together,  stir  and  set  aside  until 
the  evolution  of  gas  is  complete,  warming  on  the  water 
bath,  if  necessary,  to  hasten  the  reaction.] 


Legal  Queries 

Testimonial  (19/812)  left  the  ■employ  of  a  limited  com- 
pany of  his  own  accord  after  six  years'  service.  Th« 
company  declines  to  supply  a  testimonial,  but  offers  to 
reply  to  applicants  for  a  reference.  Is  this  refusal  to 
give  a  testimonial  justified  ?  [An  employer  is  not  legally 
bound  to  supply  a  testimonial  to  an  employee,  or  even 
to  answer  inquiries  about  him ;  but  if  an  employer  does 
give  a  testimonial  or  reference  it  must  be  a  true  one.] 

0.  N.  M.  (27/11)  is  employed  at  a  salary  of  £234  a 
year  and  owns  premises  rated  at  £34.  Is  he  liable  to  be 
insured  )inder  the  National  Health  and  Unemployment 
Insurance  schemes?  [As  his  salary  does  not  exceed  £250 
a  year  he  is  not  exempt  from  liability  to  be  insured.  He 
may  be  able  to  apply  successfully  for  exemption  on  the 
ground  that  he  is  in  receipt  of  an  independent  income  of 
£26  a  year  or  more  ;  but  even  if  he  obtains  a  certificate 
of  exemption  his  employer  will  have  to  pay  his  (tho 
ereployei  s)  share  of  the  contributions.] 

D.  J.  H.  (21/812)  bought  a  new  house,  and  a  month 
later  an  oak  gate-post  at  the  front  entrance  split  so 
badly  that  the  gate  will  not  close  properly.  Is  he 
entitled  to  withhold  payment  of  the  ground  rent  until 
the  ground  landlord  has  replaced  the  post?  [In  our 
opinion,  "  D.  J.  H."  has  no  remedy  against  his  land- 
lord, since  he  had  an  opportunity  of  examining  the 
condition  of  the  property  before  he  bought  it.  In  any 
case,  he  would  have  no  legal  right  to  withhold  pay- 
ment of  the  ground  rent.  We  assume  that  there  was 
no  contract  between  "  D  J.  H."  and  the  builder, 
because  if  there  was  he  might  have  a  claim  against  the 
builder.]

B.  K.  (16/10). — Skin  ointment. — This  apjDears  to  be 
merely  a  sulphur  ointment  made  with  a  paraffin  base. 
Several  skin  remedies  were  piwed  to  be  absent. 

D.  D.  (1/11). — Dental  b.\se  plate. — This  resinous 
material  of  a  brown  colour  consists  of  72  per  cent, 
resin,  which  appears  to  be  merely  shellac,  and  28  per 
cent,  of  a  white,  glistening  solid  in  the  form  of  minute 
scales,  which  is  insoluble  in  spirit  and  is  not  altered 
on  ignition.  It  contains  aluminium  as  its  characteristic 
element,  and  is  probably  mica. 

IF.  P.  (12/11).— Snuff  powder. — This  is  a  white 
powder  consisting  of  menthol  14  per  cent.,  boric  acid 
86  per  cent. 

R.  C.  (13/11). — EciG -producing  tonic. — ^This  powder  is 
quite  a  complex  mixture.  Elements  of  the  following 
drugs  have  been  recognised.  Pea  meal,  powdered  fenu- 
greek seeds,  linseed  (probably  powdered  cake),  sugar, 
possibly  liquorice  root,  ferrous  sulphate  (25  per  cent.), 
also  there  are  some  stone  cells  which  may  be  from 
powdei'ed  olive  stones.  There  may  also  be  some

S.  S.  (2/118).— Talc,  rice  flour,  or  equal  parts  of 
precipitated  chalk  and  zinc  oxide  coloured  with  burnt 
sienna  could  be  used  as  a  dusting  powder  for  the  pur- 
pose you  mention,  though  a  stick  of  ready-made  grease 
paint — say  No.  9 — would  probably  produce  a  more  satis- 
factory make-up.

Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago

The  "Chemist  and  Druggist,"  January  15,  1879 

Quekett  Microscopical  Club 

Tho  Quekett  Microscopical  Club,  founded  in  1865.  is  one 
with  which  our  own  members,  and  &specially  junioa'  pliai-ma- 
ciiSts,  should  ho  acquainted.  .  .  .  John  Quekett  was  a  born 
miorosoo'pist.  At  the  ago  of  sixteen  he  g-avo  a  course  of 
leotui-es  on  microscopiica.1  science,  having  drawn  his  own 
■diagranxs  and  constructed  his  own  micro'scope.  Belonging 
to  the  medical  profession,  he  became  a  licentiate  of  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries  and  a  member  of  the  College  of 
Surgeoiis  of  London.  It  was  to  microscopical  pursuits  that 
ha  gave  his  chief  attention,  and  he  prepared  an  extensive 
series  of  .specimens  of  the  elementary  tissues  of  plants  and 
animals,  a  collection  wliich  numbered  2,500  preparations,  and 
was  purchased  subsequently  by  the  College.  .  .  .  The 
singular  life  he  led,  at  the  top  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Surgeons  in  Lincoln's  Inn  Fields,  is  worthy  of  being 
rcooided.  He  lived  and  worked  for  many  years  under  the 
skylight.

Potassium  Cyanide. — This  was  formerly  obtained  by 
heating  to  redness  in  a  covered  crucible  a  mixture  of 
potassium  ferrocyanide,  potassium  carbonate  and  carbon 
(preferably  with  a  small  quantity  of  sodium).    It  is  pre- 
pared pure  by  heating  potassium  ferrocyanide  in  a  covered 
iron    crucible:    K,Fe(CN),  =  4KCN  +  Fe+N,  +  2C.  On 
extracting  the  mass  with  alcohol  and  evaporating  the 
solvent  the  pure  salt  is  obtained:    Erlenmeyer's  process 
for  its  preparation  (1876)  consisted  in  melting  together 
potassium     ferrocyanide     and    -sodium  :  K4Fe(CN)„-f- 
2Na=2NaCN+4KCN  +  Fe,   and  was   used   until  1900, 
since     when      synthetic     processes      have  replaced 
it.       In       Castner's       sodamide      process  (1894) 
the  sodiocyanamide  formed  by  passing    a    current  of 
ammonia  over  charcoal  and  sodium  heated  to  500°-600° 
is    transformed    at    800°    quantitatively    into  sodium 
cyanide  :  2Na+2C  +  2NH,  =  2NaCN+3H,.    In  the  Frank- 
Erlwein  process  lime  and  coke  aro  heated  in  the  electric 
furnace   in    an    atmosphere    of    nitrogen:  CaO+C,-]- 
N2=C0+NC.NCa.      The  calcium  cyanamide  by  fusion 
with     the     corresponding     alkali     yields  potassium 
or     sodium     cyanide.      Nitrogen     from     liquid  air 
is    used,    and    is    freed    from    oxygen    and  carbon 
dioxide.       The      calcium      cyanamide     fused  with 
potassium  carbonate  or  potassium  chloride  reacts  thus  : 
Ca(CN),+2KCl=CaCl2+2KCN.    Beet  sugar  molasses  are 
now  used  as  a  source  of  cyanide  by  Bueb's  process.  The 
residue   remaining  after  the  alcoholic   fermentation  of 
molasses  and  after  removal  of  the  alcohol  is  dry  distilled 
at  600°  from  clay  retorts.    The  gases  evolved  are  passed 
into  a  superheater  at  800°-1000°,  after  which  they  contain 
about  7  per  cent,  by  volume  of  hydrocyanic  acid.  The 
gases  are  passed  into  sulphuric  acid  to  fix  free  ammonia 
and  the  hydrocyanic  acid  absorbed  by  water,  and  trans- 
foj-med  into  sodium  or  potassium  cyanide.    The  aqueous 
solution  of  tho  salt  is  evaporated  in  vacuo.  Potassium 
cyanide  appears  in  commerce  as  lumps  or  sticks,  very 
often  impure.    The  P.B.  requires  it  to  contain  at  l«ast 
95  per  cent,  real  KCN.    Potassium  cyanide  is  a  white, 
hard  solid,  s.g.  1.52,  and  may  contain    as  impurities 
carbonate,   cyanate,    sulphate,    sulphocyanide,  sulphide, 
chloi'ide  and   ferrocyanide.      The  purest  form  is  the 
crystalline  powder  prepared  by  neutralising  hydrocyanic 
acid  with  potassium   hydroxide.      With    solutions  of 
greater  concentration  than  1  or  2  per  cent.,  the  addition 
of  acid  may  cause  dangerous  development  of  hydrocyanic 
acid.    The  taste  is  alkaline  and  the  solid  smells  slightly 
of  bitter  almonds.      The  action  of  the  moisture  and 
carbon  dioxide  in  the  air  is  to  set  free  hydrocyanic  acid. 
Potassium  cyanide  is  very  soluble  in  water ;  a  saturated 
solution  contains  122  gm.  KCN  to  100  gm.  water  at  its 
boiling  point  103.3°.    At  19.5°  100  gm.  absolute  alcohol 
dissolve  0.88  gm.,  the  same  quantity  of  methyl  alcoliol 
will  dissolve  at  4.91  gm.    The  salt  is  very  poisonous, 
though  horses,  mules,  and  pigs  can  stand  large  doses. 
It  was  formerly  extensively  used  for  electro-plating  and 
for  the  extraction  of  gold,  but  sodium  cyanide  is  now 
almost  exclusively  used  for  this  purpose.    A  solution  of 
potassium  cyanide  dissolves  silver  chloride  and  iodide, 
and  on  account  of  its  property  of  dissolving  silver  sul- 
phide it  is  used  for  "cleaning  gold  and  silver.  Heated 
with_  potassium  nitrate   or   potassium   chlorate,  carbon 
dioxide  and  nitrogen  are  evolved  with  explosive  violence. 
Potassium    cyanide    is    frequently  used  as  a  means  of 
suicide  in  this  country,  the  annual  average  figure  in 
England  and  Wales  from  1882  to  1926  inclusive,  being 
21.0.    Accidental  deaths  by  cyanide  poisoning  are  few. 


Scottish  deaths,  accidental  and  suicidal,  from  this  poison, 
amount  to  a  total  of  only  fifty-four  for  the  years  1870 
to  1925  inclusive. 

Patasslum  Ferricyanide.— Red  prussiate  of  potash, 
K3Fe(CN)j,  was  discovered  in  1822,  and  was  first  pre- 
pared by_  passing  chlorine  into  a  solution  of  potassium 
ferrocyanide  until  it  no  longer  gives  a  blue  colour  with 
a  ferric  salt.  The  reaction  is  represented  by  2K  Fe(CN). 
-f  Cl,  =  2K3Fe(CN),  +  2KCl.  On  a  large  scale  a  cold 
10  per  cent,  solution  of  potassium  ferrocyanide  is  treated 
with  chlorine  until  conversion  is  just  complete.  Some 
Prussian  green  is  usually  formed  by  the  action  of  the 
chlorine  on  the  ferrocyanide,  and  the  solution  is 
evaporated  to  crystallisation  and  potassium  hydroxide 
added  to  decompose  the  green  into  ferric  hydroxide.  The 
solution  is  now  filtered  and  evaporated  to  crystallisation; 
the  theoretical  yield  is  85-90  per  cent.  Other  oxidising 
agents  have  been  suggested  as  bromine,  lead  peroxide, 
potassium  permanganate,  persulphate  and  electrolytic 
oxidation.  The  salt  crystallises  from  water  in  deep  red 
monoclinic  anhydrous  prisms,  s.g.  1.84.  An  aqueous  solu- 
tion is  greenish-yellow,  and  is  decomposed  by  light,  a 
blue_  precipitate  being  deposited.  A  solution  of  potassium 
ferricyanide  in  a  solution  of  caustic  alkali  is  a  strong 
oxidising  agent:  2K3Fe(CN), -|- 2KOH  =  2K,Fe(CN). 
-t-H,0-f  0.  Such  a  solution  converts  chromic  oxide  into 
potassium  chromate,  bleaches  indigo,  and  is  used  as  a 
discharge  in  calico  printing  for  white  patterns  on  blue 
ground.  With  ferrous  sulphate,  potassium  ferricyanide 
gives  a  deep  blue  precipitate  of  TurnbuU's  blue 
Fe3Fe3(CN),3.  Ferric  saits  give  no  precipitate  with 
ferricyanide,  only  a  dark  blue  solution. 

Potassium  Ferrocyanide.— Yellow  prussiate  of  potash 
crystallises  in  large  orange  yellow  crystals  of  composition 
K^FeCONjg.SHjO,  s.g.  1.86,  stable  in  air  at  ordinary 
temperature.  Heated  to  60°  the  crystals  begin  to  lose 
water,  and  the  finely-powdered  salt  is  completely 
dehydrated  at  100°,  forming  a  white  powder.  Decom- 
position in  absence  of  oxygen  proceeds  at  red  heat, 
potassium  cyanide,  carbon,  iron  and  nitrogen  being 
formed.  The  powder  when  heated  in  air  takes  fire.  The 
salt  is  insoluble  in  alcohol. 

Potassium  Nitrate,  nitre  or  saltpetre,  has  been  known 
and  used  since  ancient  times.  It  is  found  in  East  India, 
Bengal,  Bombay,  and  in  caves  in  Ceylon  formerly 
tenanted  by  men,  animals  and  bats,  and  as  an  efflorescence 
on  soils  in  hot  countries,  Peru,  Bolivia,  South  Africa 
and  Egypt.  Up  to  the  beginning  of  the  19th  century 
it  was  made  in  many  European  countries  from  artificial 
saltpetre  earth  by  stacking  decomposing  organic  matter 
(manure,  fecal  matter,  etc.),  in  mounds  and  moistening 
from  time  to  time  with  water  or  urine.  The  nitrification 
process  was  allowed  to  go  on  for  about  a  year  when  the 
mounds  were  extracted  with  water  and  the  dissolved  nitre 
obtained  by  evaporation.  Saltpetre  is  extracted  in  India 
from  natural  saltpetre  earth,  found  generally  in  native 
villages  where  sewage  disposal  ia  not  carried  out  on 
hygienic  lines.  Materials  rich  in  organic  nitrogen  ex- 
posed to  the  atmosphere  and  the  action  of  nitrifying 
bacteria  show  a  white  efflorescence  in  time,  and  this 
white  earth  is  scraped  off  and  collected  in  India  by 
"  Sorawallahs. "  Ganges  mud  contains  about  8  per 
cent,  of  nitre.  The  saltpetre  earth  is  lixiviated  in  wooden 
or  earthenware  vessels,  and  the  liquor  usually  concen- 
trated in  iron  pots  by  the  sun.  The  crude  saltpetre  thu3 
obtained  is  called  "  dhouah,"  and  contains  45-70  per 
cent,  of  potassium  nitrate.  It  is  recrystallised  by  native 
merchants,  and  sold  as  "  kalmee."  Mother  liquors  from 
caliche  contain  about  20  per  cent,  potassium  nitrate,  and 
this  is  sometimes  extracted  and  exported  from  South 
America.  Artificial  saltpetre  or  conversion  nitrate  was 
first  prepared  in  Germany  at  the  time  of  the  Crimean 
War  (1855)  by  evaporating  a  solution  of  sodium  nitrate 
(Chili  saltpetre)  with  potassium  chloride.  By  adjusting 
the  density  of  the  liquor  the  nitrate  is  completely  dis- 
solved as  potassium  nitrate,  but  the  chlorides  only  par- 
tially. Chlorides  are  removed  with  a  perforated  ladle. 
The  hot  clear  liquor  is  fined  with  glue  and  boiled  and 
the  scum  carefully  removed.  The  liquor  is  then  crystal- 
lised, stirring  to  obtain  minute  crystals.      The  crysfala 
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are  now  washed  with  water,  drained  and  dried  in  copper 
pans  in  a  current  of  hot  air.  For  the  manufacture  of 
black  gunpowder  chlorides  present  must  not  be  more  than 
0.005  per  cent.  Potassium  nitrate  crystallises  in  hexa- 
gonal rhombic  prisms  without  water  of  crystallisation. 
One  hundred  parts  of  water  dissolve  247  parts  of  nitrate 
at  100°  and  13  parts  at  0°.  The  salt  has  a 
sharp  taste,  m.p.  339°,  but  decomposes  at  higher 
temperaMre  into  potassium  nitrite  and  oxygen.  Heated 
to  redness  with  carbon  it  deflagrates,  foiming 
potassium  carbonate  with  evolution  of  nitrogen  and 
carbon  dioxide.  Potassium  nitrate  is  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  black  gunpowder  (potassium  uiti'ate  75,  sul- 
phur 12,  wood  charcoal  13).  The  proportion  of  the  con- 
stituents varies  for  different  types  of  powders,  and  am- 
monium nitrate  replaces  the  potassium  salt  as  it 
burns  without  leaving  any  residue.  Nitre  is  used  in  the 
pickling  of  meat,  curing  of  hams,  and  as  a  manure. 
Fused  into  globules  it  is  known  as  sal  prunella. 

Potassium  Permanganate  is  prepared  on  a  large  scale 
by  heating  pyrolusite  with  potash  lye  of  s.g.  1.5,  the 
mixture  being  stirred  and  heating  continued  until  the 
mass  is  dry.  The  product  is  ground  and  transferred  to 
pressure  heaters,  where  it  is  heated  up  to  270°,  and 
compressed  air  blown  in.  This  increases  tlie  yield  of 
manganate.  The  mass  is  dissolved  in  the  liquors  from 
tlie  electrolysis  and  crystallisation  of  a  previous  batch 
at  40°.  After  sedimentation '  the  clear  liquid  is  electro- 
lysed at  30°  in  iron  vessels  fitted  with  nickel  anodes  and 
iron  cathodes.  Electrolysis  occupies  usually  about  ten 
hours,  and  the  contents  of  the  cell  (960  litres)  are  cooled. 
The  salt  is  separated  from  the  mother  liquor  by  a  centri- 
fuge, washed  and  dried  in  vacuo,  and  crushed  in  a  ball- 
rnill.  The  purity  of  the  salt  is  99  per  cent.  Potassium 
permanganate  can  also  be  made  by  fusing  caustic  potash, 
manganese  dioxide  and  potassium  chlorate  together,  boil- 
ing the  mass  with  water  filtering  and  evaporating  to 
small  bulk  to  permit  crystallisation.  It  may  be  prepared 
also  by  the  action  of  an  acid  or  chlorine  on  the  man- 
ganate, Kj^fnO.,,  produced  by  fusing  together  finely 
powdered  manganese  dioxide  and  caustic  potash  : 
2K„MnO,  +  Cl^  =  2KC1  -f  2KMn04.  Magnesium  sulphate 
added  to  the  manganate  reacts  as  follows  :  3K.,Mn04  -j- 
2MgSO,  +  2H,0  =  2KMnO,-f2K,SO,+2Mg(OH),  +  MiiO,. 
Potassium  permanganate  forms  dark  purple  prismatic 
crystals  with  a  greenish  metallic  sheen,  soluble  in  water 
1  'in  19  at  15°,  s.g.  2.7.  Heated  to  240°,  decomposition 
takes  place,  oxygen  being  liberated.  It  is  a  powei'ful 
oxidising  agent,  a  molecule  providing  five  atoms  of 
available  oxygen.  Permanganates  in  admixture  with 
organic  substances  cause  spontaneous  decomposition,  and 
detonate  when  triturated  with  sulphur  or  phosphorus. 
Strong  hydrochloric  acid  is  oxidised  in  addition  of  the 
crystals,  chlorine  being  Liberated.  A  solut'on  of  perman- 
ganate is  reduced  by  sulphurous  acid  and  ferrous  salts, 
and  it  is  a  test  for  their  detection  and  estimation. 
Standard  permanganate  can  be  used  to  estimate  oxalic 
acid  and  oxalates  and  hydrogen  peroxide.  Solutions 
must  be  filtered  through  a.sbestos  or  glass  wool.  Perman- 
ganate disinfectants  are  usually  mixtures  of  sodium  man- 
ganate and  permanganate  prepared  by  heating  together 
caustic  alkali  and  manganese  dioxide.  The  mass  is 
extracted  with  water  and  evaporated  dovrn  to  the  required 
concentration.  To  remove  permanganate  stains,  acidified 
hydrogen  peroxide,  urine  or  acidified  warm  oxalic  acid 
are  available.  The  oxalic  acid  or  peroxide  used  should 
contain  about  5  per  cent,  dilute  sulplmric  acid. 

Potassium  Sulphate.— Potassium  sulphate  is  obtained 
as  a  by  product  in  many  manufacturing  processes,  e.g., 
beet  vinasse,  keep  burning.  Most  of  the  potassium  sul- 
phate of  commerce  is  prepared  from  kainite,  K„SO,. 
MgSO^.MgClj.GHjO,  or  by  the  action  of  sulphuric  acid 
on  potass'um  chloride.  Kainite  contains  about  70  per 
cent,  of  K^SO..  In  the  manufacture  of  potassium  sul- 
phate from  kainite  or  other  potassium  or  sulphate  mix- 
tures an  intermediate  product,  magnesium-potassium  sul- 
phate, K,SO,,.MgSO.i.6H20,  is  made.   This  is  kalimagnesia 


or  artificial  schonite.  Potassium  sulphate  is  prepared 
easily  from  this  by  running  a  hot  saturated  solution  of 
it  on  dry,  powdered  potassium  chloride.  The  potassium 
sulphate  is  separated  by  the  centrifuge,  the  temperature 
being  kept  above  40°  to  prevent  crystallisation  of  other 
salts.  "Crystallised  schonite  is  sometimes  mixed  with  a 
cold  saturated  solution  of  potassium  chloride.  Artificial 
schonite  is  usually  prepared  as  follows  :  A  cold  saturated 
solution  of  kainite,  s.g.,  1.337,  is  used  to  extract  fresh 
kainite  at  80°.  The  solution  is  clarified  and  cooled  when 
a  crop  of  schonite  is  obtained.  There  are  other  pro- 
cesses which  are  also  subjects  of  patents.  A  solution  of 
magnesium  suljjhate  (kieserite)  of  given  concentration  at 
25°  gives  a  precipitate  of  jiotassium  sulphate  on  adding 
solid  potassium  chloride.  Schonite  is  not  prepared  in 
this  process.  The  preparation  of  potassium  sulphate  from 
potassium  chloride  and  sulphuric  acid  is  always  employed 
when  the  product  is  to  be  made  into  carbonate.  Potas- 
sium chloride  from  Stassfurt  or  from  vinasse  is  decom- 
posed with  sulphuric  acid  of  s.g.  1.67.  The  yieiu  is 
almost  theoretical,  a  98  per  cent,  potassium  chloride 
giving  a  95  per  cent,  potassium  sulphate.  Potassium 
sulphate  forms  small  rhombic  prisms  without  water  of 
crystallisation,  having  a  slightly  bitter  taste,  m.p.  1070°. 
Its  commercial  use  is  as  a  potash  fertilLser,  and  in  alum 
and  glass  making,  and  for  the  production  of  potassium 
carbonate.  The  calcined  sulphate  of  potassium  and  mag- 
nesium is  preferred,  however,  as  a  fertiliser. 

Powder  Mills. — ^Powder  mills  for  pharmaceutical  pur- 
poses include  the  following  types  : — Buhr  stone  mill. 
This  consists  in  its  typical  form  of  two  corrugated  stone 
discs  which  rotate  on  each  other,  the  rotating  surfaces 
being  grooved  so  that  the  drug  is  at  the  same  time 
chopped  and  ground  by  the  weight  of  the  stones.  This 
is  the  type  generally  used  in  flour  milling.  A .  Roller 
mill  consists  of  two  large  metal  (iron  or  steel)  rollers 
revolving  upon  each  other  and  which  can  be  adjusted. 
The  working  of  this  mill  depends  on  the  dead  we-ght 
of  the  rollers,  and  the  anill  is  suitable  for  soft  or  greasy 
.substances.  A  Chaser  or  Edge-riivner  mill  consists  of 
two  moveable  rollers  on  a  common  axis  running  in  a 
steel  trough.  This  mill  is  used  in  chocolate  and  con- 
fectionery making.  Larger  types  are  employed  for 
cement  grinding.  The  Gannon-ball  or  barrel  mill  con- 
sists of  a  barrel  of  wood  (oal;^  or  steel  containing 
iron  cannon  balls  or  hard  stones.  The  barrel  is  rotated 
on  an  axis  and  the  drug  is  powdered  without  loss.  There 
are  several  foi-ms  of  disintegrator,  Mead's  machine  con- 
sisting of  a  steel  disc  with  a  series  of  steel  projections 
on  the  outer  edges.  The  disc  rotates  in  a  steel  case, 
the  upper  inner  edge  of  which  is  cornigated.  The  mill 
is  driven  at  great  velocity,  and  on  this  depends  the 
efficient  working.  Carter's  disintegrator  is  very  similar. 
Hand  mills  suitable  for  use  in  a  retail  pharmacy  may 
be  divided  into  three  types.  The  drug  may  be  crushed 
between  vertical,  horizontal  or  conical  grinding  sur- 
faces. These  three  types  are  represented  by  the  Swift, 
Hance  and  Enterprise  mills  When  hand  grinding 
poisons  or  irritating  drugs  (e.g.,  capsicums,  quLlIaja 
bark,  etc.)  a  respirator  should  be  worn  if  the  machine 
is  not  entirely  enclosed. 

Powder  Mixer. — ^Tlie  simplest  form  of  powder  mixer 
consists  of  a  wooden  or  metal  box  to  contain  the  powder, 
the  latter  .being  agitated  by  means  of  paddles  set  on  a 
common  axis  and  operated  mec^hanically.  More  com- 
plicated forms  are  fitted  with,  a  ser'es  of  sieves  varving 
in  mesh,  the  powder  being  forced  through  these  by  simple 
shaking,  by  brushes  revolving  horizontally  or  by  means  of 
a  spiral  brush.  The  advantage  of  a  powdei-  mixer  is 
that  the  powder  is  entirely  enclosed  in  the  apparatus  and 
thorough  mixing  can  "be  accomplished  v/itliout  loss. 
Powders  sliould  be  reduced  to  uniform  particles,  and  the 
combined  sifter  and  mixer  assures  this,  the  spiral  brusli 
causing  the  fine  powder  to  pass  through  the  meshes  of 
the  sieve  and  carrying  the  coarser  narticles  to  an  outlet 
from  whence  they  can  be  ti'ansferred  t«  a  grinder, 
regronnd   and  again  put  in  the  sifter.

THE  SELLING  PRICES  in  this  List  are  basedonthe  given  cost  and 
calculated  for  the  quantities  specified,  the  total  oncost  for  that  turn- 
over being  then  added,  together  with  the  net  profit,  to  the  nearest 
figure.  In  case  of  fractions  the  prices  are  rounded  up  or  down 
to  the  most  suitable  figure.  As  in  arriving  at  the  prices  allowance 
has  been  made  for  variations  in  specific  gravity,  liquids  should  be 
sold  by  fluid  measure  and  solids  by  Weight. 

INTERMEDIATE  QUANTITIES  should  be  calculated  on  the 
lower  figure  until  midway  is  passeu,  then  on  the  higher  figure.  The 
range  of  the  quantities  quoted  in  the  List  may  be  increased  as 
follows  :  For  one  pint  add  one-fourth  to  the  16  oz.  selling  price. 
The  gallon  price  for  oils  is  obtained  by  dividing  the  cwt.  price 
by  6  ;  for  7-Ib.  sales  multiply  the  lb.  cost  by  10  ;  for  14-Ib.  by  20  ; 
and  for  28-Ib.  by  38.  For  intermediate  drachm  prices  divide 
1-oz.  quotations  by  7  and  multiply  by  the  number  of  drachms 
required.  To  obtain  the  grain  prices  divide  the  drachm  selling 
price  by  60. 

ADJUSTING  PRICES.— While  standard  wholesale  prices  are  used 
as  the  starting  point  for  calculating  the  retail  prices,  it  may  be  desired 
to  adjust  the  selling  price  for  variations  in  cost.  This 
may  be  effected  by  the  following  simplified  method :  To 
obtain  the  lb.  selling  price  add  half  to  the  cost  price 
(yielding  33^  per  cent,  on  return) ;  for  the  4-OZ. 
selling  price  divide  the  lb.  cost  by  10  and  multiply 
by  4  (yielding  37.5  per  cent.)  ;  for  the  1-oz.  selling 
price  divide  the  lb.  cost  by  9  (yielding  43.75  per 
cent.). 

DISPENSING  CHARGES.— The  two  systems  given 
(p.  11)  are  based  on  a  special  investigation  and  should 
be  used  for  all  dispensing  other  than  contract  work. 
When  the  Rapid  Method  is  employed  the  drug-trade 
private  mark  MELBORACIS  should  be  used.  In 
the  case  of  a  prescription  containing  one  or  more 
ingredients  of  an  expensive  nature  the  Costing  Method 
IS  used  and  the  mark  "  C.  &  D."  only  ought  then 
to  be  indicated  beneath  the  chemist's  stamp.

DISPENSED  MEDICINES 

There  are  two  systems  of  charging  for  medicines  -dispensed  on  pre- 
scription, as  follows  : 

1 .  RAPID  METHOD. — ^The  cost  represents  a  definite  proportion  of 
the  charge  and  refers  to  ordinary  drugs  and  chemicals  with  infusions  or 
decoctions.

2.  COSTING  METHOD.— This  method  is  calculated  on  the  average 
time  taken  for  the  various  operations  involved  in  dispensing,  and  is  based 
on  the  recommendations  m  1915  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  the 
National  Insurance  Act  Drug  Tariff  and  the  results  obtained  by  numerous 
correspondents.  The  three  components  of  the  price  of  a  prescription  to 
be  added  together  are  as  follows  : — 

A.  The  selling  prices  in  this  list  are  calculated  upon  costing  principles, 
and  form  a  correct  basis  for  obtaining  the  cost  of  the  ingredients  of  a  prescrip- 
tion. For  finding  the  price  of  drachm  quantities  other  than  those  quoted  in 
the  list,  the  rule  that  should  be  adopted  is  to  divide  the  ounce  quantity  by 
seven  and  multiply  the  figures  obtained  by  the  number  of  drachms  required. 

B.  Prices  of  containers  are  given  in  the  list.    (See  p.  10.) 

C.  Special  "oncost"  included  in  the  terms  "time"  and  "labour"  to 
perform  the  work,  and  the  special  establishment  charges  of  the  dispen- 
sary above  and  beyond  that  already  included  in  the  distribution  "  oncost."
